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Afler months ol foiifroiiliii^ bro¬ 
ken ticket machines, residents and 
commuters will he faced with new 
parking fees before the end ol the 
month. 

According to 'I'own Manager \V 
Chadwick Maurer, the parking 
meters for the Abcrjona and Waler- 
field lots near the Winchester train 
station are expected to be opei ating 
by Jan. 15. “The new rates would go 
into effect then." said Maurer. 

Maurer said Ihe 30 slots at McCall 
Junior High School, some of which 
have been rented to local businesses, 
will be effective Monday, Jan. H. 

The Board of Selectmen pul ils 
stamp of approval on a four-part 
parking plan in October aimed at 
easing the weekday parking crunch 
in the downtown area. Througl) the 
plan, selectmen hope to open up 
additional slots for merchants, their 
customers and l•csiden( commuters. 

The recommendations were maile 
by the Traffic Advisory Committee 
The components of the plan include: 

• 30 spaces at McCall Junior High 
School designated for merchants at 
a rate of $150 per year. The lot would 
open at 7 a.m. each morning. 

• The Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission (MDC) will be asked by 
selectmen to prohibit parking on 


Myslic Valley Parkway prior to9:3() 
a m. on weekdays. Selectmen hope 
(his will prevent commuters from 
using the free spaces on an all-day 
basis. 

• A ticket machine will be aeti- 
valed at the Aberjona Lot. Non 
j-esidenl commuters will be charged 
$3 i)or day. while resident commu¬ 
ters will) a valid Iransfer station 
sticker can park for free. The $3 
charge a))plies to tliosc who park 
l)ctween the hours of G and 9 a.m. 
After 9 a in and until 4 pm., all 
persons w ill be cliargod $1 to park in 
this lot. 

• The Walerfield Lot is targeted 
primarily for merchants. This lot 
opens at H:3() a.m. with a charge of 
SI for all users until 4 p.m, 

Maui cr said the Walerfield lot “is 
intended more for turnover. It’s not 
intended for commuters.'' 

According to Maurer, the new 
machines will accept both dollar 
bills and change. “We’re just wail¬ 
ing for them to be delivered and 
installed," he said. 

Those alleinpling to park in the 
Walerfield lot prior to 8:30 a.m. will 
not be able to purchase a ticket. Cars 
that do not have tickets will be 
tagged by police for parking viola¬ 
tions, said Maurer. 

The new meters are funded 
through a $25,000 donation from 
Winchester Hospital to the town.

1980 


The first week of the year 
began quietly, as Winchester 
ushered in the 1980s, Winches¬ 
ter Hospital rejected a tri- 
hospital merger by Health 
Systems Inc, The plan prop¬ 
osed joining the corporations 
of Winchester Hospital, Cho¬ 
ate Memorial Hospital in 
Woburn and Symmes Hospital 
in Arlington. 

The assessors were examin¬ 
ing the tax-exempt status of a 
number of fraternal organiza¬ 


tions in town, a status granted 
for their charitable endea¬ 
vors. According lo then- 
assessor George Andersen, 
“We will reassess how much 
work for charity they do and 
reconsider whether or not they 
can be considered 
charitable.’’ 

Former Town Meeting 
member and sState Represen¬ 
tative Harrison Chadwick pul 
forth a proposal for public gar¬ 
bage collection. The issue 
would come in the form of a 
non binding referendum ques¬ 
tion on the March ballot: 
selectmen could decide what 
to do with the results. In 
February, selectmen voted 
against placing the question 
on the ballot. but the topic was 
an issue over the next two 
years. 

Selectmen and the Cable TV 
Advisory Committee began 
conducting interviews with 
representatives of eight com¬ 
panies lor a cable television 
license. W'hen the list was nar¬ 
rowed to three, one of the 
companies, Winchester Cable 
TV (WCTV), formed by a 
group of local investors, ques- 
lioned whether oi* not there 
was a conflict of interest in the 


decision. 

Winchester Cable TV Presi¬ 
dent Richard Sampson noted 
that the lawyer representing 
Continental Cablevision, 
another finalist, had helped 
run the campaigns of three 
selectmen. Selectmen and ihc. 
attorney denied a conflict ot 
interest. Sampson succeeded 
in obtaining a restraining 
order to keep the three from 
voting, but when the order was 
lifted, Continental was 
granted the license. 

After delaying the 
implementation of the stale’s 
new voluntary school prayer 
statute one day in order lo get 
a “better legal interpreta¬ 
tion,” principals from most of 
the public schools reported 
everything had gone smooth¬ 
ly. The statute triggered con¬ 
troversy across the stale. In 
Winchester, the School Com- 
millee voted to implement the 
policy, but passed a motion, 
4-2, against the principle of it. 
questioning the “wisdom of 
the law” and its 
constitutionality. 

The town’s w-ater supply 
was dwindling to a point 
termed “crilicar' by Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works director 


Walter Tonazuck. The town 
relied on the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Commission (MDC) for 
approximately 75 percent of 
ils water supply, the Slur 
reported in February. 

The town manager’s budget 
showed ,n $7 increase in the lax 
rate. Total expenditures were 
projected lo be $23,()40.577, an 
increase of $1,679,391 over the 
previous fiscal year. 

Winchester voters backed 
Sen, Edward M. Kennedy and 
George Bush in the March 
presidential primary. Former 
president Ronald Reagan fin¬ 
ished third at Wiiiche.sler’s 
primary polls. 

Harrison Chadwick, former 
Town Meeting moderator and 
slate representative, was hon¬ 
ored as the first recipient of 
the Chamber of Commerce’s 
Achievement Award in May, 

Clarence Borggaard, Alan 
Macdonald and Michael Sar- 
aco were the winners in con¬ 
tested races in town in the 
' spring elections. Borggaai'd 
won a scut on the Planning 
Board, while Saraco and Mac¬ 
donald were the lop vole- 
getters for the Board of 
Selectmen.

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, nomination papers tor the 
1990 election are now available at 
the Town Clerk’s office in Town 
Hall. 

Candidates for town-wide office 
are required lo obtain the signatures 
of 50 registered voters in order lo 
have their names placed on the 
ballot. 

In addition to town-wide offices, 
one-third of the 192 three-year Town 
Meeting member terms are up for 
re-election. Some one- and two-year 
terms are also available, according 
lo Ward. 

In order to be placed on Ihe ballot 
as a Town Meeting candidate, a 
resident must obtain the signatures 
of 10 registered voters in their pre¬ 
cinct on nomination papers. Incum¬ 
bent Town Meeting members need 
not obtain signatures, bul must 
nolily the Town Clerk in writing of 
their intent lo seek re-election 

According lo Ward, the last day to 
take out nomination papers at the 
Town Clerk’s office is Feb. 1, Candi¬ 
dates have until Tuesday, Feb. G lo 
return the signed papers lo the 
Board of Registrars for 
ccrlification. 

The following is a list of offices to 
be filled, followed by the name of Ihe 
person who currently holds the 
position:

1980 

Police officer James Pierce foiled 
the first bank hold-up in Winchester 
history. According to Star reports, 
Pierce was on the way to a cub scout 
meeting with his son when he was 
stopped in traffic on Washington 
Street diagonally across from the 
Winchester Savings Bank. Pierce 
reportedly saw people in the bank 
holding their hands up. The incident 
resulted in an exchange of gunfire 
and a high speed auto chase. Two 
men were eventually arrested. 

MBTA overspending put Winches¬ 
ter’s mini-bus into deep trouble, 
according to Rep. Sherman "Whip” 
Saltmarsh. The elimination of the 
mini-bus was expected to come in 
October or November. However, in 
May, Town meeting voted $162,OOO to 
continue mini-bus service for the 
next fiscal year, with or without 
MBTA funding. 

Selectmen supported a plan for the 
construction of 18 units of senior 
citizen housing at Noonan School. 
Plans for re-use of Parkhurst and 
Washington schools were put on 
hold. 

John Williams was elected to the 
Board of Selectmen in June in a 
special election. The vacancy came 
about when Barbara Hankins 
announced she was moving to Aus¬ 
tin, Texas due to her husband’s job 
relocation. 

Frank Provinzano, affectionately 
known as "Mr. P”, died in June 
after a brief illness at the age of 63. 
Provinzano served Winchester for 29 
years as teacher, coach and trainer 
at Winchester High School and 
Lynch Junior High. 

Town Meeting voted water rate 
increases, raising the fee from 42 
cents per 100 cubic feet to 65 cents 
per 100 cubic feet. 

The DPW moved to its new facility 
on Lake Street in the middle of the 
year. The old building on Swanton 
Street was demolished in July. 

Winchester wasn’t feeling the 
effects of the gypsy moth crop as 
much as that of caterpillars. The 
caterpillars were said to be feasting 
on the town’s crab apple, fruit and 
cherry trees. 

In July, selectmen voted 5-0 not to 
allow Bartlett School to move from 


Wyman to Parkhurst School. It was 
back to the drawing board on Park¬ 
hurst School's reuse. 

The Finast Supermarket on Main 
Street closed in the late summer for 
financial reasons. Also on the finan¬ 
cial front, town officials began to 
take a look at the possible effects of 
Proposition 2^/?. In September, offi¬ 
cials predicted the town could lose 
as much as $3.7 million as a result of 
Prop. 2'/fe. 

The town hired the firm Patten 
Appraisal Associates to conduct 
revaluation of residential and com¬ 
mercial properties. 

Plans to convert Parkview Apart¬ 
ments to condominiums were under¬ 
way. A total of 500 tenants were 
affected by the decision. 

Winchester voters gave thumbs up 
to Ronald Reagan and Proposition 
More than 82 percent of voters 
turned out at the polls. Reagan cap¬ 
tured 47 percent of the vote. Prop. 
2^/2 passed by a 2-1 margin. 

As a result of Prop. 2‘/5j, Town 
Meeting eliminated the newly-voted 
garbage collection as well as the 
mini-bus service. The budget ax fell 
on other municipal departments and 
the school department as well. 


1981 


The second year of the decade 
began with parking fines being 
raised from $1 to $3. Selectmen vot¬ 
ed the hike, which could go as high 
as $15 during times of snow removal. 

School Committee member Con¬ 
stance Pappas requested Winches¬ 
ter teacher’s forego salary increases 
in the coming year in what she said 
was an attempt to save jobs and 
maintain quality education. Howev¬ 
er, the Winchester Education Asso¬ 
ciation said the move would be a 
blow to morale. 

The School Committee was also 
taking aim at the athletic budget. 
Two proposals for elimination were 
transportation and rental for hock¬ 
ey, swimming and track facilities. 

By the end of January, town offi¬ 
cials announced budget cuts may not 
be as serious as initially projected. 
However, officials continued to exa¬ 
mine the town’s financial picture. 

Condominiums were popping up 
all over, as Parkview, the Washing¬

converted into dwelling places. 

The School Committee approved a 
$9.4 million budget for fiscal year 
1982. The figure was a reduction of 
$750,000 from the original budget, 
not the liltle-more-than $1 million 
recommended by the administra¬ 
tion. School officials said the 
remaining $250,000 would come from 
“unspecified accounts.” 

The $23 million budget submitted 
by Town Manager Thomas Groux 
did not include funds for 21 positions. 
However, 12 of those were vacant or 
would be vacated through attrition. 
In all, only nine people were 
expected to lose their jobs because 
of Prop. 2‘/2. 

Selectmen proposed increasing 
water rates from .42 cents to .65 
cents per 100 cubic feet. Groux told 
selectmen the increase was neces¬ 
sary to meet revenue needs. 

With a 26 percent voter turnout, 
incumbents were the victors in the 
March elections. Incumbent Select¬ 
man John Williams and incumbent 
School Committee members Mary 
Jean Weylman and Sandra Rodgers 
headed off to their posts again with 
the town’s support. 

Selectmen granted taxi drivers in 
Winchester a rate increase in April, 
with the stipulation they also install 
meters at that time. The vote 
changed the 50-year-old practice in 
town of calculating fees. 

In late April, tragedy struck 
Winchester as two youths were 
killed in a single-car accident on 
Washington Street. Dana Lent and 
Mark Zazzara died when the van 
they were riding in hit a curb, 
flipped over and struck a telephone 
pole. The driver was seriously 
injured when he was thrown through 
the windshield. A fourth passenger 
escaped with cuts and bruises. 

Town Meeting supported a project 
that would take Winchester’s trash 
and turn it into money. In May, 
selectmen got the go-ahead to nego¬ 
tiate a 20-year contract with the 
Northeast Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC). Town Meeting also put 
$1,600 back into the school budget to 
provide for athletic transportation, 
as Purity Supreme began major 
reconstruction on the old Finast 
building on Main Street. 

Winchester was again hit with 
tragedy when l9-year*Qld Wayne 
Capone was killed over Memorial 
Day weekend when his car struck a 
telephone pole. Three passengers 
were Injured. 

In late June, residents were asked 
to limit outdoor water use to l^/z 
hours a day between 7 p.m. and 7 
a.m. in a voluntary water restric¬ 
tion. However, this method was later 
termed ineffective as residents were 
using more water than the previous 
year. 

Condo plans at a Plato Terrace 
site met with mixed reviews. The

units were lo be mainly for elderly 
residents, and would be called Sac 
hem Woods. 

Neighbors of Winchester Hospital 
blasted a plan for a garage on that 
site. Selectmen refused lo formally 
set up a committee to work with the 
hospital on the plans. However, if 
the committee came about on an 
informal basis, Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Edward O'Connell agreed lo 
serve on it. 

DPW officials were keeping their 
eyes on the toxic waste moving into 
town through groundwater. A report 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) revealed that toxic 
wastes from Industriplex 128 had 
entered the groundwater and spread 
toward the north end of Winchester. 

A fire destroyed a Cross Street 
factory. Firefighters from 12 com¬ 
munities were required to battle the 
blaze at Hudson Industries. The 
blaze resulted from a combination of 
old animal fats and chemicals, 
soaked into the wooden four-story 
half of the building. 

Patten Associates did not have 
revaluations done for the Oct. 1 tax 
billing deadline, so residents were 
asked to make voluntary tax pay¬ 
ments. The estimated bills were sent 
out at the end of October. 

A total of 320 condominium units 
were planned for construction in the 
coming years, This figure topped the 
town's average of 30 new units per 
year over the previous decad6. 

The hospital garage got an OK 
from the state, while Continental 
Cablevision was hooking up 2U0 
homes a week for cable TV. 

Winchester joined in as Gov, 
King’s bottle bill became law, and 
the Chamber of Commerce picked 
up the tab to light up the Common 
for the holidays. Discussions on 
allowing a liquor store in town began 
as the year dwindled to a close. 

In early December, 16 inches of 
snow were dumped on Winchester in 
a mini-blizzard that cost the town 
$25,600. 

The Fire Department rescued a 
drowning female German shepherd 
from the upper Mystic Lake, The 
dog apparently fell through the thin 
ice. 

As the year came to a close, police 
foiled a pharmacy break-in by two 
local youths, and Purity readied to 
open its doors in the new year. 


1982 


Seven youths were injured in a 
New Year’s accident, which 
occurred when a car containing four 
girls travelling northbound on Cam¬ 
bridge Street collided with a car 
travelling south on the wrong side of 
the road. Both cars were totalled. 

Town officials were faced with a 
budget that was $1 million too high. 
Town Manager Thomas Groux pre¬ 
sented a budget of $25,550,493 for the 
coming fiscal year to be pared down 
before the Spring Town Meeting, 

Economic Development Coordina¬ 
tor John Connery released long- 
range plans for what would be the 
“largest commercial development” 
in the history of the downtown area, 
as revitalization efforts began,

Also during this lime period. The 
Winchester Star filed an appeal 
against the town to overrule action 
taken during a secret meeting of the 
Board of Assessors, and to prohibit 
the board from holding closed meet¬ 
ings to deliberate matters of public 
policy in the future. At that meeting, 
assessors decided on classifications 
and tax exemptions. The court later 
ruled the meeting was illegal. 

A 2l-year-ol(l former Combat Zone 
prostitute was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the stubbing mur¬ 
der of a Somerville man at Sandy 
Beach which occurred the previous 
year. 

High school students protested the 
loss of April vacation during a 
March school committee meeting. 
The School Committee said the two 
factors ill the decision were the late 
start of the current school year and 
the desire to have as early an end to 
the year as possible, Many students 
walked out March :t(l to protest the 
decision, but the committee stuck to 
its guns. 

In March elections, incumbents 
swept the ballot with the exception 
of Wade Welch, who ran for select¬ 
man. Mark Lombardi won Welch's 
.seat. 

The worst April blizzard ever 
dropped 15 inches on the town, clos¬ 
ing downtown businesses and keep¬ 
ing 60 DPW employees hopping. 

The Swanton Street bridge closed 
for reconstruction — a welcome pro¬ 
ject in town. Town Meeting also 
approved the purchase of the Water- 
field parking lot. Kep. Sherman 
'■W'liip” Saltmarsh and Economic 
Development Coordinator John Con¬ 
nery told members the purchase 
was “vital” to the revitalization of 
the downtown. 

Assessors were going head-to- 
head on the quality of the revalua¬ 
tion. while hundreds of residents 
packed into Town Mall for a public 
meeting on the issue in April. Newly 
elected assessor Sherman Joseph- 
son cast the deciding vote in certify¬ 
ing Patten’s revaluation. 

Clay fill from a chemical dump 
situated on Amberwood Drive had 
residents concerned and spurred the 
Board of Health to order testing of 
the material. In (ate June, it was 
determined there were chemicals in 
the fill, and the fill was ordered 
removed. 

After a 45-minule stand-off at the 
Mystic Lakes in July, police caught 
a Somerville man who escaped from 
the Billerica House of Corrections 
and arrested him on charges stem¬ 
ming from a Medford housebreak, 
which had occurred a few hours 
earlier. The suspect alternated 
treading water and standing off- 
sliore before finally surrending to 
police. 

Developer Felix Pittarino, the 
owner of the Amberwood lots cov¬ 
ered by contaminated fill, appealed 
the Board of Health’s order to 
remove the fill from his two lots. 


By August. Pitinrino had 
acquiesced to the town's wishes and 
had the landfill removed. Also in 
August, the school deparlmcnl anti¬ 
cipated that by 1987, the Winchester 
school system would bo producing a 
new breed of students — computer- 
friendly ones, A volunteer commit¬ 
tee IukI developed a five-year plan 
lor gradually promoting computer 
literacy throughout the school 
system. 

In Sepicinher. developer Felix Pit- 
torinu was racing against time In 
find somewhere to put the 
chemically-eon lamina ted fill 
banned from his two Amberwood 
Drive building lots. Also in Septem¬ 
ber, three last-minute changes in the 
$2.1 million expansion of Winche.ster 
Hospital were approved by the Zon¬ 
ing Board of Appeals 

Two cashiers were held at gun¬ 
point and the contents of their cash 
registers were taken in September 
by two armed robbers at the Purity 
Supreme Supermarket on Main 
Street, 

In October, the school commilteo 
and the Winchester Education Asso¬ 
ciation reached a tentative contract 
agreement during the first session of 
rietotiations moderated by a state- 
appointed mediator. 

Iti November. Wincliester voters 
showed there was still a strong 
Kepuhllcan bent in the town as 
Republican candidates picked up a 
greater percentage of Winchester 
votes than statewide. Winchester 
voters, however, as did their district 
counterparts, re-elected Edward 
Kennedy to the U.S. senate and pul 
Mike Dukakis back in the governor’s 
office. Members of the public works 
employees' union were picketing to 
remind Town Meeting members 
they were still without a contract. 

In December, school parents were 
fighting tooth and nail to try and 
prevent the closing of Mystic School. 
One of the alternate decisions prop¬ 
osed by the task force appointed to 
review the dilemma was to close the 
Lincoln School — a proposal that 
dismayed Lincoln parents in 
attendance. 

1983 

In January, members of the task 
force on school closings wouldn't 
budge from their decision to close an 
elementary school by the end of the 
year. In late January, the School 
Committee voted 5-1 to close Mystic. 

The Winchester High School band 
hoped to play in Washington, D.C.. 
at Cherry Blossom lime if they could 
come up with $34,000 to make the 
trip. 

In mid-January, Winchester was 
hit with to inches of snow that cost 
the town more than $32,000 to clean 
up, and involved 60 workers, and 33 
plowing and sailing machines. A 
total of 400 households lost power in 
the storm. Less than a month later, 
the town was dumped on by another 
18 inches. 

State officials deemed the air at 
the high school adequate. However, 
Winchester’s board of health direc¬ 
tor Steve Weinstein said the condi¬ 
tions were not desireable. 

Reconstruction of the Swanton 
Street bridge continued, as officials 
estimated in February the street 
would again be fully open by sum¬ 
mer. Also in February the leaders of 


the First Ihiplisl C'hurch enmo up 
with an unusual idea to solve their 
excess space problem and local 
seniors' housing problem; the 
church hoped lo build 12 apartment- 
coiulominiums along the Washing¬ 
ton Street side of the building. 

Winchester police officer James 
Gray was shot wliile chasing drug 
store robbers in late March. Armed 
rohl)ers stole tnoney and drugs from 
(VNcil Pharmacy on Washington 
Street. A ))ullet from a .3.57 magnum 
grazed Gray's head. The incident led 
lo a high speed chase, and re.sulted 
in the arrest of two men. 

In local elections, Michael Saraco 
and Ahm Macdonald retained their 
.scats as selectmen. Clarence Borg- 
gaard held onto his Planning Board 
seal, and incumbent School Commit¬ 
tee member John Dutfy was beat out 
by Michael Ronayne. 

In April, parking machines in the 
(lowtilown area were removed. They 
were replaced by one- and two-hour 
parking zone signs. 

School Superintendent William 
MacDonald announced his inten¬ 
tions to retire after 12 years of 
heading up Winchester's school 
system. 

Town Meeting voted $250,000 to 
purchase approximately 75 new 
Victorian-style street lights. In addi¬ 
tion, Town Meeting approved the 
proposal for the renovation of the 
police and fire stations. Without rea¬ 
lizing it. many Town Meeting mem 
bers also voted in a Recreation 
budget which did not include funds 
for Wedge Pond beacli. 

Salaries for the town’s assessors 
were chopped in half by Town Meet¬ 
ing, Members earned $4,500, the 
chairman $6,500, before the cut. In 
late May. Town Meeting placed a 
freeze on police, custodian and man¬ 
agerial employee salaries, an act 
which was said to have affected the 
morale of town workers. However, 
confusion surrounded the issue 
which some Town Meeting members 
said was misinterpreted. 

Ambrose Principal Robert Forest 
was named acting superintendent in 
June as the School Committee and 
Superintendent Screening Commit¬ 
tee began the search for a new 
superintendent. 

Construction on Swanton Street 
was slated to begin in July. The 
bridge had been torn down a year 
earlier, 

In July, after three years of bat¬ 
tling New England Telephone, the 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce 
won its fight for unlimited calls for 
Winchester businesses, town offices 
and non-profit groups. 

The Board of Selectmen voted 3-2 
lo allow the first three video games 
in Winchester lo go into the Ruggles 
and Bowker Sport Center on upper 
Main Street. 

In August, the search for the 
school superintendent of Winchester 
was on. The seven-member search 
committee appointed to sift through 
a mound of 153 completed applica¬ 
tions had whittled the number of 
acpplicanls down lo a workable size. 

And the Mystic School was leased 
lo the Faith Fellowship Ministries of 
New England. 

In September, USA Today news¬ 
paper racks appeared on Winches¬ 
ter’s streets, but if the Board of 
Selectmen had their way, the news¬ 
papers w’ould be gone as quickly us 
they had appeared.

1984 

The first month of the year began 
with the tragic death of Vincent J. 
Mai’quai’do, a 2i)-yeai -old Winches¬ 
ter man who choked lo death in his 
jail cell early New Year’s day. 

Marquardo's death raised public 
awareness about prisoner safety and 
the responsibility of the police. 
While the police claimed they 
checked Marquardo regularly, his 
parents charged them with negli¬ 
gence. The case l•esulted in propos¬ 
als for a renovated police station. 

Meanwhile, the town’s plan lo 
purchase land known as tho Woburn 
Loop appeared to be nearing fruition 
in January. However, tho matter 
dragged on for months, and the land 
was not purchased until near the end 
of the year. 

A proposal to allow liquor stores in 
town also surfaced in 1984 and car¬ 
ried on throughout the year, with 
strong opposition by many resi¬ 
dents. The motion finally passed a 
referendum question in November, 
but as 1984 came lo a close, there 
had yet lo be a liquor store license 
granted. Voters also supported liq¬ 
uor licences for up to three 
restaurants. 

A devastating fire in North Station 
in the early part of the year added to 
commuter woes as access by train lo 
Boston was cut off. Commuters had 
to rely on shuttle buses to gel to their 
jobs in the city. 

The six-month-old battle against 
USA Today continued, as the town 
fought lo keep newspaper vending 
machines off the street. In late 
December, Judge John Murphy dis¬ 
missed a lower court ruling that the 
placement of the machines violated 
Winchester’s sidewalk obstruction 
laws. The town then had the option lo 
appeal, but had not done so as of the 
end of the year. 

On Swanton Street, the modern 
Village ('oiidos, developed by Conti¬ 
nental Wingate Co. of Boston, were 
selling fur $113,900 to $120,000, well 
above the $90,000 figure cited when 
they were being built months ear¬ 
lier. They were considej*ed part of a

A lip in early March to Winchester 
police resiilled in a raid at the local 
Elks Club. Police coni iscated a gain 
bling machine through which him 
dreds of bettitig dollars were repor¬ 
tedly passed. Protests liy club 
olficiaLs fell on deaf ears, as the eluh 
lost its video games license. 

Talk of renovaling the downtown 
area led to pliins for new brick 
sidewalks, wrought-iron lamps and 
trash bins, among others. Later in 
the year, the Economic Develop 
meni coordinator unveiled a plan to 
extend beautification efforts with a 
$740.umi slate grant. However, 
Winchester, like other towns, was 
caught in a battle over the provision 
low to moderate income housing. 
The stale was holding up funds lor 
the project until Winchester met 
certain specifications. 

Camp Joy. the site ot the town’s 
annual Haunted House, was destroy¬ 
ed liy a fire in April. The house was 
located in the Fells. A year later, the 
Chamber of Commerce look over the 
event and moved the site to the boat 
house at Wedge Pond. 

Town Manage!' Thomas Groux 
announced his resignation, saying 
he was moving on to take a position 
at Middlesex Community College in 
Bedford. Groux was Ihe town’s first 
manager when die post originated in 
1975. 

Two fires in curly July gutted the 
Ambrose School office and left books 
in the library blackened. Fire Chief 
('harles McElhinney said the fire, 
which caused an estimated $80,000 in 
damage, had been set by arsonists. 
No arrests were made. 

In the primary elections, U S, 
Rep, Edw’ard Markey defeated for¬ 
mer stale Sen. Sam Rotondi of 
Winchester by a 15 percent margin. 
In the primary for stale senate, 
resident Alan Macdonald was 
defeated by incumbent Richard 
Kraus. In both races, Winchester 
backed its hometown candidate. 

In October. Winchester police 
made the largest-ever drug seizure 
in town when they confiscated a 
suitcase with $20.000 worth of mari¬ 
juana from a West Side home. 
According to reports, the suitcase 
was found behind the basement wall 
in the home of a local couple, w’ho 
were not suspects in the case. A 
worker at the home lipped off police. 


Sluilents were scoring higher on 
Scliolaslic Applitudc Tests iSATs), 
The results in 1981 were higher than 
ihe\ liad been in (he past 10 years. 

I’he old Purity Supreme building 
was hoiighl arid renovations were 
near eomplelion iH'fore the end of 
the year. 

On election day. Winchester vot¬ 
ers were strongly in favor of Repu¬ 
blicans as they hacked Ronald Rea¬ 
gan tor president and Raymond 
Shaniie for U.S, .Senate. Shamie was 
be.-u out statewide by Democrat L(. 
Gov .lohn F Kerry. Voters swung 
Democratic lo support Edward J 
Markey Both State Senator Richard 
Kraus and Rep. Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh ran unopposed. 


1985 

In early .lanuary, the Board of 
Selectmen was still laboring over 
which applicant would he awarded 
the town's first liquor store license, 
ending (he “dry town” era for 
Wincliester However, it wasn’t until 
late fall of 1985 when the licen.se was 
finally granted lo Nicholas Buono- 
pane, wliose store opened Dec, 16, 
1985 at 60(1 Main St. 

Construction of Maximilian’s Cafe 
and Winchester Crossing (later 
opened as Dover Grille) was stalled. 

.Seleclmen chose W. Chadwick 
Maurer of Mansfield as Ihe town’s 
new manager upon the recommen¬ 
dation of a local screening commit¬ 
tee. Maurer had been town manager 
of Mansfield for several years. 

As Fehi'uary rolled around, a 
proposal to open up Hie Middlesex 
Fells area, near the town water 
supply, di ew some suppoid and cri¬ 
ticism. Proponents of the plan said 
Ihe area should be open for nature- 
lovers to enjoy, while opponents 
feared the water supply would be 
contaminated by careless woods vis¬ 
itors, Also in February, contractors 
working on the Public Safely Build¬ 
ing estimated the structure would be 
completed by September. 

The Housing Authority, mean¬ 
while, came into the limelight over 
resident Marion Hatch’s request lo 
keep her pet cat at a town-owned 
elderly housing unit. The issue smol¬ 
dered for several months, while 
even candidates for town offices 
were taking sides on the matter. 

March brought the election of 
Judie Muggiu lo the Board of Select¬ 
men. Catherine Gatlo to the School 
Committee and Marian Crandall

1985 


was re-clocted lo Ihe Planning 
Hoard, Also, former Selectman 
Edward O'Connell won a scat on the 
School Commiltcc. moving from the 
executive board after several years' 
service. The School Department was 
also notified in March, that it might 
be forced lo pay $129,300 in penalties 
due lo asbestos in (he town’s public 
schools. 

In April, residents and school offi* 
cials began to lake a hard look at 
plans for the high school senior prom 
and how alcohol could be ruled out lo 
make the event safer. After weeks of 
debate and controversy, the 
Winchester High School seniors won 
the right to have a senior prom, 11 
was decided too, that the town would 
have a precedent selling “outdoor 
prom” on the field behind McCall 


Junior High. 

May brought good news lo Ihe 
parishoners of St. Eulalia's Church, 
as members learned lhat their Hcv. 
James J. Haddad was named execu¬ 
tive director of the Archdiocesan 
Development Office in Boston. Also 
in May, the Chamber of Commerce 
honored longtime resident Clarence 
Horggaard as the Chamber’s “Man 
of the Year.” 

In June, state officials were called 
in lo again te.st the high school air 
quality. The ever-lingering problem 
resurfaced at WHS, prompting 
teachers to hold outdoor classes in 
order lo get fresh air. And, in one of 
W'inchesler’s biggest drug busts, a 
Crescent Hoad man was charged 
with drug trafficking. Police had 
confiscated nearly a half-million dol¬ 
lars in cocaine from the home of 
.John DeVito. 

Sam Kotondi, meanwhile, 
announced he would file the mandat-

ory “notice of intent” with the town 
Conicrvation Commission in (he Iasi 
week of June for his Forest Street 
housing complex. 

In June, Selectmen debated an 
ambulance plan proposed lo hike 
service rates for Winchester resi¬ 
dents from $65 lo $250. Under (he 
plan, the town's ambulance service 
would be supplemented by paramed¬ 
ics from area towns. The Town Hall 
Study Committee was at work in 
July, preparing for repairs and hir¬ 
ing an architect to study plans. 

August brought a “precinct- 
redistricting'’ of Winchester, man¬ 
datory by state law every 10 years. 
At an Aug. I public hearing, neigh¬ 
bors of the Woburn Loop cited their 
desires to own portions of the loop. 
State Rep. Sherman S. Sallmarsh 
urged (he Board of Selectmen to 
address the growing need for more 
parking. Sallmarsh asked members 
lo consider a $2.5 to $3 million above¬ 
ground parking garage. 

In September, Winchester took its 
first step toward providing low- 
income rent programs for residents. 
A seven-member family became the 
first Winchester clients of Chapter 
707, a state program to subsidize 
rents for tow- and moderate-income 
families, in addition, the Winchester 
Library joined a network with 19 
other public and private libraries to 
share its books, giving patrons 
access to an abundance of 
resources. 

In October, Hurricane Gloria 
swept thi ough Winchester downing 
numerous trees and powerlines, but 
otherwise causing no major casual¬ 
ties. Despite the relative mildne.ss of 
the storm, much of the (own was 
without power for some time 
throughout the days and nights that 
followed the storm. 


Winchester's Dr. John Pastore 
and the International Physicians for 
the Prevention of Nuclear War, a 
group to which Pastore devoted him¬ 
self for five years, won the 1985 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

In November, the state Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency forced 
the town to pay $19,300 for failing to 
alert parents and school workers 
lhat asbestos was found in schools 
during EPA tests in June, 1983. 

In December, Sabalino’s Gourmet 
Foods on Washington Street suffered 
a blaze lhat caused $75,000 in dam¬ 
age in the latest big kickoff, the 
Jenks Senior Center announced 
plans to expand the town's senior 
center.

In January, the School Commiltcc 
voted to axe the fledgling all-day 
pilot kindergarten class at Muraco 
School and extend all kindergarten 
classes by one hour. After heated 
discussion, five of Ihe six board 
members rejected Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos' 
request to keep the one full-day 
kindergarten. 

The School Department 
announced it would install a second 
alarm system at the high school in 
the wake of a costly vandalism 
spree. 

In February, seven of Winchester 
Hospital's eight orthopedic surgeons 
announced they would not perform 
surgery unless a patient’s life was in 
jeopardy. The doctors cited the con¬ 
straints of high malpractice insur¬ 
ance premiums and restrictive bill¬ 
ing laws. The Jenks Senior Center 
building expansion fund drive reach¬ 
ed its halfway point in early Febru¬ 
ary. The goal was set for $850,000. 
With Mrs. James Jenks’ generous 
contribution, the total was brought 
to $425,000. 

The Winchester Housing Authority 
presented a list to selectmen of five 
town-owned sites for low- and 
moderate-income housing. 

March brought a strike by a rail¬ 


road union against the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, which forced many 
Winchester commuters to find alter¬ 
nate ways to work on March 12. 

School board member Catherine 
Alexander was honored for her nine- 
year stint on lhat committee. 

In April. John H. “Jake” Ciarcia 
was named the Winchester Chamber 
of Commerce’s 1986 Outstanding 
Citizen of the Year, Winchester resi¬ 
dent and Star columnist Terry Mar- 
otta was named a scmifinalisl to be 
the first media rcprc.sentative in 
space. 

In May, police reported that town 
residents accounted for more than 
half of Winchester’s 14 drunk driving 
arrests since Jan. 1. Winchester Star 
publisher Peter Jorgenson and his 
w’ife Kathryn, owners of Century 
Newspapers, reached an agreement 
with Harlc-Hanks Company of Tex¬ 
as lo acquire the six suburban news¬ 
papers, including the Star. School 
Commillee members voted unanim¬ 
ously to release a parcel of the 
Ambrose School land as “excess" to 
the Winchester Housing Authority 
for affordable housing. 

In June, the Board of Selectmen 
decided to begin arresting people 
who trespassed in the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation. Selectmen also 
voted to amend the rules for restaur¬ 
ants, which serve liquor, to make 
even clearer the town’s intent lo 
prohibit lounges.

July ushered in new utility ser¬ 
vices for a proposed office and retail 
building on former gas station prop¬ 
erly at 6tl Main St. A heating coil 
used to wrap pipes sparked a 
$200,000 fire that gutted a Wedge- 
mere Avenue home. Exterior reno¬ 
vations began on the bell lower and 
the clock at Town Hall. Police 
searched for two men who held cus¬ 
tomers and tellers at gunpoint at the 
Washington Street branch of the 
Winchester Savings Bank and stole 
$15,900. More than $10,000 was recov¬ 
ered minutes after the holdup. 

In August, “Spenser: For Hire” 
found work in Winchester for two 
days. Crowds of more than 500 resi¬ 
dents packed the downtown area for 
the filming. The Zoning Board of 


Apjieals held a preliminary site plan 
review of a proposal to convert part 
of the First Baptist Church into It 
condominiums. Plans for a $3.2 mil¬ 
lion renovation of the Winchester 
Hospital scheduled to being in Janu¬ 
ary were also unveiled. 

In September, the Board of Select¬ 
men struggled with a new downtown 
parking plan that would result in the 
loss of 25 parking places. The Skill¬ 
ings Road Icnnis courts were voted 
unsafe at a school board meeting 
and closed. Two hours of discussion 
at Town Meeting resulted in unanim¬ 
ous voles to appropriate $236,660 
from free cash and borrow $155,750 
to pay for trash disposal costs. 

In October, Selectmen completed 
approval of articles to seek special 
permission from the stale legisla¬ 
ture for housing on the former 
Woburn Loop right-of-way. School 
Committee members voiced their 
opposition to giving up any more 
land to assist the town’s section 705 
low- lo moderate-income housing 
program. 

In November. Sherman “Whip” 
Sallmarsh, Winchester's represen¬ 
tative on Beacon Hill, defeated chal¬ 
lenger Paul Casey with 54 percent of 
the overall vote in Winchester and 
four Stoneham precincts. Both the 
Winchester High School boys’ and 
girls’ soccer teams found them¬ 
selves in the north sectional champ¬ 
ionship finals. A new subcommittee 
of Winchester’s Zoning Board of 
Appeals was appointed lo study the 
board's rules and procedures. The 
move came after two recent con¬ 
troversies in which selectmen were 
refused the right lo speak at a zoning 
board meeting and a decision to 
prohibit building u cookie factory in 
place of a gas station. 

In December, the Board of Appe¬ 
als granted approval for a cookie 
store at the site of the Kenneth 
Binding gas station on the corner of 
Forest and Washington streets. 
Winchester High School football 
team became Superbowl champ¬ 
ions. defeating Peabody 20 to 3 and 
becoming the most successful foot¬ 
ball team in the history of Winches¬ 
ter High School.

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A Look Back

1987 

In January. Winchester residents 
were hit with 10 inches of snow in the 
town center. The blizzard began tlie 
morning of Jan. 2 and kepi DPW 
wrokers busy for 2-1 hours. On Jan. 9 
NASA announced that former 
Winchester resident Fredeiick 
Ilauck would command the first 
space shuttle since the ill-fated Chal¬ 
lenger. A group of citizens asketl the 
selectmen for lowti support to raise 
$40,000 for a playground at Ginn 
Field. Selectmen Chairman W’ade 
Welch announced that he would not 
run for re-election. 

In February, Selectmen sponsored 
a proposal to appropriate $00,000 to 
protect and upgrade the town’s three 
reservoirs. Winchester Savings 
Bank donated $25,000 worth of com¬ 
puter equipment to the town. 

March brought an increase in 
water rates by nearly 10 perccni. 
The annual assessment from the 
MWRA was almost 30 percent less 
than the previous year. Town Mall 
closed March tl, ill and 11 and town 
offices wore moved into the auditor¬ 
ium, public safety building and 
Lynch Elementary School while 
reconstruction of the offices began. 

In April, Wincliester voters 
elected Thomas Schmitt to tlie 
Board of Selectmen and Maryann 
McCall-Taylor and Margaret Roll to 
the Planning Board. Dover Grille 
manager Jane Russell said business 
suffered after the restaurant was 
listed as a passible hazardous waste 
site by the DEQE, 

In May, Town Meeting approved 
the town’s $31,402,793 budget for fis¬ 
cal year 1988. Selectman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi walked out of the board’s 
meeting when member Robert Dcer- 
ing took the chair. Lombardi said he 
was promised the vice- 
chairmanship, but then behind his 
back, the board elected Deering. 
The Internal Revenue Service seized 
the Dover Grille for non-payment of 
taxes. State Rep. Sherman Salt- 
marsh informed selectmen that 
photographer Arthur Griffin wanted 
to donate an art center containing all 
his works to the town. 


1988 

In January, residents welcomed a 
new board to town — the Mousing 
Partnership Board. Mark Lombardi 
announced his intention to seek re- 
election to tlie Board of Selectmen 
and Selectman Frank Sopper 
attempted to gel the board to recon¬ 
sider adding another state connec¬ 
tion to the town water supply. Select¬ 
men discussed the possibility of 
placing an oveii tde of Proposition 
2 '2 on the March ballot, as well. 

In February, the sale of the Dover 
Grille hinged on the polenlial owner 
receiving a liquor license. At that 
time, Helene Paquin was the sole 
applicant for the license. Selectman 
Francis Sopper proposed the esta- 
blismeiit of a ‘‘Winchester Mousing 
Fund,” a town-sponsored jental 
assistance program lor low- and 
moderate-income families. 

In March, Selectmen rejected 3-2 a 
bid to put the question of an override 
of Prop. 2‘i! to Ihe voters. The 
motion, made during a special Town 
Meeting, called for a general over¬ 
ride of $750,000. The MWRA 
announced that water rales were 
expected to rise more than initially 
estimated. Plans for the Woburn 
Loop wore thrown into limbo after 
two members of the advisory com¬ 
mittee quit. Members Peggy 
Schleicher and George Macmillan 
resigned their positions in response 
to a move by selectmen to rework 
plans. Advisory Committee mem¬ 
bers were concerned their requests 
were not being considered by 
seloclincn. 

In April, two town officials 
stepped into new positions — Alice 
McCarter officially became School 
Committee chairman for the 1988-89 
school year and Selectman Robert 
Deering was chosen to head his 
board. Democrat Todd Cronan 
threw his hat into the ring for the 
slate representative seat. 

In June, the Republican parly 
signed on William O’Leary as their 
candidate for the state representa¬ 
tive seat in the ‘‘lllh hour.” When 
Peg Perenick was unable to accept 
the nomination, town Republicans 
unanimously voted O’Leary as their 
nominee. 

In August, town officials began 
negotiations with Continental Cable- 
vision to renew the company’s con¬ 
tract with the town. An advisory 
committee was formed to make sure 
the town got a fair deal from the 
cable company. Seven new police 
officers were installed into the 
Winchester police force. All seven 
candidates were Winchester natives 
and recent graduates of Massa¬ 
chusetts police academies. 

September brought the establish¬ 
ment of a ‘‘Second Meter Legal 
Fund" and those residents 
threatened to bring suit against the 
town for the installation of the sec¬ 
ond water meters. The Board of 
Assessors began the task of reva- 
lualing Winchester properties with 
the assistance of Patriot Properties. 
The First Baptist Church held its 
first religious service in the newly 
refurbished building. A fire had 
destroyed the building in 1987. And 
Commander Rick Mauck com¬ 
manded the spaceship Discovery as 
America launched back into space. 
The flight was the first mission 
made since the Challenger disaster 
in 1986. 

In October, library renovation 
plans were receiving the final touch¬ 
es as the appointed architectural 
firm brought the proposals to the 
Library Building Committee. School 
Committee members announced 
their decision to locate sixth-grade 
students at McCall Junior High 
School beginning in the year 1990. 
The level of white metals accumu¬ 
lating at the transfer station was 
hitting new highs as refrigerators, 
ovens and other large appliances 
cluttered Winchester’s dump. 

In November. Democrat Paul 
Casey was victorious in his pursuit 
of the state representative’s seal. 
Casey beat Republican opponent Bill 
O'Leary by approximately 1,000 vot¬ 
es in Winchester, and won nearly 
2-to-l in Stoneham, Casey replaced 
14-year veteran Sherman "Whip” 
Saltmarsh, who had opted not to run 
for re-elcclion. The School Commit¬ 
tee looked into the selection process 
for the National Honor Society. Stu¬ 
dents claimed discrepancies 
existed, since only 20 students were 
named to the society that year, com¬ 
pared to 40 the prioi* year. 

In December, John Ritchie was 


On June 1, the Board of Selectmen 
rescinded the Dover Grille's liquor 
license. The Town Hall Building 
Committee rejected the only bid it 
received for general contractor ser¬ 
vices on the Town Hall because the 
bid was $1.6 million more than 
expected. 

In July, Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall filed a motion in federal 
district court that brought to light 
new evidence in the 1984 death of 
Vincent Marquardo, who died while 
in police custody, In a special ses¬ 
sion of Town Meeting, members 
authorized the bonding of an addi- 
lonal $1.23 million for town hall 
remodelling. 

In August, selectmen authorized 
an expanded liquor license to Filippo 
Frattaroli’s Ristorante Lucia. Frat- 
taroli planned to add 112 seals to the 
restaurant. The Winchester Housing 
Authority announced it had given 
out nine Section 8 housing vouchers 
and was working on five units of 705 
housing. 

The School Committee chose 
Andrea Purcell as the new Muraco 
School principal in September. 

In October, the Board of Health 
met with slate officials to plan a 
hazardous waste clean-up at deve¬ 
loper Angelo Marotla's Cross Street 
property. When Selectmen Mark 
Lombardi and Francis Sopper did 
not attend a board meeting, member 
Robert Deering suggested the 
absences were a boycott. A fire at 
the old Hudson Industries ware¬ 
house leveled the building. 

In November, a group of Precinct 
8 residents expressed disapproval of 
the town’s proposal to rezone and 
sell the Woburn Loop. The First 
Baptist Church, which was ready to 
be rededicated after a reconstruc¬ 
tion effort, was gutted in a foui’- 
alarm fire Nov. 19. 

In December, the Planning Board 
agreed to seek Die services of John 
Connery to create a reasonable 
inclusionary zoning bylaw. The own¬ 
ers of the Winchestei’ Shoe Hospital 
and Joken Card Shop said their land¬ 
lord, Alberico Dello lacono < owner 
of J and A Food Store) sent them a 
notice asking them to vacate their 
shops on Main Street.

chosen to be the new princi|xil ol 
Winchester High Scitool, replacing 
the retiring \’incent Larocco. Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall announced 
his retirement after more than ift 
years of service to the town. The 
earthquake that shook Armenia also 
jolted the hearts of Winchester resi¬ 
dents. The Armenian General Ben- 
volent Union, with (lie help of local 
citizens, organized relief for the hun¬ 
dreds of tliousands of homeless. 

1989 

In January, after 18 years at 736 
Main St., the EnKa ICxchangc had 
received eviction papers effective 
Jan. 31. 1989. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer presented his proposed 
budget foi‘ FY5K1 to the Board of 
Selectmen and (he Finance Commit¬ 
tee. According to Maurer, the 
$36.79.5.862 budget had been pre¬ 
pared a[)proximately six weeks ear- 
Iiei‘ than usual to allow more time 
for discussion and debate. And the 
Board of Health had closed Winter 
Pond near Pond Street due to conta¬ 
minants from an overflowing sewer 
line that had been trickling into the 
pond. The contaminants were the 
result of problems at a sewage 
pumping station on Woodside Rofid. 

The Board of Selectmen estimated 
in h'ebruary that it could cost the 
average taxpayer an additional $185 
to $375 in properly taxes to keep 
town programs and services at their 
present level. Selectmen had 
reviewed five possible options for 
overriding or excluding debt from 
Prop. 2'-i and calculated the effect 
on next year’s tax bi II for an average 
home, 

St. Mary's School Board had 
announced a decision to eliminate 
the seventh and eighth grades from 
the parochial institution. A parent 
group organized a candlelight vigil 
to protest the closing. 

In March, teens from Winchester 
and Ijexington banded together to 
present a special event at Winches¬ 
ter's First Congregational Church. 
F’ive rock groups planned a concert 
to benefit kids with AIDS. In election 
news, months of debate and dispute 
ended at the ballot box when more 
than 62 percent of those voting, said 
"no” to a limited override of Prop. 
2>2. A total of 3,518 Winchester vot¬ 
ers opposed the debt exclusion over¬ 
ride, while 2,141 voted in favor of the 
ballot question. Selectmen candi¬ 
date William O’Leary took the 
majority of votes in seven of the 
eight precincts bringing in a total of 
3,510 voles townwide. Incumbent 
Robert Deering also earned his seat 
on that board once again. 

In April, selectmen decided not to 
support a Town Meeting article to 
use town funds to keep the Main 
Street bridge open during needed 
reconstruction. Thomas W, Schmitt 
was unanimously chosen chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen. 

In May, after 11 months without an 
agreement and nearly 18 months of 
collective bargaining, firefighters 
and town officials finally shook 
hands across the bargaining table. 
LI. Joseph Perrilano was appointed 
chief of police by Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer. Perritanu 
replaced retiring Chief John 
McHugh, who served 13 years as 
chief and 40 years overall In the 
department. 

June brought additional coni- 


phiiiits of headaches and nausea 
fioin sludcnts and loachers al the 
high school, which triggered invcsli- 
galions into the air quality Scott 
I liirrington. owner of the Sunoco (his 
Station on Main Street, estimated 
his loss of business during the bridge 
closing was close to 75 pereent. Five 
parcels of land currently inulei’ Die 
jurisdiction of the School Committee 
were Iwing eyed by the Winchester 
Housing Authority as |)ossib]e sites 
for combinations of affordable 
housing 

In July, town officials braced for a 
potential STTfi.tMK) reduction in local 
aid. Governor Dukakis had recently 
announced a cut of $210 inillioo from 
the slate’s local aid liiidgel. Select 
men reacted with a freeze un capita! 
funds and hiring. 

Residents were jolted by 1 heir new 
property assessments in early 
.August. The average home in 1988 
had been valued at approximately 
$2.'iO,iiOO. In 1!IK9. that figure jumpetl 
to approximately $300,01X1. New hlng- 
land Telephone/NYNEX workers 
went on strike against a clause that 
rt*qnired workers to conlrilnile to 
their medical coverage. Strikers 
kept a daily vigil at the Winchester 
site on Main Street. 

In September. Selectmen decided 
the property al the train station on 
Waterfield Road should bo leased or 
sold. The hoard hoped to gain more 
revenue for Die town, and ex|)ccted 
bids to he submitted by early 
December In uddilion. selectmen 
approved a fee increase al the trans¬ 
fer station. The charge for residen¬ 
tial permits was hiked from $20 to 
$50 per year, while commercial 
hauler's fees jumped from $10 to 
$150 per year. 

In October. Town Moderator John 
Sullivan presented nis bill on limit¬ 
ing state spending before the Joint 
Committee un Taxation. The bill 
called far a limit on increases to the 
annual expenditures by the stale to 
an amount no greater than two per¬ 
cent of the prior year’s expenditure. 
To battle the looming budget short¬ 
falls, School Commillco members 
considered rcdisti'ibuling sludcnl.s 
at the elementary level and possibly 
closing an elementary school. 

In November, police instituted a 
‘‘zero tolerance” policy on teen 
drinking. In an assembly al the high 
school, Principal John Ritchie and 
Winchester Police Juvenile Officer 
Daniel McGee outlined a plan to step 
up enforcement of laws prohibiting 
teen drinking. The MPC officially 
closed all public reservations in the 
MclroParks system due to budget 
cutbacks. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos outlined a "bare 
bones” school budget to (he School 
Committee in December. Selectmen 
again considered a proposal by well- 
known photograpiicr and Winches¬ 
ter resident Arthur Griffin, Griffin 
had proposed building a grist mill/ 
photography museum, which would 
be self-supporting. An early morn¬ 
ing blaze gutted four apartments on 
Main Street, leaving three families 
homeless. Three firefighters suf¬ 
fered minor injuries in the fire.

Fiscal crisis 
demands action

With the coming of the decade, 
locals note an undercurrent of 
concern for the town as petitions 
flutter about the precincts 
regarding the placing of a gener¬ 
al overide of Proposition Vk on 
the March Ballot. 

That these petitions are being 
initiated and circulated by local 
educational interests is no secret. 

That the idea behind them is for 
the comprehensive welfare of 
Winchester may be open to 
question! 

Last Spring, Town Meeting - 
without blinking - underfunded 
both the police and fire depart¬ 
ments - both of which are now 
operating at below minimum 
staffing levels. 

Fulher, equipment for both 
departments is sadly in need of 
replacement and upgrading but 
our abbreviated fiscal support 
has assured that public safety in 
Winchester is no longer a “state 
of the art’’ propositon. 

It has been stated publicly by 
Chief Charles R. McNutt, of the 
fire department, that he can no 
longer guarantee the services of 
the town ambulance under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. 

When the statement was made 
at Town Meeting, few Winchester 
citizens and not one local clergy¬ 
man spoke up against the debase¬ 
ment of our essential public safe¬ 
ty services - and it is well to 
remember that adequate staffing 
and equipment is a life or death 
issue to each of us. 

The present petitions would 
have been more credible and use¬ 
ful had they been aimed at the 
comprehensive needs of our 
Town rather than more singular 
interests. 

Yes, our schools are important 


- but they are important only as 
they relate to other essential 
aspects of our beloved town as a 
whole. They cannot exist alone in 
self-serving splendor as the rest 
of Winchester falls victim to 
mediocrity and gross inefficiency 
caused by further ill-advised per¬ 
sonnel cuts. 

If those presently concerned 
with the education dilemma had 
railed with indignation as our 
police and fire departments were 
funded at levels detrimental to 
our safety — and theirs — per¬ 
haps the message that we are no 
longer interested in gutting the 
vitals of this town for a short 
term budget “fix” would earlier 
have beet.’ delivered to the Board 
of Seleclrren. 

It is time for that board to 
cease presiding over the slow 
deatii of this town and “just say 
no.” 

We must determine what we 
need to spend annually to keep 
quality in the services that 
breathe growth — and life itself 

— into Winchester the town, and 
educate to the real urgency of the 
limited override. 

We, who have a vital and last¬ 
ing stake in the future of this town 
must immediately unite in total 
community and address the 
impending fiscal mortality of 
Winchester in a manner which 
benefits everyone - and especial¬ 
ly our children. 

Remember, however, that our 
excellent Winchester school sys¬ 
tem will not long survive the 
gathering civic ruin above which 
It will attempt - with more diffi¬ 
culty year after year - to rise, 
while those who would champion 
its current cause move on to 
places with a more stable and 
better balanced package of local 
services.

Shocked by 
‘budget crisis’ 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Maybe its because I’ve only lived 
here in Winchester for nine years 
and I’m not all that knowledgeable 
of the goings on in the town. No, I’m 
not in the inner circle of town poli¬ 
tics. I’m just trying lo become 
involved to the degree where my 
thoughts are expressed and maybe 
considered among the more presti¬ 
gious comments offered by those in 
the know. 

I am shocked, confused and frus¬ 
trated by this "budget crisis” which 
appears to be consuming the time 
and energy of this busily affluent 
community!

Now it is up to us to call the 
question and announce to town gov¬ 
ernment that “The King has no 
Clothes” no matter who states the 
contrary. The addiction to compla¬ 
cency must stop in Winchester! 

We have one serious problem, and 
that is facing up to our responsibility 
as parents and citizens. We have to 
straighten ourselves up and say 
—no— to this so called financial 
planning and strategy. We must 
clearly and unequivocably state that 
petition, and give our elected school 
committee the backbone and convic¬ 
tion which they have lacked so far in 
defending our children against the 
political machinery of town politics 
and politicians. We cannot afford to 
sell out on this folks! If we pay out 
now, they will keep coming back to 
education lo balance all future mis¬ 
takes.

Subkowicz 
comments on 
Scarfo letter 

TO THE EDITOR.: 

I applaud Donna Scarfo's ongoing 
interest in the Winchester Public 
Schools as demonstrated by her past 
service on the Community School 
Association (CSA) Executive Board, 
attendance at School Committee 
meetings, and. most recenlly, as 
expressed in her letter to me editor 


in last week’s paper. However, I 
must take exception to some of the 
comments she made about the 
crackerbarrels with the Superinten¬ 
dent which CSA sponsored this fall. 

Ms. Scarfo stated that she 
attended the “chat” for Vinson- 
Owen parents and she suggested 
that Dr. Mitsakos was less than 
forthright in his handling of the 
possibility of closing an elementary 
school. At that meeting Dr. Mitsakos 
stated that there were no plans to 
close an elementary school at that 
time. He also acknowledged that the 
possibility of such an action was 
very real, given the town’s finana- 
cial crisis, and even identified V-0 
as the most likely candidate to close 
should he consider it necessary to 
recommend such an option. As 
weeks passed and the budget projec¬ 
tions became clearer, Dr. Mitsakos 
did indeed recommend the closing of 
V-0 as a cost cutting measure. This 
should not have been seen as a 
surprise or a devious action, as Ms. 
Scarfo implied, to anyone who was 
listening. 

Secondly, Ms. Scarfo state that 
“what they really hoped to accom¬ 
plish with these crackerbarrels was 
to convince people of the need to 
override. A special effort was made 
to push for this at each meeting.” I 
assume that by “they” she meant 
CSA. Since the crackerbarrels were 
my idea and since I attended three of 
them (but not the one that Ms. 
Scarfo attended), I believe I can 
address those two inaccuracies. 

The idea of the crackerbarrels 
occurred to me as last year's budget 
process was drawing to a conclu¬ 
sion. Too many people felt they had 
not been part of the process by which 
the School Department shaped its 
budget and had had little input on 
the cuts which were affecting their 
children. I scheduled the cracker¬ 
barrels with Dr. Mitsakos’ coopera¬ 
tion to allow parents and any inter¬ 
ested resident to have input early in 
the budget process by asking ques¬ 
tions and making suggestions direct¬ 
ly to the Superintendent. Naturally, 
the question of the town’s financial 
situation and its impact on the 
schools was a major topic at each 
session. Dr. Mitsakos stated the 
obvious - that the School Depart¬ 
ment must either face more cuts or 
receive more revenue, and that the 
choice was up to the townspeople. I 
don’t consider that statement a spe¬ 
cial effort lo push for an override 
vole. The override was advocated by 
parents at three sessions as a very 
valid solution to the budget 
dilemma. 

CSA has made an effort to have 
parents share their views on the 
school budget with the Superinten¬ 
dent and the School Committee, both 
through the crackerbarrels and at 
two general association meetings 
held on November 3 and December 
4. The School Committee's actions 
indicate that it shares those objec¬ 
tives too: at the request of V-0 
parents it recently formed a paren¬ 
tal task force lo explore all possible 
solutions to this year’s budget short¬ 
fall. The Committee encourages 
attendance and entertains large 
numbers of comments by the public 
at each School Committee meeting. 
Members have sent letters to town 
organizations expressing their will¬ 
ingness to speak with them about the 
school budget. Parents for their part 
must care about education enough lo 
avail themselves of all the opportun¬ 
ities for input and information which 
are provided. 

If we are to weather these trying

This week 
in history 

30 years ago: 1960 

The Winchester Star reported 
that it was not yet safe for skating 
on Little Winter Pond since the 
water was covered by only two 
inches of ice, The DPW also 
announced that the town would 
not clean off Big Winter Pond but 
rather concentrate their efforts 
on Little Winter. 

Winchester police pressed their 
investigation that week into the 
wave of vandalism in which hun¬ 
dreds of decorative Christmas 
bulbs were stolen or smashed at 
Winchester homes. 

Between 300 and 400 football 
enthusiasts gathered that Satur¬ 
day evening at a testimonial din¬ 
ner at the Town Hall to honor two 
of Winchester's greatest football 
stars, Joe Bellino and Frank Dal- 
tilo. Bellino and Dattilo topped off 
two years of football for Navy 
with a brilliant performance 
against Army that year. Bellino 
broke the all-time Navy scoring 
record against the Black Knights 
of the Hudson by scoring three 
touchdowns. The dinner had been 
arranged in their honor by a 
group of Winchester sportsmen, 
headed by William Cusack. 

Meter maintenance workers 
reported to Winchester police 
that week that 14 parking meters 
had been smashed in the Man¬ 
chester Field parking lot and in 
front of the Post Office. 

A photo appeared in the 
Winchester Star of the excava¬ 
tion site for the new northbound 
Route 28 where it was being cut 
through the Fallon Farm at Fore¬ 
st and Marble streets, near the 
Winchester-Sloneham line. 

The Winchester Star went out 
on a limb and estimated that 
Fred Mitchell of Mitchell’s Bar¬ 
ber Shop had cut more hair in 
Winchester than anyone else. The 
barber shop at 4 Thompson Street 
had been at that location for more 
than 20 years. 

20 years ago: 1970 

“Open Campus — what it 
means and how it will work” was 
the topic of an informational 
luncheon meeting called by high 
school principal W. Howard 
Niblock at the WHS cafeteria. 
The open campus plan had 
received the approval of the 
School Committee and the Stale 
Department of Education and 
would go into effect as a pilot 
program as soon as all guidelines 
and details were completed. 

Winchester was the victim of 
one of the most severe December 
storms in many years as nine 
inches of snow and 4.7 inches of 
ruin fell between midnight 
Christmas night and Saturday 
noon. A drop in temperature cov¬ 
ered the roads with ice and the 
Highway Department was kept 
busy throughout the holiday.

Street advertised lamb legs for 89 
cents a pound and bacon for 99 
cents a pound. A subscription to 
the Winchester Star for one year 
was just $7.

“The hook started out as a tiny 
insignificant article on latchkey 
children i was assigned to do," says 
Navarra, now an art critic at The 
Asbury Park (N.J.) Press and 
author of “Your Hody" column syn¬ 
dicated by Copley News Service. "I 
was trying to crank out an 8-inch 
story, blowing a lillledust off a huge 
issue, but 1 realized it couldn't be 
addressed in 8 Inches.” 

Navarra was amazed that such a 
book hadn't been done before. 

“It seemed too simple — child¬ 
ren's problems, how much simpler a 
concept could there be?" she said in 
a recent interview. "But there was 
nothing in the library or 
bookstores.” 

She began writing the “What to do 
if" segments and eventually showed 
them to Q publisher. 

“Barron’s was the publisher who 
could pul it together with the same 
vision I had. I wanted it to be digni¬ 
fied — no backward letters, nothing 
gimmicky — they did everything 
right.” 

The result is a 128-page volume 
that lakes children seriously, deal¬ 
ing with their worries and problems 
and giving them practical help in 
finding solutions. 

"I wrote this because I have a 
great deal of respect for children,” 
Navarra said. “A lot of people could 
benefit from following that example. 
Kids are smart. 

“I hated the answers my mother 
gave me that tried to protect me or 
put my mind at ease, like ‘You don’t 
have to think about that,’ or, 'Don't 
worry about that.' They put me off. 

“She unwittingly discounted my 
feelings and didn't give me anything 
to take back to the situation so that I 
could deal with the person effective¬ 
ly. I was left in the lurch, thinking, 
‘How can I handle this?”' 

Navarra spends two pages on each 
topic, and each is colorfully illus¬ 
trated by Torn Kerr. The sensitive 
drawings show children of all races 
and socioeconomic backgrounds.

“In an ideal situation, parents and 
children and family members sit 
down logether and prearrange what 
to do in an emergency or other 
situation that could crop up. My 
advocacy is preventive medicine," 
said Navarra, also a registered 
nurse, “and open lines of 
communication." 

But she emphtisized the word 
“ideal" 

“My main motivation in writing 
the hook was for children who don't 
feel comfortable silling down with 
their parents or caregivers and need 
something private. 

“Sometimes kids won't go to the 
most loving parent and say, ‘So and 
so doesn’t want to be my friend,’ or 
1 thought a bad thing about my baby 
brother and I think that’s why he's 
sick now.’ They don’t necessarily 
want (0 talk about these things, or, 
more strikingly, they can't verbalize 
them. 

“My daughter calls it a bible for 
children, and 1 like that,” she said. 

"They can lake the book into a 
corner and absorb it. It's silent and 
non-judgmental." 

Navarra was also formerly a 
second-grade teacher. 

“Kids are thirsting for know¬ 
ledge," she said. "I know that sound 
utterly corny, but I remember my 
students sitting with their hands 
folded, waiting for me to enthrall 
them. They are very literal — they 
take it all in and take it to heart, and 
1 thought about that while 1 was 
writing." 

She said she drew on all of her 
experiences — being a nurse, teach¬ 
er and mother — while writing the 
book, the most important was being 
a former child. 

”1 grew up not having a lot of life 
skills or common sense," she 
recalled, "and 1 don’t know that 
children today know any more. I 
don't think kids can gel loo much 
information from a reliable source. ” 

To this end, she hopes the book will 
find its way into health, sex educa¬ 
tion and life skills classes as a sup¬ 
plemental textbook. 

And she hopes parents, grandpa¬ 
rents and teachers will see it as u 
valuable present for a special 
occasion. 

"I think it's one of the best gifts 
you could give a kid,” she said. "It's 
information that a child doesn’t got 
anywhere else.” 

Her advice for parents; "Listen to 
children when they talk and interact 
as thoughtfully as you can — and 
maybe even learn from them.” 


‘Resumania’ not likely to land you a job

Job hunting demands that you pul on your 
best face. Some people, however, shoot them¬ 
selves in the foot with their resume — their 
first communication with a prospective 
employer. 

Robert Half International, a executive 
recruiting firm, puts on an annual list of gems 
gleaned from resumes its clients have 
received. 

Here is a sample of what company founder 
Robert Half calls, "resumania: the inappro¬ 
priate, peculiar, humorous and self-defeating 
things Job candidates include in their 
resumes.” 

"I have been intimately involved in every 
aspect of this company,” one New York job 
applicant boasted, "from (he very beginning 
right up to its present unfortunate bankrupt 
stale." 

One Seattle job candidate told his potential 
employers; "References: Please do not con-

tact my current employer or any of my 
previous employers.” 

Here is what a Boston man had to say about 
his former supervisor: "Boss was as twisted 
as a pretzel.” 

This is how Washington bureaucrats look 
for new jobs. "These greetings serve to illu¬ 
mine opportunity, the intent of which accepta¬ 
tion 1 would have to be as a common purpose 
to business,” said one. "I assume with their 
inclusion will accretion bestow the wordage 
as primary objective. Fundamental expertise 
as perspicuity perpetuates to govern by per¬ 
spicacity the abilities to perform the basic 
organization of official finance procedures 
does stand aligning this resume.” 

His previous job must have been writing 
legislation. 

Other examples of resumania include: 

"Willing to relocate. But I refuse to go to 
Manhattan or the Soviet bloc,” from a Kansas 
City applicant. 

An Atlanta executive noted that she had 
"formed a partnership with three business 


collies.” 

A Denver accountant wrote: "Other qualifi¬ 
cations; Skiing. Doing some P.R. work as a 
skiing gorilla.” 

"Six munts ago, I couldn’t spell executive. 
Today I are one,” wrote a Philadelphia job 
candidate. 

"Size of previous employer: Twenty-three 
floors," came from St. Louis. 

"My firm currently employs 20 odd peo¬ 
ple,” said a Baltimore job-seeker. 

Half says he has seen resumes describing 
applicants' golf scores, mustaches, automo¬ 
bile models, cholesterol counts, pet names, 
favorite ice cream flavors and shoe sizes. 

"A well-written, businesslike, clear and 
positive resume can play a crucial role in any 
job search,” says Half. 

"Flippancy, cureless errors, tactless 
material and attempts at humor should be 
avoided at all costs," he advises. 

"While resumania may be amusing to 
read,” Half notes, "employers' reactions are 
not likely to make a job candidate smile.”

Let’s discuss 
solutions 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Please read this letter. And please 
don't stop until you get to the end. 
Even if you think you disagree, or 
you’ve heard it all before. Please. 

It’s a new year. We spent a good 
part of the last one arguing, and 
what did we accomplish? As far as 
the financial situation in Winchester 
is concerned, most of us still beliove 


what we believed before, So maybe 
arguing, along with name-calling 
and looking for scapegoats, is nol the 
best way to go. Maybe It’s lime to 
look for allernalivcs. Maybe It’s 
even time to see if we can find some 
things we can agree on. and then go 
from there. 

Do wc agree that, if possible, wc 
would like to keep property values in 
Winchester from going down? Do we 
agree that in order to do that we 
need to find ways to keep a mini¬ 
mum level of town services? Do we 
agree that public education is impor¬ 
tant and worth supporting? Well, 
then at least we have a place to 
start. Do we agree that cutting 
$2,000,000 from the town budget will 
do some serious damage? Apparent¬ 
ly we do, since even the Winchester 
Taxpayers Association has been 
suggesting ways to raise additional 
fun^, rather than have to make 
further cuts. Actually, suggestions 
for raising money have come from 
all over. People have been talking 
about additional increases in dump 
fees, installation of parking meters 
downtown, further increases in 
water and sewer fees, and activity 
fees and transportation fees for 
children in the public schools. All of 
these have been proposed; all are 
being considered. All of these will 
cost us money. How much money? 
That remains to be seen. 

There’s another possibility, but 
it’s gotten some bad press. It’s 
called an override, and it will also 
cost US money. How much money? 
Less than $300 dollars a year for (he 
average homeowner. And it's lax- 
deductible. And it’s the only way we 
can keep control of how much we’re 
going to pay. Fees are not tax- 
deductible, and they can just keep 
going up, With an override, properly 
tax increases continue to be limited 
by law. 

So here’s our proposal, Let’s pass 
a general override, limited to only 
the amount we need. No more. 
That’s what we propose. Now let’s 
discuss it. Without calling each 
other, or anyone else, names, and 
without trying to find who’s to blame 


for this mess we’re in. The fact is. 
nobody is to blame. When the cost of 
services keeps going up by G percent 
a year, and the tax rate only goc.s up 
two and a half percent a year, even¬ 
tually you run out of money. It's that 
simple. 

The Taxpayers for i’ubllc Educa¬ 
tion. along with the Community 
School Association, the Alliance for 
Winchester’s Future, and the 
League of Women Voters, are ready 
and willing to sponsor open discus¬ 
sions with any group at any time in 
order to discuss alternative solu¬ 
tions to Winchester’s financial cri¬ 
sis. It’s a new year. Let's resolve to 
work out our differences so that 
when we’re done we’ll still be able to 
live together in a town that we can 
all be proud of.

Segregate and 
recycle refuse 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Winchester generates a lot of 
trash las we well know) which costs 
the taxpayers much to dispose. If we 
segregate and recycle parts of our 
refuse, the cost of trash disposal can 
be significantly reduced. 

We are conscientiously separating 
our glass bottles. Good. Wc sell our 
glass for about $30/ton. Yet we trash 
our plastics. The few cans our citi¬ 
zens segregate from the conveyor 
belt brings us about $25/ton. Yet we 
trash our plastics. Some of us sepa¬ 
rate our newspapers. Although the 
newsprint used to bring in about 
$40/ton and now costs about $20/ton 
to remove, it still is belter than an 
$80/ton expense to burn all those 
Boston Globes and Winchester 
Stars. Yet we trash our plastics. 

If we can save our High Density 
Polyethylene (HOPE: white milk 
and water containers) we could sell 
It for about $120/ton to the recyclers, 
who in turn could process it and 
resell it for approximately $ 600 /ton.

If we were to save our Polystyrene 
(‘'styrofoam" cups, meal trays, egg 
boxes, plastic silverware, etc.) wc 
could earn about $I00/lon and not 
pay trash disposal costs. Segregat¬ 
ing Polyethylene Terephlhalate 
(PET: soda bottles) can bring us 
about $l20/ton and less trash dispos¬ 
al costs. 

Recycled plastic is already being 
used everywhere. Are you wearing a 
shirt made from 50 percent cotton/50 
percent polyester? Your shirt 
material could have come from 
recycled soda bottles. Do you use a 
plastic drain board by your kitchen 
sink? That could have been ''styro¬ 
foam" cups or milk bottles once. 
Photodegradabic plastic bags are 
not the answer to our massive land¬ 
fill problems. Bury that bag away 
from sunlight and it can last 
decades. But segregate our plastic 
containers down at the Town 
"Dump" and we can sell (he various 
plastics for reuse.

Minuteman gets 
further cuts 

After some months of uncertainly, 
the Grinch dropped the other shoe on 
the home care program recently as 
the Dukakis Administration official¬ 
ly announced a second round of 
major cutbacks to this elderly ser¬ 
vices program. Many cutbacks to 
elders will begin during the holiday 
season. 

“Chri.stmas red means nothing but 
red ink to us,” said Al Norman, 
Executive Director of Mass Home 
Care, which represents the 27 pri¬ 
vate, non-profit home care agencies. 

Impatient with lack of progress on 
Beacon Hill to craft a tax package, 
the Governor notified the 27 private, 
non-profit home care agencies this 
week that they have lost another $4.2 
million in state funding. This second 
round of cuts brings the total reduc¬ 
tions since July to $11.1 million. 

Dukakis budget cuts to dale drop 
state funding to home care from $129 
million, to $117.9 million ~ a figure 


w’hich is lower than cither the House 
or Senate budgets. The House has 
approved a budget $4.2 million high¬ 
er than the Governor’s, and the 
Senate budget adopted last w-eck is 
$2.3 million higher. 

Minuteman Home Care lost an 
additional $123,000 in the second 
round of budget cuts on lop of the 
$221,000 lost in July. “This means 
continued service restrictions,” 
according to Joan Butler-West, 
Executive Director. “Minuteman is 
now serving 1150 frail elders or 150 
clients less than last year at this 
lime and struggling to provide them 
with an adequate level of care. Staff 
are also affected dramatically. 
Despite the fact thal there has been 
a hiring freeze al the agency since 
July for all but the most essential 
positions and no cost of living adjust¬ 
ments are planned for this year 
layoffs could not be avoided. “Not 
only arc we losing valuable staff but 
current employees are being asked 
to absorb additional responsibility 
with virtually no increase in 
compensation.” 

According to Mass Home Care, the 
latest Dukakis cuts mean nearly 
3,600 more elders will go without 
home care over the next six months. 

“Despite what the (ax humbugs 
say about the overall state budget 
being higher this year,” explained 
Al Norman, Mass Home Care 
Executive Director, "the home care 
system is now operating on 6 percent 
less slate dollars than we had last 


year.” The state appropriated $125 
million in FY 89 for home care, and 
only $117.9 is available this year. 

Not only have slate dollars 
decreased, but stale-mandated rale 
hikes in elderly services have 
increased, placing home care agen¬ 
cies in an economic vise. Homemak 
er rates, as an example, went up G 
percent in FY 90. “As costs go up 
and dollars go down, elderly people 
get caught in the squeeze.” Norman 
said. Since October of 1988, the home 
care system has dropped more than 
5,000 elderly clients, pulling case 
levels at their lowest point in seven 
years. 

Home care corporations will now 
have to eliminate another 295,000

hours of homemaker services over 
the next six months to roach lowered 
budget levels. The number of hours 
of care has already decreased by 25 
percent since the fall of 1988, 
According lo Norman, when the 
House tax plan unravelled over the 
capital gains Issue, the homo care 
system lost $8 million. “Somebody’s 
capital gain ended up as home care’s 
capital loss,” Norman said. If the 
lax and restoration package in the 
House hud attracted 17 more voles, 
the plan called for restoring $4 mil¬ 
lion to the elderly services accounts. 
Once the vote failed, the Dukakis 
Administration lost no lime in pull¬ 
ing the plug on a second home care 
cut of $4.2 million.

The year HUH) i.s a goixl annuer- 
sary year for Wincheslcrians inter¬ 
ested in town history. It is the I50lh 
anniversary of the Congregational 
Churcli where, in 184)1, the niove- 
monl towards the incorptn’ation of 
Winchester as an indepeiuleni low n 
began in earjicst. It is also the ;L50I1 i 
anniversary of Edward Converse’s 
building (he first bouse williin tlu' 
boundaries of present-day Winches 
ter. an event wliich liegan Hie actual 
settlement of tlie area. 

Because of the Comci’se house, 
the year 1990 was thought liy some 
two years ago lo be the year 
Winchester oiiglil lo celelirale its 
2.5t>lh Anni\'ersary. In KtiJi). however, 
the territory that liecame Winches¬ 
ter. as recorded in the Book of Pos¬ 
sessions. was first allotted for settle- 
menl among residents of 
Charlestown; lluis. that dale was 
chosen in the late tilth ceiiliiry for 
the Town Seal and in this and in this 
century for the :5.50lh cclebalion. 

(hie hundred years ago, howLwer. 
the town celebrated its 25l)lh 
anniversary as reckoned from the 
dale of Converse's house. The celeli- 
rnlioii occurred on the Fourth of 
July and was a splendid affair 

For weeks preccediiig Hie Foui lh. 
articles on the history of the town 
were published in Hie Star. A booklet 
with a IG-page “Hislorical Sketch of 
Winchester." as well as inforniation 
atxiul Ihe celebration, was printed. 
More than :to historical tablets were 
placetl about the town to mark his¬ 
toric places such as Hie sites of Hie 
Converse, Belknap. W'illiani John¬ 
son, and Richardson houses, Sipiaw 
Sachem's wigwam. Hie Black Horse 
Tavern, early mills, bridges, farms, 
and others. 

The festivities began with a 
National Salute al G;O0 a.m., 
repealed al noon and sunset. At 9:20 
a.m. the Morning Hararie started 
along a route whose buildings had 
been decorated with slreamers, 
flags, and hunting. The parade 
included officials, firemen, military, 
bands, floats and marchers - many 
in costume — and a variety of horse- 
drawn vehicles representing 
Winchester Imsine.sscs. 


.'\l noon (here was a public inocl- 
itig in (he Town Hall (buill on land 
originally owned hy C'oii\’crse). 
presided o\ er by Hie [ircsident of the 
llisltirical Soeiely. Ahijali Thomp¬ 
son The main speaker was Samuel 
McCall, whom U inchestcr had just a 
few years liefore (‘lecled to Ihe Mas- 
saclmsells Legislature, who served 
in Congre.ss. and later was to he 
governor of the state for llireo 
l(*rins. He deliiiM'ed an oration 
which touched on the founders of 
l)olh Winchester and the nation and 
addressed (he topics of liberty and 
government Concluding with some

Music was furn¬ 
ished hy the Woburn Brass Band, At 
2:20 there was an enlertainnient at 
the Town Hall especially for child 
ren, and many people held open 
houses during the aftc'nioon. 

The day's activities cnidetl with a 
grand display of fireworks on 
Bacon's h'leld, accompanied hy 
music by the \Vol>urn and Winche.s- 
ler brass hands. The various intrigu- 
ingly named set pieces of the fire¬ 
works included the callioplicun. the 
bands of Orion, scroll wheel, ineter- 
oric showers, iriscope. passion flow’- 
er. land wheel, and gyroscope.

Albano sponsors 
housing bill 

An 18-month moratorium on the 
conversion, alteration, and demoli¬ 
tion of single room occupancy dwell¬ 
ings was passed to be engrossed by 
the Massachusetts Senate this week. 
The measure, sponsored by State 
Senator Salvatore R. Albano (D- 
Somerville), aims to protect an 
important source of housing for low- 
income citizens. 

The Commonwealth is currently 
suffering from a severe shortage of 
affordable housing. Single room 
occupancy dwellings represent the 
least expensive source oi housing 
available on the private market. But 
conversions to non-residential use 
threaten this important form of 
housing. 

According to the Senator, “Massa¬ 
chusetts must protect those vulner¬ 
able citizens who cannot afford a 
roof over their heads — especially 
during the coldest months of the 
year. Due to the budget crunch, the 
state has sadly scaled back its fund¬ 
ing of homelessness prevention 
programs. This makes the preserva¬ 
tion of single room occupancy dwell¬ 
ings especially important.” 

Senate OK’s 
appeals process 

The Massachusetts Senate this 
week approved a bill, sponsored by 
State Senator Salvatore R, Albano 
(D-Somervitle), that establishes a 
fair process of appeals for veterans 
seeking stale services. The measure 
was designed to adjust the current 
appeals process, which allows the 
Commissioner of Veterans Services 
two chances to terminate veterans 
benefits. Under the new process, the 
Commissioner would be obligated to 
accept the decision of an administra¬ 
tive law appeals panel. This piece of 
legislation, previously passed by the 
House of Representatives, also gives 
veterans the right to a judicial 
review by the state Superior Court. 

Senator Albano, Chairman of the 
Legislature's Veterans Affairs Sub¬ 
committee, calls this bill ‘‘an impor¬ 
tant tool for veterans seeking state 
services. A binding decision by an 
impartial appeals panel is the only 
truly fair way to settle disputes over 
veterans benefits. I applaud these 
fine citizens for the devoted service 
they have offered our country. Now 
we owe our veterans support ser¬ 
vices that are as accessible as 
possible.”

More than 2,200 residents signed 
their name on the doited line urging 
selectmen to place a general over¬ 
ride question on the March ballot. 

However, selectmen are unwilling 
to make a final decision until they 
have all the figures in their hands — 
which includes (he School Depart¬ 
ment budget. 

While Selectmen Chairman Tho¬ 
mas Schmitt said (he consensus of 
the board is that there will be a 
question on the ballot, whether (hat 
question comes in the form of a 
general override, debt exclusion, or 
capital outlay expenditure has yet to 
bo decided. 

Selectman Hobort Deering said. 


“I want to fully understand those 
numbers (if the decision) whether or 
not it goes on the ballot rests with 
me. Having that responsibility, I 
have a right to demand those 
numbers.” 

Schmitt agreed, "Until after that 
(school budget) presentation and 
discussion has taken place, it would 
be inappropriate to vote on an over¬ 
ride question," he said. 

Schmitt said the School Commit¬ 
tee will present its budget to select¬ 
men at their Jan. 16 meeting. The 
following week, selectmen will hold 
a public hearing. The board is then 
scheduled to vote on the issue of an 
override at its Jan. 29 meeting, said 
Schmitt. And despite pleas from 
residents, selectmen were unwilling 
to budge from their schedule. 


Members of the Community 
Schools Association (CSA), League 
of Women Voters, Alliance for 
Winchester’s Future and Taxpay¬ 
ers’ for Public Education banded 
together in early December to draw 
up a petition urging selectmen to 
place an override question on the 
ballot. 

According to Alliance Vice Chair¬ 
man John Montgomery, "Two thou¬ 
sand two hundred and Iwenty-nine 
people have signed this petition ask¬ 
ing you to give them the right to vote 
on this important question. This is a 
remarkable number of people."

FRED plays it safe

His name is Fred, but he isn’t 
like the other kids. 

In fact, he’s a robot, and Iasi 
week, Fred brought his "It’s all- 
right to say no" message to Vin¬ 
son Owen students. 

Fred is actually FRED — 
Friendly Robotic Educational 
Device, and with Safety Officer 
Kevin Mawn, Fred talk^ to Kin¬ 
dergarteners, first and second 
gradei^ about safety issues, and 
fourth, fifth and sixth graders 
about drugs and alcohol. 

"You are the only person in the 
world just like you,” Fred told 
Students. "I am a robot. There 
are many others like me. 

"Respect yourselves and 
respect your friends and whal 
they are,” he added. "You should 
be proud of yourself and proud of 
what you are.” 

Fred's visit was funded by the 
William Parkman Masonic 
Lodge and the Winchester Elks 
Club. 

According to Creighton Horn, 
Past District Deputy of the 
Winch^ter Elks, his organiza¬ 
tion is mandated to support prog¬ 
rams on drug education. Bring¬ 
ing Fred to Winchester seemed 
like a positive step in accomplish¬ 
ing that mission. 


The Elks provide support to 
numerous organizations in town, 
including the Boy Scouts, high 
school athletics, and the high 
school band. 

Harold Richardson, Master of 
the William Parkman Masonic 
Lodge, said after seeing an arti¬ 
cle on drug programs in The 
Winchester Star, he contacted 
Mawn to see whal his group could 
do to help. As a result, the 
Masons helped fund Fred’s visit 
to town. 

David Alemian of Robotic Edu¬ 
cational Devices said the prog¬ 
ram "is probably the most popu¬ 
lar children’s assembly-haJI style 
program in the slate." Alemian 
said his program has been in 
operation for approximately six 
years. 

I’he message 

For the younger crowd, Fred 
provided a reminder of school 
bus safety, pedestrian safety, 
whal to do if approached by a 
stranger, and safety about 
medicines. 

Fred engaged the students in 
safety games as well. He 
reminded students they should 
always remain seated while in a 
school bus. never to pul their 
head, arms or any part of their 
bodies out the window, and to 
remain seated. 

With regard to pedestrian safe¬ 


ly, Fred reminded students to 
look butli ways before crossing 
the street and to follow pedest¬ 
rian lights. 

"Medicine makes sick people 
well, hut it makes well people 
sick." Fred said. He told students 
they should only take medicine if 
given to them by a doctor, school 
nurse, or their parents. 

Fred also reminded students 
they should run if a stranger tried 
to trick them, His parting mes¬ 
sage? "Safety first!” 

Sometimes "people forget how 
important healthy minds and 
bodit?s are," said Fred to the 
older students. 

Fred talked to this group about 
making decisions. "Some are 
liealthy decisions, and others are 
common sense," he said. With 
regard to getting into a car with 
someone had been drinking, Fred 
said. "The decision (not to get in) 
is based on knowledge, having 
learned that drinking and driving 
are dangerous." 

Fred told students that the 
most commonly abused drug is 
alcohol. He reminded students 
that smoking cigarettes or chew¬ 
ing tobacco can cause cancer. 

"What is the best thing to do if 
someone offers you drugs,” 
asked Fred. 

"Say no!” shouted the 
students.

VanAken: town needs a

If Capital Planning Chairman 
Peter VanAken atid his committee 
are left with a budget of $65,(100 in 
the coming fiscal year, VanAken 
thinks at least $5,000 of (hat money 
should be donated to local religious 
institutions — in return for prayers 
for the town. 

During this lighter moment at the 
Board of Selectmen's meeting, 
Member Judith Muggia asked Van¬ 
Aken what his committee could do 
with the reduced capital allocation. 
VanAken said he would recommend 
putting $ 60,000 in a Finance Commit¬ 
tee emergency fund and if some¬ 
thing broke. "(Fincom members) 
could decide if it was really broken." 

The remaining $5,000, "I would 
distribute among religious institu¬ 
tions in town and ask them to pray 
for us." joked VanAken. drawing 


laughter from the crowd. 

Capital Planning Committee 
member Donna Brandt Landry 
pointed out that while VanAken had 
joked about pulling money in a 
Finance Committee emergency 
fund, that is whal the committee had 
agreed would be the best course of 
action. 

VanAken presented his board's 
budget to selectmen at their Monday 
night meeting. According to Van¬ 
Aken, the committee’s recom¬ 
mended appropriation for fiscal 
year 1991 (FY91) is $960,000. 

VanAken noted that there were 42 
requests totalling $ 2.2 million for the 
coming fiscal year. However, the 
committee narrowed the list to 26, 
totalling $1,028,200. Of this figure, 
$50,000 will come from State Chapter 
90 Highway funds and $18,000 from 
the Water and Sewer Department 
funds, 'i’hc total request for the town 
is therefore $960,000, 


"Time continues to pass and the 
usage of our facilities continues — 
and so the Capital Plant continues to 
age, wear out, and become obsolete 
without regard to any revenue prob¬ 
lems," said the committee’s report. 

VanAken said the priority list 
compiled by his committee is those 
projects "needful of being done." 
However, he was quick to point out 
"that isn’t to say things that are not 
listed are not worthy of being done." 

VanAken said the committee 
placed a "high premium” on public 
safety. "I don't think there are any 
frivilous requests," he added. Van¬ 
Aken said if these projects are not 
completed, the town runs a greater 
risk as well us a greater cost when 
the project is finally done. 

Selectman Robert Deering said he 
was concerned that instead of reduc¬ 
ing its budget, the Capital Planning 
committee was adding to it. Reeen- 


prayer 

tly, the Joint Budget CununiUee imii 
proposed slashing the capital budget 
by 90 percent — or $775,000. 

"Our charge is not to tell you how 
to spend $860,000. Last year, it was,” 
said VanAken. "This year, wc said, 
OK, our charge is to tell you what we 
need ... to (cl) you what this town 
needs to spend to maintain its 
infrastructure." 

Among those projects targeted by 
the Capital Planning Commillec 
are: asbestos removaJ/contaimnent 
at the library and in schools, 
replacement of the transfer station 
conveyer belt, purchase of a police 
cruiser, sidewalk repairs, McCall 
boiler I'eplaccmenl, replacement of 
certain Department of Public Works 
vehicles, among others. 

VanAken noted that some com¬ 
promises could be made, such as 
converting the best police cruiser to 
lx* traded in into a vehicle tor the dog 
oflicer.

While no formal vole w-as neces¬ 
sary. the Board of Seleclinen agreed 
Monday night to allow Town Mana¬

Selectman Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt noted that filmmakers will 
be responsible for picking up the lab 
for police duly or other such town 
related costs incurred during 
filming. 

In a letter to selectmen. MFO 
Location Coordinator Donna Brown 
said, “A key location to the story is a 
frozen lake, After scouting many 
possibilities, the production com¬ 
pany has chosen the ideal location at 
Upper Mystic Lake near Winchester 
Boat Club." 

Brown noted that filming is Icnlu- 
tively scheduled for late February. 

Winchester was last visited by 
film crews in 1987 for the filming of 
“Spenser for Hire." 

Train stution 

Selectmen have decided to seek 
additional bids for the lease of prop¬ 
erty at the Winchester train station.

Maurer told select¬ 
men Monday night that the McCall 
lot has been marked and permits 
prepared. To date, 11 permits have 
been sold, and 19 are still available 
for sale. 

Maurer also noted that the MDC 
has approved installation of signs 
prohibiting parking on Mystic Val¬ 
ley Parkway before 9:30 a.m. Those 
signs will be installed in conjunction 
with the beginning of the parking 
meter program in the Aberjona and 
Walerficld lots. 

The parking meters are to be 
installed sometime this week at the 
Aberjona and Waterfield lots, and 
the new system will be in effect by 
Jan. 22, said Maurer. Residents with 
a valid transfer station sticker 
entering the lot between 6 and 9 a.m. 
may park for free, while out-of-town 
commuters parking between those 
hours must pay $3 per day. Those 
parking after 9 a.m. until 4 p.m. will 
pay $1 per day to park. 

The Waterfield lot is not open to 
vehicles until 8:30 a.m., and the 
charge from that time until 4 p.m. is 
$1 per day. 

Maurer noted that fliers will be 
distributed to vehicles in the coming 
week as well.

Planners put checks on Main Street growth

With the implementation of more 
restrictive zoning on north Main 
Street, planners hope to draw in the 
reins on what has become unbridled 
commercial growth in that area — 
and level off the influx of traffic and 
parking problems that have plagued 
the area for decades. 

At a public hearing held Jan. 8, 
Planning Board Chairman Daniel 
Chane presented his board's propos¬ 
al to rezone sections of north Main 
Street in order to alleviate non- 
conforming uses while regulating 
the size of the business district and

protecting the residential properties 
with buffering. 

A crowd of approximately 50 abut¬ 
ters listened with interest as Chane 
outlined the parcels in question that 
extend along the west side of Main 
Street from Clark Street to Sheridan 
Circle and along the east side of 
Main Street from Swanton Street to 
Hill Street. 

According to Chane, the original 
zoning instituted in 1924 is known as 
"strip zoning." Currently, on Main 
Street a 150-foot zoning line dissects 
parcels on angles and renders many 
non-conforming to the current gen¬ 
eral business use. 

According to the plan, only proper¬ 


ties that currently abut Main Street 
would retain their general business 
district stales. 

With input received from actual 
and visual abutters, the planner 
hope to present a revised version to 
residents and finally present the 
package to Spring Town Meeting for 
a % vole of approval. 

Currently, the area poses safely 
problems fj*om excessive traffic, 
which blocks residential roads, 
noted Chane. And with the existing 
zoning, other large developments 
such as the medical facility at 955 
Main St., could be built, adding to 
the already congested roadways. 

Planning Board member Mar¬ 



garet Roll told audience members 
that planners had spent a year and a 
half walking the area to determine 
the b^t way to rezone to serve the 
town's inters! as a whole. 

A Clark Street resident noted that 
although be uses his properly in a 
residential capacity, if the zoning is 
changed from General Business 
(GBD) to Residential (RG) his prop¬ 
erty would lose value on the market. 

Planning Board member Edward 
Rodriguez noted, however, that with 
restrictions on commercial growth 
in the neighborhood, residential 
properly would actually gain value. 

“We don't want business turning 
the corner and heading down the 
streets,” added Rodriguez. 

Four homes on the cast side of 
Main Street would change from 
GBD to RG under the proposal. 
Some residents said they fell such a 
change was loo late, that the area 
had already fallen victim to com¬ 
mercial overdevelopment. Jeff Cur¬ 


tis, a representative for the Defillipo 
estate at 9U5 Main St. noted that he 
fell the cast side should remain 
business zoned. 

Member Maryann McC’all-Taylor 
added that complaints have been 
received from residents who are not 
pleased with the negative aspects of 
the current business district, yet do 
not want the rezoning because of 
possible impact on the vnlu<* of their 
homes. 

“You can't have it both ways." 
said McCall-Taylor. 

Resident David Mullen argued 
that some neighbors do not want Ihe 
protection from the commercial dis¬ 
trict that rezoning would provide. 

Peggy Schleicher, a resident of 
Lochwan Road, asked whether i( 
was wise to push back the general 
business district zone (which the 
proposal calls for in three instances;. 
at the Albiani property between 9IU' 
and 924 Main St., the New England' 
Telephone Company propei ty at 954 


Main St. and a property at 1034 Main 
St,) — in particular on the telephone 
company's property. 

Planners took this suggestion, as 
well as others under udvisumenl. 

Resident Nicholas Reed of Canal 
Street applauded the efforts of the 
Planning Board and called for acldi- 
lional restrictions to he placed on 
commercial growth.

Children’s book a family affair

As a parent of fraternal twin 
girls, Jefferson Road ’•esident 
Susan Borges has racked up 10 
years of intensive training as a 
mother — and to become a first- 
time author. 

The trials and tribulations of 
raising twins gave the articulate 
mother of four plenty of stories to 
tell and convinced her own 
mother, publisher Eleanor Hel- 
drich, to take a chance on her. 

So, four years ago, Borges 
developed a story idea and began 
organizing text for a 32-page book 
for children ages three to seven. 
The story is entitled, “The Brad¬ 
ley Twins and the Wonderful 
Bicycle Parade,” and centers 
around fraternal twins Emily and 
Alexandra Bradley. 

The delightful tale follows the 
two girls as they ride bicycles, 
play with neighborhood friends 
and ultimately organize a bicycle 
parade. 

"It’s a situation where children 


can create their own fun,” said 
Borges. 

Susan Detwiler, a freelance 
artist from Baltimore, illustrated 
and designed the book and used 
photographs of the Borges twins 
as a guide for the Bradley girls. 

Borges also used some tips she 
had learned from raising her own 
family in the book. For example 
the Bradley twins dress different¬ 
ly. as fraternal twins often will, 
while identical twins in the story 
choose to dress alike and often 
have the same favorite color and 
toys, 

Also, hand-me-downs to the 
siblings of twins are always in 
twos, says Borges, so younger 
brothers and sisters usually get a 
pick of two bikes, two toys or two 
outfits. 

One scene depicts the girls pre¬ 
venting their younger brother 
from riding his play motorcycle 
into the street. The message is 
strong, but the scene is a turning 
point — low-key and not too scary 
for youngsters, says Borges. 

“Bicycle Parade” is the first 


literary endeavor for Borges, 
who has earned a degree in edu¬ 
cation from Simmons College and 
a master's degree in special edu¬ 
cation from Johns Hopkins 
University. 

She admitts she was surprised 
at the attention to detail and 
design and layout decisions that 
are critical to producing a read¬ 
able — and sellable — book. 

“I tried to write dialogue in a 
way that (kids) would speak 
themselves,” said Borges. 

Rewrites, adaptions and long 
distance telephone calls between 
writer and illustrator were many 
— days were spent on one word, 
says Borges. But she eventually 
pulled together a concise tale 
with wonderful illustrations. 

Borges hopes the market for 
the first book will be favorable 
enough to make a second book a 
possibility. 

Overall, Borges says the 
emphasis of the story is neighbor¬ 
hoods, everyday situations and 
the need for kids to make their 
own fun. 


“Bicycle Parade” is the sixth 
book published by Prospect Hill 
Press and the company’s first 
children’s book. 

But having your mother be 
your publisher is no easy task, 
says Borges. While Heldrich 
encouraged her to write the first 
draft of the book, when she 
received that first copy, “she 
exed the whole thing,” laughs 
Borges. 

But with lots of hard work and 
time, the book has become an 
accomplishment both mother and 
daughter can be proud of. 
Because of the heavy financial 
investment involved in publish¬ 
ing a book, Borges decided the 
work, “would have to be done 
right.”

as “other expenses,” a total of 
$151,550. Fitzgerald explained that 
much of that figure goes toward 
Winchester's membership in the 
SEEM collaborative, which allows 
special education students to share 
classes with other communities, and 
EdCo, a collaborative of local 
schools that buy supplies together 
thus reducing the overall cost. 

O'Connell noted that while these 
collaboratives are initially costly, 
they do result in signficant savings. 

Additional expenses that fall into 
the “other” category, according to 
Fitzgerald are: bookbinding, testing 
services, lease and purchase of 
equipment such as copy machines 
and film rentals among others. 

School Committee members also 
discussed problems they had with 
the budget as it was proposed and 


hypothetically where they would 
first pul money if it were received to 
supplement the current FY91 
figures. 

Chairman Edward O’Connell 
noted, “I’m not in agreement with 
the proposal that we levy an activity 
fee on students.” He added that 
there are families in Winchester who 
will have trouble with the imposed 
fee and the question of the legality of 
the fee system has been raised. 

Member Donna Brandt Landry 
said she also had a problem with the 
fees, closing an elementary school, 
and cutting back on high school 
principals as well as teachers at the 
junior high. 

Members Michael Ronayne, Alice 
McCarter and William Jervey 
voiced similar sentiments. 

Resident Bill Galatis protested, 
“I’m just not convinced yet that 


there are not other areas (to cut) to 
prevent the closing of an elementary 
school." 

Resident Anne Matarese ques¬ 
tioned the use of a software contract 
to schedule the high school and 
junior high school students. She was 
assured by School Committee mem¬ 


bers the task is complex and the 
practice of using a computer prog¬ 
ram is common If not universal. 
Resident Mark S. Lombardi quos 
tioned the implementation of an 
across-the-board fee structure 
known as an activities fee, for slu-' 
dents on all levels. “What do you do 
if I don't pay it,” asked Lombardi.

on Ihe ballot to maintain the current 
level of services. 

“I believe (this petition) says to 
you. ‘the people have spoken,’ "said 
Montgomery. He added that he 
hopes members will “see your way 
clear to place a question on the 
ballot.” 

“We believe there is an awakening 
taking place in town, a recognition 
that the only way to solve this prob¬ 
lem is through additional revenue,” 
said Montgomery. 

Montgomery said residents need to 
make a choice "as to the stature of 
this town relative to other towns.” 

"You can't plug a $2.2 million hole 
with an $800,000 fix. The only solu¬ 
tion to this problem is a general 
override,” said Montgomery, 

"We think as selectmen you've got 
a responsibility to come together 
about this and educate (the publ¬ 
ic),” said Montgomery. 

"In our view, this town is being 
slowly dismantled, and it is on your 
watch, but it should be our choice,” 
he added. 

Montgomery cited recent reports 
in the media about lack of trust in 
government. "It would be ironic if 
by not putting this question on the 
ballot, you communicated to us that 
we as the voters are not to be 
trusted,” he said. 

Student input 

Following Montgomery’s presen¬ 
tation, two Winchester high school 
students presented a petition signed 
by 435 students, also urging select¬ 
men to place an override question on 
the ballot. 

Senior Shelley Curtis said that just 
because most students can not vole 
"doesn’t mean we are not aware of 
what is happening.” Curtis said she 
is also concerned about her 7-year- 
old sister’s future. "I want her to 
have as good an education as 1 
have,” said Curtis. 

Other comments 

Alliance Chairman Lawrence 
Smith was not satisfied with the 
selectmen's schedule, however. 
"Conceptually, I think the response 
of wailing until the last arithmetic is 
done is not the appropriate 
response," he said. "I would urge 
you to address the procedural issue 
of placing a question on the ballot 
and leave the amount until all the 
figures are in,” 

Schmitt said all options must be 
considered, not just a general over¬ 
ride. "I don’t think it is appropriate 
to commit to a course of action until 
all the (factors) are in," he said. "I 
don’t think the board should move 
forward until we have all the 
information.” 

Selectmen noted that the final 
decision rests with Town Meeting, 
who must vote to appropriate funds.

Committee and must be able to work 
well with the five-member board, 
she said. 

Member William Jervey noted 
that Mitsakos' current salary at 
$76,5{K) is below the salaries of super¬ 
intendents in comparable towns. 
The average is $83,000 to $85,000, 
noted Jervey. What Mitsakos 
wanted in exchange for a pay 
increase was the added stability of a 
five-year extension, said Jervey. 

The contract calls for no salary 
enhancement and no additional 
perks and a moderate adjustment in 
transportation costs from $1,700 to 
$2,500 for travel the superintendent 
makes between the schools. 

Resident Mark S. Lombardi urged 
the board to consider a three-year 
contract, to be reviewed by the next 
School Committee at the end of the 
term.

Local realtors arc thankful for 
what they’ve termed "an excellent 
school system" in Winchester — a 
system that ofleii makes the town an 
"easy sell” to prospccliv(' 
homebuyers. 

"It’s probably the question asked 
most often," says lirokcr Helen Hof- 
lak of Mcrrill-Lynch Realty refer¬ 
ring to the quality of the school 
system. "Even people without child¬ 
ren are thinking of the resale value 
(of homes).” 

Poftak’s firm provides fact sheets 
compiled by the school department 
to homebuyers who plan to relocate, 

SAT scores, pupil-to-leacher 
ratios, athletic programs, special 
education, percentage of college- 
bound students and enrichment 
programs are just a few of the pieces 
of information vital to the decision 
many homebuyers will make, says 
Poftak. 

"Response (from buyers) has 
been very (losilive,” she adds Pof¬ 
tak. "Winchester has been easy to 
sell because of the school system. 
It’s our chief selling tool.” 

Jean .Sheehy, a broker at Anne 
Blackham and Co., Inc. agrees. 
Recently, in addition to many other 
questions, a family specifically 
asked her whether the high school 
had a swim team. 

Says Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Charles Mitsakos, "We receive 
several phone calls per week (from 
future homebuyers).” 

"Generally, people are very 
pleased with what they hear. We feel 
once we can get them in to (visit) 


our scliools, what they see will be 
positive.” added Mitsakos. 

Sheehy add.s. "People arc usually 
very pleased, Winchester’s school 
system is excollcnt. It's a big selling 
point." 

And people will often settle for a 
smaller home for access to better 
schools, say local real estate brok¬ 
ers. "Even if a larger home in a 
different town is available, (buyers) 
will choose the town with the best 
school system," says Sheehy. 

l.,ois Reed, a broker for KeMax 
Really adds. "Buyers want to know 
the hard facts. (Buying a home) is 
not something they take lightly." 

Budget cutbacks in many Massa¬ 
chusetts communities have stirred 
those in the market for homes to ask 
a lot more questions of realtors, 
however — and about schools in 
particular, says Poftak, "But the 
perception Is slill that Winchester 
has a good school system." she adds. 

Poftak notes loo, lhal there is 
"genuine concern" among homeow¬ 
ners in Winchester when increased 
cuts threaten to affect the 
community. 

Poftak says many prospective 
buyers will look al towns like Welle¬ 
sley, Weston. Needham, Lexington 
and Winchester — looking for the 
value in the community and schools. 

"Winchester is now in a position to 
choose whether it wants to continue 
to be compared with those schools,” 
adds Poftak. 

In terms of resale value, the link 
between the quality of schools and 
the value of a home is difficult to 
determine, But Poftak adds. "It’s 
important to keep a healthy school 
system in order to maintain value 
(of homes).”

A question was recently posed in a 
letter to the editor about the Sharon 
(or Connor) house on Main Street, in 
particular its unusual bent north 
side. While it may not be possible to 
give the definitive explanation for 
that peculiarity, it is possible from 
available documents to suggest a 
plausible one. 

The Sharon house, which can only 
be dated from 1837, was built on land 
that belonged to the Black Horse 
Tavern. This building, which was 
alternately a house, a tavern, and 
again a private home, was built on 
land designated in 1638 as “Common 
Lands” and was not a part of 
Zachariah Symmes’ land grant (as 
hypothesized by the questioner). 

The land was first owned by mem¬ 
bers of the Converse family, then the 
Richardsons. The tavern (as it will 
hence be termed, whatever its use) 
was constructed in that area 
between 1724 and 1728 while William 
Richardson owned the estate. The 
house and land passed through 
many hands before 1837 when the 
known history of the Sharon house 
began. 

It is generally thought that the 
Sharon house as it now exists was 
built in two parts: a shoe shop back 
and the house front. A shoe shop on 
the site can be dated at least to 1837. 
No mention is made of such a build¬ 
ing in an 1835 sales notice for the 
tavern that lists outbuildings as well 
as the principal house, but in 1837 a 
new sale document refers to a shoe 
shop and a lease on its land held by 
Abner and Rufus Wade. 

In 1840 that quarter-acre plot, the 
northwest corner of the taven prop¬ 
erty, was exempted from a deed to 
the tavern property and in the same 
year sold to Oliver Hastings. In 1846 
the property was sold to Mary Ann

Sharon, whose family owned it for 
almost a century. When the front 
section of the house was added is 
unknown. 

An 1875 map of Winchester which 
outlines property lots shows that the 
property lines of the tavern lot, as 
indeed of all large lots on the east 
side of Main Street in this area, ran 
obliquely to the street. The shoe shop 
was evidently built parallel to the 
north properly line, and thus itself in 
oblique lines to Main Street, 

If the front section of the building 
were indeed later added onto the 
shoe shop and the owner wanted its 
front wall to lie parallel to Main 
Street, there would be no alternative 
but to have a bend in the north wall 
where the two sections of house met. 
The north property line was probab¬ 
ly bent to match for aesthetic rea¬ 
sons, that is, so that the north line 
would meet Main Street at a right 
angle, like the south line, and thus 
both lie parallel to the sides of the 
front section of the house. 

This theory of the two-part con¬ 
struction of a house aligned along 
both sides of a acute angle is the 
most likely explanation for the bent 
north wall. The reason for the tavern 
lot lines lying obliquely to the street 
is not known, but it may be seen 
from the 1875 map that several prop¬ 
erty lines in Winchester were 
oblique or bent and many lots vari¬ 
ously shaped. 

Reasons for this may include 
roads not lying straight or parallel, 
roads changing routes, the breaking 
up of larger lots which themselves 
were irregularly shaped, topogra¬ 
phical irregularities, and the use of 
natural features (trees, streams, 
etc.) which did not lie along straight 
lines to mark property boundaries. 


Each lot in Winchester has its own 
individual history which may pre¬ 
sent questions, even puzzles. The 
best chances at tracing the histories 
and solving the puzzles lie in the 
deeds and maps of the properties. 
For those who are not researchers, 
the good news is that much of this 
historical research has already been 
done by the Historical Commission 

Much of the above information on 
the Sharon House (as indeed of 
scores of others) is readily available 
in the Historical Commission’s 
survey of pre-1917 structures in 
Winchester, copies of which are 
located at the Archives and the 
Reference Room of the Public 
Library. 

Another ready reference for 
architectural history in town is 
“Winchester, Massachusetts: The 
Architectural Heritage of a Victor¬ 
ian Town,’’ published by the Histori¬ 
cal Society, available at the library, 
through the society and at Book 
Ends. 

These two sources are the first 
anyone should consult with ques¬ 
tions about historic properties in 
Winchester. Additional information 
may be available at the archives, 
where all other sources consulted for 
this article, including maps and N.A. 
Richardson’s “Black Horse Tavern: 
Two Centuries of History, Its Many 
Owners and Titles,” are located.

still a mystery

One of the great unsolved mys- 
tories in the annals of local crime 
fighting still bothers many locals 
— for it was about this lime 
nearly 10 years ago that Winches¬ 
ter’s beautiful E. Howard and Co. 
clock was stolen from Town Hall 
Auditorium. 

Nut only was it a valuable 
timepiece nut evidence seems to 
indicate it was historically 
important to the town as well. 

At the April 22, 1889 Town 
Meeting, It was “Voted that the 
selectmen be authorized to 
purchase a clock for the Town 
Hall at an expense not exceeding 
$90, same to be charged to the 
William P. Winchester Fund, 
said clock to be appropriately 
inscribed.” 

Later, in the selectmen's notes 
for 1889, it is mentioned that “A 
iioward clock with a marble face 
has been placed in the Town 
Hall.” This heavy clock, made by 
the same Boston firm which built 
the magnificent clock in the 
Town Hall tower, seems to have 
been placed in the auditorium in 
1690. 

The historic timepiece, pur¬ 
chased with part of the legacy of 
Colonel Winchester, measured 
the rhythm of local social history 
within our spacious auditorium 
for nearly a century prior to its 
unfortunate theft. 

Mr. Bradley C. Ross, who has 
I'cstorod the lower clock, and our 


Police Department have search¬ 
ed relentlessly for the “Winches¬ 
ter Clock” for almost a decade — 
and still the panelled face of the 
south balcony, where the clock 
hung in the hall, is bare. 

It is probable, at this late date, 
that the original Winchester 
Clock has been lost to us forever; 
but Brad, persistent soul that he 
is, recently located the exact 
model E. lioward marble clock 
at a gathering of clock enthu¬ 
siasts in central Massachusetts. 

Brad has persuaded its owner 
to hold onto it as attempts are 
made locally to fund the purch¬ 
ase of this clock for the town. 

It certainly would be comfort¬ 
ing to sec the old clock back in the 
auditorium, sending down horo- 
logical wisdom to various gather¬ 
ings below, from its brilliant 
marble face. 

Mention was made of a 
“Winchester Clock Fund" at a 
recent meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen and the local observer 
understands that donations for 
the clock may be sent to the 
Winchester Historical Commis¬ 
sion at IS High St. 

It would seem appropriate, too, 
If the purchase is funded to 
attach a brass plate below the 
new clock with the name of each 
donor, for these donors will have 
cared enough to give Winchester 
back a part of its birthright, and 
set an ugly deed right again after 
so many years. 


Between the Lines: 

Word on the street has it that Assessor Mark Lombardi has 
taken out papers for re-election to that board.

According to Town 
Manager Chad Maurer’s report, $21,353.75 was saved in the last 
quarter of 1989. Overall, 1,280.87 fewer tons were delivered to 
NESWEC in 1989. The total cost avoidance is $80,054.83. In these 
times of fiscal woes, it’s refreshing to see the town saving money. 
Selectmen commended both the town employees and the efforts 
of the Waste Study Committee in educating the public on 
recycling. 

Speaking of fiscal issues, despite the town’s financial prob¬ 
lems, Moody’s Investors Service gave the town thumbs up for its 
operation. The town has retained its Aaa bond rating. When 
asked about the rating. Town Manager Chad Maurer said, “It has 
to do with the fact that when changes in the fiscal conditions 
occur, we’re able to address them appropriately.” Maurer said 
Moody’s recent rating was based on the bond issues for the 
MWKA and the town’s ability to make payments on those. Since 
these are based on water and sewer rates and the town operates 
on an enterprise system, Winchester’s able to cover the bill. “We 
are able to address problems as they come up and we have 
solutions to a particular financial problem,” said Maurer.

Only instead of faxing oui^eives, 
as you might call it. in the near- 
instantaneous way of air travel, I 
wanted us all to really experience 
the miles, as one experience fine 
wine or good chocolate candy: in 
sips, if you will; in tiny delectable 
bites. 

So what did we do; we took the 
train. From Boston to Tampa. Two 
days and a night each way. Five 
days at our destination in between. 

One nice thing about train travel is 
all the room you have: way moi^ 
than on a plane, where you must 
squeeze your poor spreading flanks 
into seats that increasingly are sized 
for babydolls. 

Here you have loads of room, to 
spread your arms and stretch your 
legs, to write or dine grandly at your 
little desk. Also, you have room for 
all kinds of stuff: in our case, clothes 
for a year, plus novels and crayons, 
puzzles and markers. (At one point, 
deep in an art project, our small boy 
made an accidental slip of the scis¬ 
sors, “I need tape,” he mourn«l. 
“Did someone say tape?” his big 
sister asked, hoisting from her bay a 
10-pound dispenser of the stuff). 

Another nice thing is the people 
that you meet. An old couple sat next 
to us. The man suggested to his 
partner that they ask about a sleep¬ 
er for them. Then he rose, said, 
“Coming to the dining car. 


Mother?” and when she declined, 
went ahead without her. Much later, 
as we organized to go there, 1 asked 
if she’d like us lo check on her 
husband for her. “He’s not my 
husband!,” she replied tartly. “I 
don't even know his name! ” 

But she was a character too, as it 
turned out. Collected lips, she told 
us. “You know, pins shaped like lips, 
pillows shaped like lips ... “And I’m 
writing a book. It’s called 'The Hell 
With It.' That’s my philosophy. I’m 
at the liquor store with my girl¬ 
friend. She drops a whole bottle of 
scotch as we’re leaving. ‘What are 
you gonna do, lick it up?’ I told her. 
The hell with it, see?” 

We changed trains in Philadel¬ 
phia. A choir of young men, tough 
but somehow fragile-looking, sang 
sweet close harmonies for the 
crowd.

Green!”, a woman cried, amazed, 
her pale face pressed against the 
window. 

The afternoon we arrived in Tam¬

I do 
not want to stand by while our 
country, the nation that my 
father, and the men and women 
of his generation fought for and 
gave their lives for, becomes a 
second rate debtor nation that 
cannot manufacture anything the 
world will buy. 

A big reason for this is our K-12 
educational system docs not cut 
it. We arc not turning out world 
class graduates We are produc¬ 
ing second rate graduates and 
becoming a second rate nation. 
This country, any country, can¬ 
not compete if it has an inferior 
educational system. 

The place lo start fighting this 
problem is right here in Winches¬ 
ter. We cannot control the educa¬ 
tion system nationwide or statew¬ 
ide, but we can and do control it 
here in Winchester. 

So instead of closing schools, 
let’s keep them open. 

Instead of reducing teachers, 


let’s add them. 

Add science and math courses, 
slop cutting them. 

Don't reduce foreign language 
courses, add more. 

Buy the best and most modern 
text books; don't use 12-year*old 
ones. 

Winchester schools have the 
raw material — smart motivated 
students. If well-educated, these 
kids will be the leaders in the 
world economic wars. If poorly 
educated, they will be the fool 
soldiers for Japan and Germany.

On Winchester’s 
financial ‘crisis’ 


TO THE EDITOII: 

One of the members of the 
Winchester School Board said il 
very well when he said that Winches¬ 
ter’s budget problems arc simple 
arithmetic. The amount that can be 
raised in residential real estate tax¬ 
es can increase by only iJ'a percent 
per year (independent of real estate 
reevaluations) but the inflation rate 
affecting town services has 
increased by 6 percent per year. 
This means that we have been 
decreasing our tax revenues from 
real estate by 3'^ percent per year 
for the last decade if we do a simple 
adjustment for inflation. Over the 
long run. the town revenues will 
decrease by a further small amount 
each year. 

This financial situation is current¬ 
ly being called a crisis. However, n 
crisis gives a misleading impression 
that it was “unforscen” and that il is 
a short term problem. Neither of 
these is true. The revenue problems 
In Winchester were relatively easy 
to forecast (except for shortfalls in 
State Revenues) and the financial 
problems are clearly long term 
problems. Below, I summarize some 
ideas on how to cope with this long 
term shortfall in tax revenues. 

1, Cut down on town services, (This 
is a solution that is the most likely 
since the town must live within a 
budget.) This means a further 
degradation of all services, with 
education probably suffering the 
most in the long run, 

2, Slick our heads in the sand. This is 
always a favorite solution of those 
who do not want to pay taxes. A 
common line would be ‘‘Don’t 
believe the town representatives 
when they tell you there is u short¬ 
fall. They’re either wasting money 
or else they are lying to us so that 
they can raise taxes.” 

3, Pul a lot of energy into blaming 
everyone but ourselves for the prob¬ 
lem. (This is a very popular strategy 
for coping with any crisis.) Il is 
always very important to locale peo¬ 
ple other than ourselves when things 
go bad. The most popular choice for 
this year's blame is the stale govern¬ 
ment. Another popular choice is the 
assessor’s office. 

4, Cut out the fat from govunimenl. 
This is a code phrase that means 
“stop spending on services that I 
would not choose to spend on if I 
were making decisions.” A friend of 
mine suggested that quality neigh¬ 
borhood elementary schools were 
“fat.” The fact is that anyone in 
Winchester could choose things that 
he/she would like to see cut from the 
town budget. And most people would 
point to different things. In reality, if 
the town budget is cut further, then 
it is probably as likely that some¬ 
one's favorite spending will be cut as 
it is that someone's least favorite 
spending will be cut. 

5, Increase yearly revenues from all 
other sources. I suppose the implica¬ 
tion here is that Winchester could 
easily increase its outside revenues 
to compensate for the shortfall in 


real estate taxes. In fact, the oppo¬ 
site is true The state government 
will decrease the amount given to 
Winchester, so that our outside 
revenue will go down. 

(). Sell off the towtj’s assets. This 
suggestion, recently raised by the 
‘‘Winchester Taxpayers’ Associa¬ 
tion” (a natne that I dislike since il 
suggests that they represent the 
town as opposed to representing only 
the members of the association) 
seems on the surface to help solve 
tliis year’s problem. However, sell¬ 
ing one’s assets will not and cannot 
solve Winchester’s long run prob¬ 
lem. It is unwise fiscal policy whose 
primary merit is postponing the 
inevitable, 

7. liuTeuse llir town real estate 
taxes by approxiinalely a percent 
l)er year so as to keep pace willi 
iiiriu'iioii. (This year a slightly larger 
increase would be necessary,) This 
solution involves an override of 
Proposition 2'i this year, and would 
involve periodic additional over¬ 
rides to make inflation adjustments 
in the years to come. (Incidentally, 1 
also dislike the word “override” 
since il suggests that we arc vetoing 
the law. In fact, the law will stay in 
force. A l)ettcrtcrm than “override” 
would he “amendment”.”) This 
would easily be afforded by Ihe vast 
majority of jxjople in this town, 

Incidentally. Ihese options arc not 
mutually exclusive. It is most likely 
(hat options l, 2, 3, 4, and 5 will all be 
adopted. Il is also likely that the 
savings in taxes will be more than 
compensated for by a drop in real 
estate values. (How much does the 
school system need to decline before 
property values drop an additional 5 
percent? My guess is that a rather 
small decline might be enough, and 5 
percent of property values is over 50 
times as great as the proposed tax 
increase this year.) 

Recently MIT economist Lester 
Thurow suggested that the U.S. 
probably will not be able to deal with 
its difficult problems over the next 
20 years since the U.S. seems so 
incapable of dealing with its easily 
solvable problems. And the prob¬ 
lems that Thurow thought were easi¬ 
ly solvable were not nearly so easy 
to deal with as Winchester's budget 
problems. 

Let us show as a town that we are 
capable of dealing with our econom¬ 
ic problems. Lei us override Prop¬ 
osition 2*2 this year, and let us 
continue to make periodic adjust¬ 
ments in the lax rate so that the 
town's revenues (at least) stay even 
with inflation.

Bohlin comments 
on school closing 

TO TIIK EDITOR: 

Currently there is a lot of talk in 
town about how unfortunate it is to 
have to close an elementary school 
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strictly fur financial reasons when 
the elemenlay-aged population in 
Winchester is increasing. I agree 
this is not an easy choice to make. It 
is not easy for those who propose it, 
for those who may vote in favor of it 
nr those who must live with tlic 
consequences of it. It does seem to 
many people an undesirable solution 
to our fiscal woes. 

If closing a school was the totality 
of the “fiscal plan” it would have 
boon difficult enough, but suddcmly 
we find that this “undesirable fiscal 
solution” is only one piece of a 
larger puzzle. In order for a school to 
be closed another piece of the puzzle 
must first lx.* in place. This piece 
“merely” involves sacrificing Ihc 
educational, emotional, and psycho¬ 
logical welfare of 20H of our children 

Il involves abruptly isolating our 
sixth grades on the third floor of 
McCall Junior High School before 
there has been adequate time to 
design an effective middle school 
philosophy or strategy for integrat¬ 
ing these kids. This “fiscal plan" 
now becomes no longer only “unde¬ 
sirable.” it is now simply 
unacceptable. 

Because I have a daughter who 
will be affected by this proposal I 
recently toured the proposed physi¬ 
cal space at McCall, read the report 
of the Middle Level Education Task 
Force, and spoke with a School Com¬ 
mittee member in the hopes of ally¬ 
ing iny fears and eliminating any 
misconceptions over this proposed 
transition. The result of this, howev¬ 
er, was exactly the opposite. My 
concci’tis have greatly increased and 
I am sincerely taken aback at the 
thought that the people wc have 
entrusted may be willing to close 
their eyes and compromise their 
integrity by voting in favor of the 
current proposal. 

In brief, let me share sonic of my 
findings. Physically and environ¬ 
mentally the currently proposed 
space appears inadequate and unde¬ 
sirable. One side of the floor was 
oppressively warm while the other 
side was freezing with large 
amounts of ice inside of the windows 
and a chilly wind blowing through. 
Walls were crumbling and ceilings 
were stained with water marks. The 
adequacy of classroom space was 
questionable. The proposed plan 
calls for nine classrooms. 

Presently there are four typical 


classrooms of adequate size, one 
room that has been divided by 
accordion folding doors into three 
very undersized rooms, and one 
large open space that is slated to bo 
divided in half to accommodate the 
remaining two classrooms. One of 
the “proposed" classrooms current¬ 
ly has 12 desks l>arely crammed into 
it. leaving very little room for walk 
ing. much less more desks or any¬ 
thing else. Teachers who are cur¬ 
rently using this space on a 
part-time basis have commented 
that there is no way they could teach 
in that space on a full-day basis. 

Moreover, there are no sinks (run¬ 
ning water) in the classrooms to 
facilitate science projects, etc,; only 
a small numlx?r of lockers; and two 
small restrooms. Not a very encour¬ 
aging situation. Sure things can be 
done to make it workable — lots of 
things. Lots of things that cost lots of 
money. 

But let’s move away from the 
physical issues and try and focus on 
this proposal from a philosophical 
perspective. Is middle school a 
sound educational concept? Maybe 
it is. The superintendent seems to 
think it could work very effectively 
in Winchester and the members of 
the Middle Level Education Task 
Force in the time they had to study 
the idea “had grown unified in their 
enthusiasm about a middle school 
configuration and philosophy at 
McCall” In fact the Task Force 
made several strong recommenda¬ 
tions abtjul successfully implement¬ 
ing the concept: 

“Simply placing grades 6-8 in a 
single building docs not assure that 
the recommended features of a 
middle school will be present. 
Instead, decisions about teaming, 
support services, transition prog¬ 
rams, appropriate teaching strate¬ 
gics and meaningful curriculum, 
must be made. These decisions need 
to be made by Winchester staff and 
administrators prior to any task 
force gathering to plan strategies for 
the implementation of a 6lh-8lh 
grade program.” 

” ... il is essential that the com¬ 
bined staffs have opportunities to 
meet and discuss both, on an infor¬ 
mal level and on a professional 
basis. Workshops, aimed at team 
building, should be an important 
ingredient of any transition 
program.” 


■'ll is clear that additional staff 
will either need to bo roas-signed nr 
hired to meet the needs of a 6th-8th 
grade school," 

These arc just a few of the com¬ 
ments included within the report 
which speak to the seemingly extra¬ 
ordinary amount of time, effort, and 
money that it would take to accom¬ 
plish Dr. Milsakos' goal of a middle 
school philosophy which provides 
“for the full integration of staff and 
students in the McCall community." 

These recommendations con¬ 
cerned me in light of the time and 
money which is currently available 
to accomplish llic proposed transi- 
lion. I therefore followed this up with 
an inquiry to a School Committee 
member. “How can wc implement 
middle school pliilnsophy so (piick- 
ly,” I asked, “How can wc do all 
those things we need to do in such a 
short amount of time? How can wc 
make this middle school transition n 
positive experience for sixlli to ciglh 
graders and the staff without more 
of a planning and adjustment 
period?” 

“We can’t" was the answer 1 got. 
"We can’t implement a real middle 
school concept in this amount of 
time and we are not planning to.” 1 
was told that next year the sixth 
graders were going to be moved to 
McCall, but the plan was not to 
integrate them. “That will be deve¬ 
loped over time,” I was told, “may¬ 
be in a year or two.” For the time 
being, the sixth gradei-s will merely 
be “housed” on the third floor of 
McCall, but a middle school philoso¬ 
phy will not be implemented. 

So basically what the “puzzle 
piece” looks like is a plan to isolate 
our sixth graders in nine classrooms 
on the third floor of the junior high 
school without a plan to integrate 
them into this school. They will no 
longer be a part of an elcjnentary 
school community (in fact the Com¬ 
munity School Association has 
already voted to exclude sixth grad¬ 
ers receiving the elementary enrich¬ 
ment programs) nor will they be a 
part of the junior high community. 
They will be martyrs in no man’s 
land sacrificed far the good of the 
“fiscal plan.” 

Let me end this letter with a plea 
to our superintendent, our School 
Committee, and our citizens — 
Please don't abandon our children. 
Don’t risk the possibility of ruining 


their lives in order to acconinuKlate 
a quick-fix scheme which may end 
up saving our town very few dollars. 
Tliajik you.

Congregational 
Church begins 
sesquicentennial 

The First Congregational on the 
Common began Its year-long celeb¬ 
ration of its Sesquicentennial Year 
on Jan. 7 with the sermon by Dr. 
Luther P. Durgin entitled, “The 
Showing Forth of Christ Over 150 
Years.” A hymn sung at the dedica¬ 
tion of the first church in 1840 was 
sung as the Recessional of the ser¬ 
vice which began by presenting a 
beautiful Sesquicentennial banner 
designed by Jean Heileman and 
made by Ruby and Bob Erlcson. 

Bearing the sign impressively 
down the aisle following the acolyte, 
the choir and the clerical group, 
were Harold Richardson, one of the 
newest members of the church and a 
direct descendent of the Richard¬ 


sons of the early Woburn church, 
and Cynthia Barone who was bap¬ 
tized. married in the sanctuary, and 
a dedicated worker through the 
years. 

After the worship service, all were 
invited lo come to celebrate the 
i)cginning of the anniversary year 
with coffee, cookies and an illus¬ 
trated lecture by Susan Keats, who 
told the fascinating story of the 
Church’s roots in Charlestown in 
1630. then Woburn in 1642, and 
thence in South Woburn in 1840, later 
in 1850 to become the Town of 
Winchester born in the vestry of the 
First Congregational Church. Keats 
served as Town Archivist and Histo¬ 
rian from 1978 through 1981. 

Her presentation included the 
founders of the church, the 97 people 
who asked for a dismission from the 
Woburn church lo build a house of 
worship more easily accessible than 
was the case in traveling to Woburn. 
In those days the authority of the 
Puritan Church was equal, if not 
superior, to civil authority. For 200 
years, the First Church of Woburn 
had served the district that includes 
the present bounds of Winchester 
and over that period it became one 
of the largest and strongest in 
Massachusetts. 

It sent out colonies organizing suc¬ 
cessfully churches in Wilmington. 
Burlington, Billerica, and West 
Cambridge, now known as Arling¬ 
ton. By far, the largest and strongest 
colony ever sent out by the old 
Woburn Church was composed of the 
97 members who were dismissed in a 
body to organize the South Church 
on Nov. 19, 1840. Seldom, it would 
seem, has a new church begun its 
career with brighter prospects of 
prosperity and usefulness and its 
growth and development through its 
150 hears is a dramatic story of 
progress. 

The Sesquicentennial Committee 
is chaired by Ann and Keith Russell 
with the following committee mem¬ 
bers; Ruby and Bob Ericson, Mary 
Lou and Jenness Euglcy, Janet and 
Pat Hall and Althea Shirley. On the 
Advisory Committee are; Rev. Wal¬ 
ler B. Davis, Pastor, until Oct. 1, 
1989, Dr. Luther F. Durgin, Interim 
Pastor since Oct. 1, 1989, and Dr. 
Leonor M. Rich, Church Historian 
since 1972. 

Many interesting programs are 
planned for the entire year in obser¬ 
vance of this important landmark in 
the history of the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church.

Albano sponsors 
housing bill 

An 18-month moratorium on the 
conversion, alteration, and demoli¬ 
tion of single room occupancy dwell¬ 
ings was passed to be engrossed by 
the Massachusetts Senate this week. 
The measure, sponsored by State 
Senator Salvatore R. Albano (D- 
Somerville). aims to protect an 
important source of housing for low- 
income citizens. 

The Commonwealth is currently 
suffering from a severe shortage of 
affordable housing. Single room 
occupancy dwellings represent the 
least expensive source of housing 
available on the private market. But 
conversions to non-rcsidential use 
threaten this important form of 
housing. 

According to the Senator, "Massa¬ 
chusetts must protect those vulner¬ 
able citizens who cannot afford a 
roof over their heads — especially 
during the coldest months of the 
year. Due to the budget crunch, the 
stale has sadly scaled hack its fund¬ 
ing of homelessness prevention 
programs. 'Fhls makes the preserva¬ 
tion of single room occupancy dwell¬ 
ings especially important.’’

Wrestlers take

On the sixth of January, WHS 
Coaches Larry Tremblay and 
Mike Kelley walked to the 
awards table and received the 
trophy for the team champion¬ 
ship of the 1990 Belmont Invita¬ 
tional Tournament. With 153 
points, Winchester had outfought 
Xaverian (132), Malden (121), 
Norwood (110) and 16 other 
teams from Cape Ann to Cape 
Cod. 

The previous Wednesday, WHS 
also defeated (but not so handily) 
Wakefield, the Catholic Memor¬ 
ial Tournamenl champions, 39-36. 
Winchester’s dual meet record is 
now 7-1. The next home match is 
Jan. 24 at 3:30 p.m. against 
Lexington. 

The Belmont Tournament win 
is a harbinger of future wrestling 
power in Winchester, which as 
recently as 1985 was one of the 
three toughest loams in the state. 
The winning point total was 
amassed by three individual 
championships, one second, one 
third, une fourth and a welcome 
pile of points from five truly inex¬ 
perienced wrestlers who plugged 
away for the team in the repe- 
charge matches. 

The three tournament champ¬ 
ions were: Rob Saez (145), who 
was also chosen Outstanding 
Wrestler; Will Thilly (125) and 


Hugh Turcotte (135). Finishing 
second was Jeff Foster (130). 
Chris Ebanks (140) pulled a third 
and a fourth-place win went to 
Mike Britt (152). Forty-five 
matches in all were fought, so 
only highlights can be reported 
here. 

Nominee for best Winchester 
performance in the tournament is 
sophomore Hugh Turcotte (135), 
who is now 16-3 for this season — 
his first at varsity. Hugh pinned 
his men from Lexington and Mal¬ 
den and then knocked off the No. 
1 seed from Xaverian 5-3 in the 
semi-finals. 

In the finals against Leonard of 
Concord-Carlisle, Hugh avenged 
a 6-7 loss in the first match of the 
season with a 5-3 win. Turcotte 
was the early aggressor scoring 
in the second period with an 
inside roll for a reverse into a 
two-point nearfall.

Of all llii' parcels of seeds I rceeive 
the mail durin^j the late winlor 
and early spring, the one I look 
forward to most is the envelope from 
All Ainorieaii Selections, an organi¬ 
zation whose purpose is to proniole 
the growing of flowers and veget¬ 
ables from seed. 

The AAS parcel ahvays eotitains 
sut'pri.ses. for the seeds I’m sent are 
of coniplelely tiew varieties selected 
and slated lor All-Anieriea awards 
the following year. With these 
advance trial seeds f can grow the 
new flow’crs and vegetables in my 
own gai'den. and write about them 
from personal experience as they 
appeal- on the pages of the new 
year’s ealalogs. 

Since vegetable and flower 
breeders have submitted the best of 
their ihwv varieties each year to be 
judged in AAS trial gardens across 
the continent against the ino.st simi¬ 
lar varieties already on the home 
garden market Entries that exliibil 
clear and significant iinprovemcnls 
over existing similar varieties 
receive an All-America Selections 
Flower or Vegetable Award. 

A recently introduced category, 
the Bedding Plant Award, recog- 
ni-zes varieties that exhibit superior 
perfonnaiico while growing in com¬ 
mercial greenhouses as well as in 
the garden. 

All-America Selections has desig¬ 
nated four vegetable and six flower 
varieties as award-winners in 1990. 

One of the winning vegetables is 
Derby, an early bush green bean 
with long, thin, tender pods. My 
plants grew very quickly and pro¬ 
duced the first snap beans of the 
summer in my garden. 

Sun Drops is a summer squash 
with a new oval shape. The yellow 
fruits arc usuable as babies or they 
can be left to grow 4 to 5 inches in 
diameter. My plants grew 24 inches 
across, and were loaded with the 
golden, nuUy-lasting fruit. 

Also chosen for an All-America 
Selections award for 1990 is Cream 
of the Crop, a cream-colored acorn 
squash that grows on compact 
bushes 30 inches across. This winter 
squash stores well, and is particular¬ 
ly delicious baked.

Overload is key issue for woman

As women enter the '90s, life 
seems to be a perpetual good 
news/bad news joke. The good 
news: Women can have it all. The 
bad news: They’re still trying to. 

"Overload is the issue for 
women in the ’90s,” said Marjorie 
Shaevitz, author of "Superwo¬ 
man Syndrome," during a recent 
interview. 

"We’ve brought a kind of per¬ 
fectionism to our lives. We want 
to be the best worker, best friend, 
best mother, best daugther, best 
sister, best fund-raiser, best PTA 
person, best wife,.. There’s plen¬ 
ty of lime to experience all those 
roles — just not at the same 
time." 

Shaevitz says the situation is 
worse now than it was five years 
ago when she identified this 
superwoman in her best-selling 
book. But the potential for “get¬ 
ting belter” is good, 

Women are more aware of the 
problem, she says, and the next 
step is action. 

"On the one hand," she said, 
"we know in our heart of hearts 
what’s wrong, but on the other 
hand, I think we’re scared to 
change... We think that if we let 
up for a minute, it will ail fall 
apart.” 

It won’t, says Shaevitz, a mar¬ 


riage and family counselor and 
partner with her husband, Mort, 
in the Institute for Family and 
Work Relationships in California. 
She has helped women learn how 
to juggle the demands in their 
lives. And, as a self-described 
"recovering superwoman," she 
has applied the same techniques 
to her own life. 

She’s developed a basic, five- 
step plan: 

• Sort out your priorities and 
make your behaviors match 
them. 

Work is a given fur Shaevitz; 
but her husband, her children and 
her parents are at the lop of her 
list, so she makes sure there is 
time for them. Exercise is also 
important, and she makes time 
for that, too. By forcing herself to 
analyze her schedule, she was 
able to devise a way to combine 
pi'iorities. She takes an hour-und- 
half walk daily — and lakes one 
of the children with her. 

* Never, ever say yes to anyone 
who asks for your time and ener¬ 
gy without thinking about it first. 

Shaevitz says that whenever 
anyone used to ask her to help on 
this project or stop by for that cup 
of coffee, she was reluctant to say 
no. 

"I found a way to do it," she 
recalls. "1 twisted myself like a 
pretzel."

Many women say yes. she 
believes even when they want to 
say no, because (hey don’t wunf 
to hurt the other person's feel¬ 
ings. Shaevitz attributes it to 
socialization — women learn to 
care for others, sometimes at 
their own expense. 

“Now I say not ‘Can I do it?’ 
but ‘Do I choose to do it?’ 

• Take a look at how you spend 
your time. 

"We must stop jumping to 
everyone’s needs," Shaevitz 
urges. "We must limit the time 
spent on unimportant people, 
events and things that don't 
count." 

She suggests evaluating every 
invitation and opportunity on a 
scale of one to 10, Ask yourself 
first, how much do you want to do 
(his particular thing and, second, 
how important Is it? The answers 
should help you sort out the 
demands on you. leaving lime for 
what you decide really matters in 
your life. 

She says this Is particularly 
important for single women: 

"Essentially they feel that 
have no excuses. They believe 
that they must be totally avail¬ 
able to everyone who needs Ificm 
since they don't have husbands or 
children making demands on 
them."

"We accept as normal an over¬ 
whelming, crazy lifestyle.., We've 
forgoten how to relax and have 
fun. We make sure others eat well 
and get enough sleep, but we 
don’t.” 

She urges women to practice 
what they preach; Exercise to 
relieve stress, even something as 
simple as a walk. Eat right; stop 
jumping up and down from (he 
(able to serve everyone else's 
second helpings ■— let them gel 
(heir own. Gel up earlier to eat 
breakfast and have some time 
alone. Don’t work through lunch; 
il’s another opportunity to clear 
your head.

In other words, stop doing il all 
yourself, 

"Of all the areas whore the ’tWs 
woman needs control, it's hunte.

Russia expert to 
speak at library 

Friends of the Winchester Public 
Library will sponsor a lecture by 
Robert Legvold, an inlernalionally 
recognized expert in Russian affairs 
on Feb. 4. Legvold has joined Peter 
Jennings to do commentary for each 
of the last four Summits and has 
frequently appreaed on network 
news programs. He will speak on 
Gorbachev and the Soviet future. 

Legvold is the director of the W, 
Avercll Harriman Institute for 
Advanced Study of the Soviet Union 
at Columbia University, where he is 
also Professor of Political Science. 
Prior to coming to the Harriman 
Institute in 1984, he served for six 
years as Senior fellow and Director 
of the Soviet studies Project at the 
Council on Foreign Relations in New 
York. For most of the preceding 
decade, he was a tenured Associate 
Professor of Political Science at 
Tufts University. He received his 
Ph.D. from the Fletcher School of 
Law and Diplomacy in 1967. 

Legvold is a member of the editor¬ 
ial boards of Cambridge Soviet 
Paperbacks (Cambridge University 
Press), Comparative Politics, and 
Business in the Contemporary 
World, and of the advisory board of 
Columbia University’s "Journal of 
International Affairs" and the 
Fletcher School’s “Forum." He is 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
International Relations of the Bina¬ 
tional committee on the Humanities 
(American Council of Learned 
Societies [ACLSl/Soviet Academy 
of Sciences) and a member of 
numerous advisory boards and com¬ 
mittees, including those of the Cen¬ 
ter for National Policy, Institute for 
East-West Security Studies, Insti¬ 
tute for Soviet-American Relations, 
Samantha Smith Foundation and 
Global Outlook. 

Lcgvold's areas of particular 
interest are U.S.-Soviet relations, 
Soviet policy in Europe and Asia, 
Soviet security policy, and the Soviet 
role in the world economy. He is 
currently writing a book-length 
study of Soviet policy toward the 
United Sates, 1969-1989. He is also 
the author of Soviet Policy in West 
Africa (Harvard University Press, 
1970), and of many chapters and 
articles in edited volumes and pro¬ 
fessional journals.

Hirschfield aids 
in repair of 
Plymouth Rock 

Plymouth Rock is threatened by a 
crack that could, if left unattended, 
cause the historic granite boulder to 
split apart. 

In response, the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Man¬ 
agement (DEM), caretaker of the 
rock, has hired Paul Choquette, a 
stone mason from South Dartmouth, 
to repair the deteriorating mortared 
joint in the rock. 

Choquette began Nov. 15 and took 
two days to complete the repair job. 
He replaced deteriorating mortar 
that was used to repair a beak of 
undetermined cause that is at least 
150 years old and perhaps even 
older. 

Re-sealing the deteriorating mor¬ 
tar will prevent ice expansion that 
could eventually cause the rock to 
split into two pieces. The new seal 
would prevent water from pene- 
tratng to the interior of the rock 
where it can freeze and wedge the 
crack open further. 

Choquette followed work specifi¬ 
cations DEM developed with the 
help of Dr. Ronald Hirschfeld, a 
geotechnical engineer with the 
Winchester firm of G£I Consultants, 
Inc who conducted a detailed exami¬ 
nation of the rock. 

During its long history as a nation¬ 
al symbol, Plymouth Rock has been 
affected on several occasions by 
human foibles. In 1774, "animated 
by the glorious spirit of liberty" as 
one of historian put it, a group led by 
Revolutionary War Colonel Theophi- 
lus Cotton transported the rock from 
the oceanfront to “Liberty Pole 
Square." 

Sometime during the move the 
upper portion of the rock was broken 
away. This separtion of the rock had 
great significance at the lime as it 
“was construed to be ominous of a 
division of the British Empire." 

This split left the rock with top and 
bottom pieces. The top portion is 
what is visible to visitors today. It 
was subsequently re-attached to the 
bottom piece, which lies unseen 
underneath the smaller top piece. 

The present area of concern cen¬ 
ters on the top portion of the rock 
and a second, 19th-century crack 
that runs from one side to the other, 
dividing it nearly in half. The cause 
of this crack is unknown. 

This past summer, DEM staff at 
Pilgrim Memorial State Park 
became concerned that this historic 
mortared joint was coming loose. 
Hirschfeld’s analysis confirmed that 
this crack posed a threat to the rock 
which would increase in severity if 
left unattended. 

In developing a plan to fix the 
rock, DEM was respectful of the 
rock’s status as a National Historic 


Landmark. Any patching or sealing 
could not cause a change in the 
appearance of the rock which would 
detract from its historical value. 

Interestingly, Hirschfeld recom¬ 
mended against any "high tech” 
solutions to the problem, such as 
using a strong, weather-resistant 
material or epoxy. Instead, he 
recommended the relatively old- 
fashioned solution of hiring a stone 
mason to mimic the estimated 
lOO-year-old patch job that, for the 
most part, has held up over many 
years. 

Hirschfeld said it was important 
any repair job be able to "be 
‘undone’ without damage to the rock 
if additional future repairs are 
necessary to address problems that 
may develop. Such a future problem 
might be the development of a crack 
in the rock in a location that is not 
now predictable." 

He said that a high-strength epoxy 
patch could not be easily undone 
without doing extensive damage to 
the rock. In addition, historical con¬ 
siderations ruled out any solution 
that would alter th rock’s 
appearance. 

These considerations led DEM to 
solicit bids from masons with ous- 
landing qualifications in fine, exter¬ 
ior historic masonry and hire 
Chaquette. 

The South Dartmouth mason’s 
experience includes restoration of 
the historic Academy of Music Thea¬ 
ter in Northampton, extensive work 
fot he Nantucket Historical Society, 
and New Bedford’s Grace Episcopal 
Church. 

Choquette’s bid for the repair 
work was $1.

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3-year-old saved in 
dramatic fire rescue

In a dramatic rescue effort ear¬ 
ly Sunday morning, Winchester 
firefighters pulled 3-year-old 
Sean McGrath from a burning 
bedroom while a two-alarm blaze 
swept through his family’s home 
at 15 Stowell Road, leaving in its 
wake an estimated $75,QUO in 
smoke and fire damage. 

According to Fire Chief Char¬ 
les McNutt, Anne McGrath, the 
owner of the home, told fire per¬ 
sonnel at the scene that she had 
brought her 4-year-old son Wil¬ 
liam down from the second floor 
but was unable to locate her son 
Sean, age 3. due to the intense 
smoke and heal. 

Firefighters, equipped with 
oxygen devices, immediately 
made their way to the second 
floor to locale the boy. Heavy 
smoke and heat hampered their 
efforts but the victim was quickly 
located under a bed in the master 
bedroom by Lieutenant John 
Freitas. 

The firefighter administered 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
and brought the boy to the ambu¬ 
lance, The mother and two sons 
were then transported to the 
Winchester Hospital emergency 
room. Cn route to the hospital, 
firefighter EMT John McDo¬ 
nough also provided lifesaving 
resuscitation. 

Later Sunday, Sean was trans- 
fered to Children's Hospital in 
Boston where he was In the inten¬ 
sive care unit when the Star went 
to press on Tuesday. 

According to McNutt, the first 
alarm sounded at 7:36 a.m. and 
all apparatus responded to the 
home. On arrival, firefighters 
observed smoke billowing from 
the second floor windows and 
eaves. 

At 7:41 a.m. a second alarm 
was struck and Medford and 
Woburn pumps arrived at the 
scene to assist. While the rescue 
was in progress, the roof and 
windows were ventilated and the 
fire was extinguished, said 
McNutt. 

After speaking with Anne 
McGrath at the hospital and 
further investigation at the home, 
Winchester fire personnel deter¬ 
mined the source of ignition was 
a humidifier in the children’s 
bedroom. McNutt noted that the

State fire marshall will conduct 
further investigation of the scene. 

Police officers Carl Fuller, 
Peter Hersee, Jr., Peter Mac- 
Donnell and Thomas Groux were 
the first to arrive at the scene, 
but were overcome with the 
heavy smoke in their search for 
the S-year-old. 

All four suffered from smoke 
inhalation and Fuller received 
stitches at Winchester Hospital 
for an injury he sustained during 


the search. 

Firefighters Freitas and Ken 
Duffy were also treated for 
smoke inhalation and firefighter 
Brian McNutt was injured in the 
blaze. All three were treated and 
released from Winchester 
Hospital. 

Chief McNutt assessed that the 
home had received heavy fire 
damage to the children’s bed¬ 
room and heavy heat and smoke

Quick police, fire response key

The Stowell Road fire Sunday 
morning brought Winchester’s 
Fire and Police departments 
together in an extraordinary 


team effort that resulted in the 
rescue of S-year-oId Sean 
McGrath. 

Police officers Carl Fuller and 
Peter Hersee, Jr. were the first to 
arrive at the scene and upon 
entering the home were informed 


by resident Anne McGrath, that 
her son Sean was still in a bed¬ 
room on the second floor. 

Officers Peter MacDonnell and 
Thomas Groux arrived soon after 
and Groux quickly brought 
McGrath and her son William out 
of the house, said police reports. 

Fuller, Hersee and MacDonnell 
then began making repeated 
attempts to reach the second 
floor to search for the 3-year-old. 
Heavy smoke and heat however, 
prevented them from remaining 
on the second floor for more than 
20 seconds at a time, said police 
reports. 

Fuller noted that the officers 
could hear Sean screaming, but 
were unable to locate him. All 
four officers alternated attempts 
to find the boy when they were 
finally forced to exit the home. 
Once outside, the officers 
attempted to find an alternate 
entry point to reach the boy. 

At this time, firefighters and 
the ambulance arrived. Officer 
Groux moved the living room 
furniture to allow the fire person-

Reps want more info 
on latest tax package

A new lax package recently for¬ 
mulated by House Speaker George 
Keverian will raise less than $400 
million in additional revenue for 
FY90 —■ if it passes. And that 
revenue, according to Slate Rep. 
Paul Casey, will not do enough tow¬ 
ard shaving the state’s deficit. 

Casey (D-Winchester) noted that 
prior to Keverian's presenURioit he 
expects the speaker will have ample 
votes to pass the package through 
the House and move it toward the 
Senate. But even if the package wins 
approval, the stale’s deficit will con¬ 
tinue to hover around the $200 mib 
lion mark, said Casey. 

According to Casey, the package, 
which he has not yet officially 
viewed, contains an increase of 20 
percent in sales tax, higher gas, 
alcohol and cigarette taxes and a 
broader tax base to include repair 
services and equipment purchase by 
media outlets. 

The proposal earned approval 
from the House Ways and Means 
Committee earlier in the week, said 
Casey. 

Although Casey would not com¬ 
ment on the proposed package, he 
did note, “some type of (axes are in 
order.” 

Casey added too, that he would be 
"in favor of certain taxes” but with 
the revenue from those taxes being 
earmarked for specific appropria¬ 
tions and being in conjunction with 
aclditional cuts. 

Casey noted that he has thusfar 
not seen an adequate attempt “to 
size down” government to control 
spending. 

Slate Senator Salvatore Albano 
(D-Somerville) added that he found 
It difficult to comment on a proposal

Tour examines ^high risk’ projects

Selectmen and Finance Commit¬ 
tee members got a closer look at 
some of the capital projects facing 
the town that are in a high risk 
category. 

In a Saturday morning tour organ¬ 
ized by Capital Planning Committee 
Chairman Peter VanAken, a group 
of approximately 15 officials took a 
look at select areas of Winchester's 
capital plant Jan. 13, including 
McCall Junior High School, Lincoln 
School, the library, Recycling Cen¬ 
ter and vehicles at tne Department 
of Public Works. 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Robert Fitzgerald con¬ 
ducted the first portion of the lour 
through McCall and Lincoln schools. 
In McCall, Fitzgerald pointed out 
areas that have been damaged by 
water, such as in the art room and 
gym. 


VanAken noted that an expendi¬ 
ture of $75,000 has been recom¬ 
mended for school structure pro¬ 
jects. "This is an example of where 
this will be spent,” he said. 

Officials also inspected the anti¬ 
quated heating system, most of 
which DPW Director Tony CeJli said 
was installed in 1935. According lo 
Celli, custodians at the school have 
lu babysit the boiler on “practically 
a daily basis.” Part of the capital 
budget includes an expenditure — 
approximately $140 000 — for a new 
boiler. 

Cell! said there is “a short window 
for repairs.” He noted that his 
department can only replace one 
boiler in a summer. 

"I don’t want to tell you you’re In a 
panic situation because you’re not,” 
said Celli. "It’s just keeping the 
whole thing running.” 

Fitzgerald showed officials rutting 
of the gym flooi- as well as water 
damage to the gym ceiling, “The 


floor is buckled and rolling away (in 
one section),” .said Fitzgerald. 

Officials also got a peek at some 
windows on the west side (facing 
Manchester Field) of McCall. When 
the wind blows, the windows rattle 
and shake. Celli pointed out. 

Celli said one of the most effective 
ways to address the problem would 
be lo install non-moveable storm 
windows. However, School Commit¬ 
tee member Donna Brandi Landry 
said she would l)e concerned about 
students not being able to open u 
window until those storm windows 
were removed in the spring. 

At Lincoln School, officials 
observed the music room, which is 
located in the back of the 
auditorium. 

“It just needs work and it would be 
pul back into a first-rulc setting,” 
snid Fitzgerald. 

In the librai y, officials saw where 
asbestos is slated lu be leinuved/ 


contained within the next year, a 
$7.(KH) reque.sl. In addition, funds are 
being requ(‘s(('d lu replace an oil 
lank 

Officials then journeyed to (he 
transfer station where Celli pointed 
out the conveyor bell. A propo.sul in 
the capital budget would allow the 
DPW to disassemble the conveyor 
belt and replace it for a cost of 
approximately $100,000. The best 
time to do (Ins would tie in the 
summer, when the flow of traffic 
into the Recycling Center is slower. 
Celli noted that if the belt breaks 
completely. “Ilie whole community 
has a problem.” 

Ttie lour concluded at the DPW 
building, where Celli pointed out 
vehicles that have lieen put together 
through salvage. He noted that a kit 
to rebuild a vehicle costs approxi¬ 
mately $23,000, wliile a new vehicle 
would cost ttie town atioul $50,000,

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Winchester firefighters are urging 
selectmen to place a Proposition 2>-.j 
override question on the March bal¬ 
lot and to restore funds cut from the 
fire department’s budget cut last 
year. 

Winchester Fire Fighters Local 
1564 President Kenneth Duffy 
appeared before selectmen Tuesday 
night to issue a statement on behalf 
of his union. 
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already strained safety of your fire¬ 
fighters ... Meaning that each fire 
call increased the chances of death 
or injury for your firefighters and 
less a chance of saving a fire vic¬ 
tim’s life.” 


“Since early last year, the fire¬ 
fighters have come out publicly in 
favor of an override of (Proposition) 
2>/i. Part of the picketing we did was 
for the override question and its 
passage,” said Duffy. “We knew 
that any further cuts would sooner 
or later spell disaster for the town’s 
public safety and increase the 


Duffy noted that in little over a 
month, “we have seen some of those 
fears come to be. Since your cuts in 
July. 1989, we have had repeated 
close calls when the town was left 
with just four firefighters and one 
fire engine pumper and a ladder 
truck available to handle any 
emergency. 

“We are now working with less 
fire personnel to fight a fire than we 
had back in the 1890s, and with an 
ever-increasing demand on your 
firefighters as technology progres¬ 
ses,” he added. 

Duffy noted that selectmen have, 
as one of their priorities, decided 


that no further cuts should be made 
to the public safety budget. “Is it 
possible that you 'closed the barn 
door too late?’ ” asked Duffy. “May¬ 
be that should have been your stand 
in April or May of 1989, before the 
cuts.” 

Duffy referred to the Manpower 
Study Report on the Fire Depart¬ 
ment conducted by Selectman 
Robert Deering. The study con¬ 
cluded that Winchester needed “at 
least 12 men on duty without the 
ambulance duty. That was a bare 
minimum,” he said. “With the 
ambulance, two more fighters were 
needed, but never received,” 

Duffy asked that if there is to be an 
override question, the priorities be 
public safety and public health. 
“Restore our budget to a workable 
one,” he said. 

“I just want to leave you with one 
thought," said Duffy. “What cost 


does a human life have?” 


In making his statement, Duffy 
thanked members of the Winchester 
Police Department for their efforts 
in helping the fire department with 
the fire on Stowell Road. 

“I would like to ... commend (he 
Winchester Police officers for their 
outstanding bravery and commit¬ 
ment lo their duty. Officers Peter 
Hersee, Carl Fuller, Officer Peter 
MacDonnell and Officer Tom Groux 
have placed their lives in danger in 
an attempt to rescue the life of 
another. For this, we commend 
them. 


“For their assistance at the fire on 
Stowell Road, we thank them and 
their brother officers for all their 
help they have given in the past,” 
said Duffy. 


Commission opposes cut

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Conservation Commission Chair¬ 
man Jerome Cura doesn’t think con¬ 
tracting the services of a conserva¬ 
tion administrator would be a cost 
effective or wise move for the town. 

And after talking with Cura, 
selectmen agreed to take a hard look 
at the position. 

Cura requested time to speak to 


selectmen at the board’s Tuesday 
night meeting. Cura told selectmen 
the Commission opposes making 
Conservation Administrator Elaine 
Vreeland’s position a contractual 
position. Vreeland is currently a 
part-time employee of the town. 

The conservation administrator 
“is the only municipal employee 
whose sole interest is environmental 
safety,” said Cura. He noted that 
Vreeland nrovides contact between 
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the Conservation Commission and 
other boards in town, and informa¬ 
tion to real estate companies and 
developers on environmental by¬ 
laws. 

Cura said he had looked into the 
cost of contracting the services of an 
environmental administrator. As an 
example, Cura said a wetlands con¬ 
sultant would cost between $45 and 
$100 per hour. “The town will 
receive less service for two and one 
half to five and one half times the 
cost of a regular employee,” said 
Cura. 

“We urge selectmen to maintain 
the position of conservation admini¬ 
strator,” said Cura. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
did not support contracting the posi¬ 
tion out. “It represents a 1(X) percent 
reduction in a department that has 
been extremely effective,” she said.

damage to the entire second 
floor. Water damage was con¬ 
fined lo the second floor with 
little water damage to the first 
floor. 

When reached on Monday at his 
home in Reading, Freitas was 
taken aback by the accolades 
he’s received for his heroic 
rescue. 

“I was just doing my job,” said 
the fire lieutenant, “it wasn't 
anything anyone else wouldn't 
have done.” 

“I feel like God was with me 
and sent me in there. I checked 
underneath the bed and there he 
(Sean) was,” added Freitas. 

“I just thank God he's alive,” 
he said. 

Fire Chief McNutt added, “We 
wereextremeley fortunate again, 
especially with a child trapped, to 
have 12 men from the station 
down to the scene. ” McNutt noted 
that in recent weeks this was the 
third fire to hit in the early morn¬ 
ing hours during shift changes. 

Firefighters' Union President 
Ken Duffy agreed the town once 
again had luck on its side. “Again 
the town has a guardian angel lo 
watch over it,” said Duffy, 
“Luckily, three firefighters came 
in early and were able lo respond 
with us initially.” 

One of those three men, said 
Duffy, was Firefighter McDo¬ 
nough who resuscitated Sean on 
the way to the hospital. 

“The first few minutes in 
responding to a fire are the most 
important. . .We are taking more 
and more risks,” said Duffy. 

Two other fires in December, 
1969, one on Highland Avenue and 
another on Main Street as well as 
a flashfire on Tufts Road, 
occurred when both the morning 
and day shifts were at the station. 
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officer ran a license check on the 
operator, which showed the man's 
license had been revoked for prior 
speeding charges.

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Task force keeping its ears to the ground

Although not yet ready to present 
its findings, the Task Force on 
School Closing is eager lo keep an 
ear to the ground for any sound 
suggestions. 

One proposal that has gotten more 
input than any other in the school 
budget is the closing of Vinson Owen 
School. And the Task Force on 
School Closing, a group formed by 
the School Committee at the request 
of parents, has been soliciting input 
from residents. The task force held 
an open forum for Winchester 
parents Jan. 10 at the Lynch School. 

Suggestions ranged from reducing 
bus transportation to schools and 
eliminating guidance counselors lo 
initiating surcharges and eliminat¬ 
ing kindergarten art. 

The task force assembled across 
the front of the room lo face the 
parents and a smattering of select¬ 
men and School Committee mem¬ 
bers on hand to observe the 
proceedings. 

Resident Lorrclla Verrecchia led 
off with a laundry list of requests for 
the task force; to examine how the 
substitute secretarial pool is paid, to 
temporarily discontinue the tuition 
reimbursement program, lo elimi¬ 
nate the kindergarten art pi’ogram, 
review the need for a guidance 
counselor at the elementary and 
ninth-grade level, eliminate the 
elementary flex program, review 
the job description list for any job 
created in the last lU years and 
finally, to review the system service 
budget as part of the cnlirc budget. 

Janice Dowd of Henry Street 
asked that the task force determine 
whether transportation expenses 
could be reduced by adhering to the 
two-mile stale-mandated guideline; 
that administrative expenses includ¬ 
ing cars and guidance counselors be 
examined; that funding for an 
instruction specialist be put back in 
the budget and that curriculum 


workshops be reduced. 

"I ask that you take a close look at 
the items listed under Other 
(expenses) in the budget, everything 
from supplies to utilities. . . Yet, 1 
doubt we're going to be able lo find 
$500,000 in supplies, in instructional 
specialists and custodial services. 
Look at the bigger accounts, like 
tuition reimbursement, other and 
transportation." said Bill Galalis of 
Coolidge Hoad. 

‘Td also like to see a head count 
projection beyond '91. by depart¬ 
ment and school, over a three-year 
period, showing any variations — 
decreases or increases," he added. 

Resistance lo fees to fund schools 
was echoed by a number of resi¬ 
dents. "If a service is public, it 
should be equal for all. I am against 
user fees. They are a whitewash. 
They are taxes," said resident Judy 
Dodge. 

"Municipal fees can be effectively 
used for the conservation of resour¬ 
ces — for water, sewer and trash 
disposal — so citizens use less 
resources. In the schools, the con¬ 
cept doesn’t work,” said resident 
Candace Margies. "They are very 
regressive: $150 for a family with an 
income of $30,000 is not the same as 
$150 for a family with an income of 
$150,000," she added. 

School Committee Chairman 
Edward O'Connell said, “We must 
put to bed the glitter of voluntary 
contributions . . The trouble is, after 
two years, people can walk away. 
You can’t count on them. You can’t 
depend on it for contractual obliga¬ 
tions with teachers. I am inaitcrably 
opposed. Activity fees in this town? 
You won't see it." 

Mystic Valley Parkway resident 
Ellen Haikcn said she has examined 
the school budget for 1980, 1985 and 
1990. "I have the utmost admiration 
of (Superintendent Dr. Charles) Mit- 
sakos and the School Committee. If 
you look at the 1980 budget of 
$9,170,000, in constant dollars, the 
same amount of money would equal

$18,000,000 today. Instead, wehavea 
budget of $13 million that with the 
cuts will come to only $12 million. 

"The maintenance of a guidance 
counselor at the elementary level is 
essential, to avoid bigger problems 
later on. And today we have bigger 
problems like divorce ... We have to 
have the instructional specialist. 
Winchester doesn't have a gifted and 
talented program. There is not a lot 
of extra in the budget — and it is 
apalling to cut it," she said. 

Phil Zacuto of Park Road agreed. 
"We can’t cut counselors in elemen¬ 


tary schools. We live in a global 
economy. We need to expand the 
money to the schools. We need an 
aggressive stance by the school 
board. Look to expand services," he 
said. 

"Of course, save where we can. 
But go on out there and fight. We are 
going to be the losers if we don't. We 
have to fight." 


Edgchill Road resident Geraldine 
Sobkowitz suggested the transporta¬ 
tion budget be examined as a poten¬ 
tial item lo be eliminated. Students, 
she said, could walk or be driven to 
school. Sobkowitz said the whole 
system must be considered. 

"And that includes art and music 
and counseling. If wc start pulling 
out pieces, we dismantle the system.

decision already made internally,’’ 
ho said.

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Gridiron great Bellino 
is still an inspiration

Joe Bellino was inducted into 
the College Football Hall of Fame 
12 years ago, but he really 
belongs in the Smithsonian as 
part of an exhibit on our nation's 
culture, firmly ensconced 
between mom and apple pie. 

While politicians and advertis¬ 
ing executives attempt to pack¬ 
age and sell us the American 
Dream, Joe Bellino has lived it 
with grace and dignity. 

At various stages of his 
remarkable and prt^uctive life, 
he has been a Heisman Trophy 
winner, a naval officer in South¬ 
east Asia during the early days of 
the Vietnam conflict, a profes¬ 
sional football star, a successful 
businessman and a devoted hus¬ 
band and father. 

But before he achieved any of 
this, Joe Bellino was a Winches¬ 
ter gridiron hero. During the 
mid-1950s, he was the Wunderk- 
ind of Winchester High, a source 
of pride for his townspeople. 

It was in this environment that 
Joe Bellino first learned of the 
Naval Academy. 

In those days, the Charlestown 
Navy Yard was still a major 
employer for workmen in the 
Boston area, many of whom had 
homes in outlying suburbs tike 
Winchester. 

“There was a lot of Navy activ¬ 
ity around there,” Bellino 
recounted in a recent interview. 
“There were three retired admi¬ 
rals living in Winchester, and we 
had a real Navy climate around 
the high school. A number of my 
classmates were from Navy fam¬ 
ilies,” he said. 

So it was not entirely surprising 
that Bellino chose to pursue his 
education — and his football 
career — at the Annapolis 
academy. For the next four 
years, he electrified stadiums 
across the nation with his game¬ 
breaking style, 

But Bellino still reserved some 
of his best work for his hometown 
supporters, turning in some of the 
finest performances of his career 
during Navy's two visits to Bos¬ 
ton College. 

“Coming to Boston was like 
playing in my back yard,” he 
said. “With my family at the 
game, and the hometown fans, 1 
had an added incentive to play 
well, and that was always a big 
plus for me.” 

It added up to a big minus for 
BC. Against the Eagles in 1959, 
Bellino, a junior, rushed for two 
touchdowns to help Navy to a 24-8 
win. 

By the time the two teams met 
the following autumn, Joe Bellino 
was well on his way to achieving 
legend status. “Winchester was a 
small town,” he explained. “As I 
grew in national stature, I gained 
a strong following of big home¬ 
town rooters.” 

Scores of Winchester natives 
had begun criscrossing the coun¬ 
try to watch ‘Their Joe’ ply his

trade for Navy. “I had people 
following me to games at Notre 
Dame, Florida, Texas. There was 
always a large group of people 
from Winchester at all the Navy 
games,” he recalled. 

With that type of dedication, 
Bellino wanted to put on an even 
better show for the home folks. 
When the Middies returned to 
Chestnut Hill for the season open¬ 
er on Sept. 17,1960, he was ready. 

Bellino accounted for 20 of 
Navy's 22 points on the day as the 
Midshipmen sank the Eagles, 
22-7. It was an outstanding dis¬ 
play that foreshadowed bigger 
things to come for the Navy 
senior. 

In 1960, college football’s finest 
athletes included Mike Ditka of 
Pitt, Texas’ Tommy Mason and a 
pair of fine quarterbacks named 
Tom Matte and Francis Tarken- 
ton. But none of these talented 
young men earned the distinction 
as the NCAA’s top player. That 
honor belonged to Joe Bellino. 

“Back then,” Bellino noted, 
“the award was prestigious, but 
it didn’t have the TV hype it has 
now. But it was a big thrill to win 
it over all those great players.” 

Bellino’s parents, hard¬ 
working people from Winchester, 
were thrilled by their son’s 
achievement, but they were just 
as proud when he graduated from 
the Naval Academy the following 
spring and began four years of 
active duty in some of the world’s 
more volatile locales. 

Ensign Bellino spent two years 
on a destroyer out of Norfolk, 
Va., before he was transferred in 
1963 to active duty on board a 
mine sweeper in the South China 
Sea off Vietnam. Though South¬ 
east Asia was plunging into war 
during his tenure at sea, Bellino 
carries many fond memories of 
his tour. 

“My four years of active duty 
were probably the most enjoy¬ 
able four years of my life,” he 
stressed, “because of the tre¬ 
mendous amount of respect I 
have for the people I met. I began 
many lifelong friendships there, 
with the other officers, people I

met aboard ships, my class- 
males. I never would trade any of 
it.” 

Upon receiving his discharge in 
1965, Bellino found himself very 
popular with professional football 
franchises in both the established 
NFL and the upstart AFL. 

“I didn’t leave the service to 
play professional football.” he 
emphasized. “It just hap^ned 
that way. 1 had already resigned 
my commission when the 
Washington Redskins drafted 
me.” 

Bellino considered joining the 
Redskins, but decided to return to 
Boston when the AFL Patriots 
also drafted him. 

“After 1 was discharged in July 
of '65, I immediately went to 
training camp with the Patriots,” 
he said. "It wasn’t by design, it 
was just convenient at that 
time.” 

Bellino again thrived before the 
Boston fans, playing three strong 
seasons for the Patriots. This was 
football when the grass was real, 
the Pats held fort at Fenway 
Park, the Raiders were in Oak¬ 
land and the wide-open AFL was 
the rage. 

Player attitudes were a bit dif- 
ferent, as well, Bellino 
remembered. 

“Like any member of the team, 
the most important thing I 
reaped from the Patriots was the 
friends I made with guys from all 
over the country,” he said. 

Bellino has a soft spot for foot¬ 
ball as it was played before the 
AFL-NRL merger. $2 billion TV 
contracts and ESPN. “It was not 
the same money story as today.” 
he said. “Back then, there was 
more of a feeling of football being 
a game. We played because we 
enjoyed it, and made a little 
money in the process. 

“There were some exciting 
times with the Patriots,” he con¬ 
tinued. “We had a chance to be 
one of the teams in the first Super 
Bowl, but we just lost out to the 
Jets in our division. If we had 
won, we would have played Kan¬ 
sas City for a chance to make the 
first Super Bowl, and that was a 
pretty big thing for us.” 

Boston left Bellino unprotected 
in the 1967 expansion draft, and 
he decided to retire rather than 
play for the Cincinnati Bengals, 
the team that selected him. 

“At that point, 1 was 30 years 
old,” he remarked. “I was not 
interested in moving to Cincin¬ 
nati as a rookie for Paul Brown.” 
One key factor in Bellino’s deci¬ 
sion was bis thriving Boston- 
based food service company, 
which he had entered into shortly 
after his discharge from the 
service. 

“I had a relatively new busi¬ 
ness,” he said, “and I decided 
that instead of going to Cincin¬ 
nati, it was time to settle down.” 
The commercial venture proved 
far more successful than the Ben¬ 
gals were in those days, and in 
1976, Bellino sold his half of the 
business to his partner. 



Board trying to get best 
mileage for Gables funds

Members of the Housing Partner¬ 
ship Board are hoping to figure out 
how linkage money from the Gables 
project can be used to provide the 
greatest number of affordable hous¬ 
ing units. 

While members of the Housing 
Partnership Board (HPB) discussed 
a number of issues at their Jan. 4 
meeting, they came up with only 
tentative answers. Members ques¬ 
tioned what impact state funding 
has on how the units are structured, 
if funds should be used for rent 
subsidies or the purchase of units 
and who should administer the units. 
In addition, the board discussed who 
the units should be earmarked for — 
the elderly, low-income families or 
the handicapped. 

The Gables is an independent 
elderly housing project (lEH), 
which was approved last spring by 
Town Meeting. It is situated on land 
near Pond Street. 

According to Selectmen Chairman 
and HPB member Thomas Schmitt, 
the task is "to create the maximum 
number of units — not to larjget any 
one group. Our job right now is not to 
make the decision, ‘who is most in 
need.’ ” 

Updating the board on the Gables 
project and the linkage money, 
Schmitt said that the $511,000 due to 
the town had been deposited in the 
Housing Account as a Letter of Cre¬ 
dit by the construction company for 
the Gables. The linkage funds are 
under the town’s discretion, whatev¬ 
er the outcome of the project. 
Schmitt noted that a Housing Fund 
was established in 1987 to accept 
linkage money and private 
donations.

Selectmen must decide in March 
how this money will be used and for 
whom. According to town by-laws, 
the town may: use the money direct¬ 
ly on-site for rental subsidies; con¬ 
vert the income from the fund into 
housing units, either existing or 
new; or ask the corporation building 
the project to buy units for the town. 

One of the drawbacks of using the 
monies for rental subsidies, accord¬ 
ing to Schmitt, is that eventually the 
number of units subsidized will 
diminish. Since the fund can only 
invest in conservative non-growth 
securities, the income generated 
from it will fall behind the escalation 
in rents, he said. 

HPB Chairman Gerard Polcari 
reported that he and Housing 
Authority member Dennis O’Malley 
had met with the Council on Aging 
and the Winchester Seniors’ Associ¬ 
ation on Nov. 28. They asked seniors 
whether they favored a non-profit 
corporation to handle the linkage 
money or a rental subsidy adminis¬ 
tered by the Housing Authority. 
However, Polcari said there had 
been no consensus. 

Polcari said he believes seniors 
fee) there is a lot of pressure on the 
elderly in Winchester, and that they 
are concerned about the lack of 
housing. However, since the struc¬ 
ture of the non-profit mode) is yet to 
be formulated, Polcari said seniors 
felt it was too soon to determine 
which was the best option. One of 
their concerns, according to Carolyn 
Dettinger, was that a $50,000 subsidy 
(the income from the linkage 
money) to cover two or three apart¬ 
ments would not last long. 

The economic modeling of a pri¬ 
vate non-profit versus a for-profit 
developer should be forthcoming in 
February as part of the study select¬ 
men have asked Town Counsel Wade 
Welch to prepare. According to 
Schmitt, a housing partnership com¬ 
munity land trust in a suburban 
community is a new concept. 


Schmitt said Welch is investigating 
a number of issues, such as the 
benefit of the tax credit passed 
through to the savings institution 
that provides the mortgage money. 

HPB members expressed concern 
as to the degree of representation of 
the elderly in the decision-making 
process of how and who receives the 
subsidized units. Schmitt was asked 
to make sure that the elderly have 
more input before the selectmen 
decide. 

Schmitt made it clear that select¬ 
men are at the information gather¬ 
ing stage and no option had been 
ruled out. He noted that if the link¬ 
age units were built on-site at the 
Gables, they would have the benefit 
of the elderly services provided 
there. However, he noted, these 
would be expensive units for the 
town to buy. 

As to the question of whether the 
Housing Authority would have to 
administer them, O'Malley said, 
“Only if the town gave the deed to 
the Housing Authority. It must be 
the holder of the deed.” 

The affordable housing issue, like 
many others in the town, has 
become more difficult to steer 
because of the uncertainty of state 
funding, noted O'Malley. 

O’Malley reported that the state 
has re-evaluated all outstanding pro¬ 
jects, and that only 58 out of 100 in 
some stage of construction will be 
continued. They have been flat 
funded for next year, with no new 
federal money expected. O’Malley 
was reluctant to commit the authori¬ 
ty to managing the units because of 
dwindling state funding as well as 
the possibility such administration 
would interfere with other program 
funding. 

Before the meeting drew to a 
close, David Mortensen’s motion 
that the Housing Partnership Board 
explore the possibility of building 
congregate housing was accepted.

Chamber has two-fold mission 


Choate Hospital of Woburn has 
been ordered sold to Cummings 
Foundation New Horizons, Inc., a 
non-profit Winchester corporation. 

Judge Harold Lavien issued the 
order in United States Bankruptcy 
Court Jan. 5. The purchase price 
was $3,110,020 in a holly-contested 
acquisition. 

The last patients were seen at 
Choate when the emergency room 
closed there on Dec. 29. 1989, 
According to Winchester Hospital 
President Eugene Loubicr. Winches¬ 
ter expects to enter a long-term 
lease of the former emergency room 
for the operation of an urgent care 
walk-in clinic. 

Most of the modern Woburn prop¬ 
erty, however, is expected to be used 
for assisted elderly housing. Accord¬ 
ing to William S. Cummings, presi¬ 
dent of Cummings Foundation New 
Horizons, Inc., the first of more than 
100 residents are expected to move 
in by July. 

The new facility will have a strong 
emphasis on community activities 
and will provide thi’ec meals a day 
for all residents. In addition to hav¬ 
ing the Winchester Hospital clinic 
right wilhin the same building, sour¬ 


ces indicate that there will also be 
physical therapy and a variety of 
other medically related services 
available for residents there. 

All residents are ex|>ected to have 
fully-independenl private units with 
private baths. Large common areas, 
landscaped grounds and an ambi¬ 
tious recreation program are 
expected to enhance the appeal of 
the many varieties of living units, 
which will be offered first to resi¬ 
dents of Woburn and its surrounding 
communities. 

According to Cummings, the new 
organization will operate as a model 
of what can be done at the local level 
with neither state nor federal 
involvement. Residents will not 
purchase units, but will make 
endowment payments which will be 
refunded to them or their heirs when 
they leave. The endowments for the 
first group of residents are expected 
to be between $40,00 and $70,000 per 
unit, depending on the size of the 
individual suite and the number of 
occupants.

For the Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce, providing support to 
the town is one of the important 
ways to do business.

Senate OK’s 
appeals process 

The Massachusetts Senate this 
week approved a bill, sponsored by 
State Senator Salvatore R. Albano 
(D-Somerville), that establishes a 
fair process of appeals for veterans 
seeking state services. The measure 
was designed to adjust the current 
appeals process, which allows the 
Commissioner of Veterans Services 
two chances to terminate veterans 
benefits. Under the new’ process, the 
Commissioner would be obligated to 
accept the decision of an administra¬ 
tive law appeals panel. This piece of 
legislation, previously passed by the 
House of Representatives, also gives 
veterans the right to a judicial 
review by the state Superior Court. 

Senator Albano, Chairman of the 
Legislature’s Veterans Affairs Sub¬ 
committee, calls this bill "an impor¬ 
tant tool for veterans seeking state 
services. A binding decision by an 
impartial appeals panel is the only 
truly fair way to settle disputes over 
veterans benefits. 1 applaud these 
fine citizens for the devoted service 
they have offered our country. Now 
we owe our veterans support ser¬ 
vices that are as accessible as 
possible." 

Disabled win 
housing rights 

Only minutes before a crucial mid¬ 
night deadline, legislation assuring 
housing rights for the disabled won 
final approval from both branches of 
the Massachusetts Legislature. The 
bill prohibits discrimination in hous¬ 
ing against disabled persons and 
requires that certain accommoda¬ 
tions be made accessible to the 
handicapped. 


LEGAL NOTICES 


According to Senator Salvatore R. 
Albano (D-Somerville), one of the 
measure’s chief Senate sponsors, 
"Many disabled people find them¬ 
selves denied housing solely because 
of their disability. I have always 
considered this blatant discrimina¬ 
tion to be disgraceful. But now it will 
finally become illegal." 

The so-called "Housing Bill of 
Rights for Persons with Disabili¬ 
ties" requires new multi-family 
apartment units lo be accessible. 
Another provision of the bill seeks 
modifications of dwellings for spe¬ 
cific disabled tenants if such altera¬ 
tions do not pose an undue hardship 
on the landlord. Modifications would 
be required only for dwellings con¬ 
taining 10 or more units and receiv¬ 
ing public funds. 

Several minutes after the bill was 
passed, the legislative year expired, 
effectively killing any pending prop¬ 
osals. The Governor has indicated 
that he will sign the measure into 
law.

Whistling softly and sharpening 
their hacksaws, until such time as 
the big teary eye of the American 
media should find another story to 
follow and take its limited and wan¬ 
dering attention span off to see about 
it. A whale isn’t a symbol to those 
practical folks: it’s dinner. 

I saw graffiti in the bathroom of a 
local junior high not long ago, 
where, you would expect, the senti¬ 
ments would run to things like “I 
love Jason” and “Metallica Rules”. 
Instead, in neat small script, I read, 
“Enjoy your fur coat: its last owner 
died in it." More and more these 
sentiments are in evidence. Animal 
lovers throw ink, tomatoes, even 
paint at people in furs these days:

I know touchy stuff when I see it. 
For the last ten years in this space I 
have spoken plainly, sometimes 
about controversial subjects, even 
used the correct words for real-life 
anatomical parts. There wasn’t a 
murmur. (The Managing Editor of a 
New England daily shook his head at 
a convention last winter, “I never 
thought Td see the day when the 
phrase ‘anal intercourse’ could 
appear in a family newspaper.”) 
But I wrote one column five years 
ago about how my cat had killed a 
few birds, and the roar of protest 
could be heard in the Azores. I 
literally got letters all the way from 
Minneapolis. One lady called me a 
sadist; another said my children 
should be taken away from me.

Winchester police had received 
many complaints about the speed 
of trucks carrying fill on Church 
Street and Waterfield Road for 
the new overpass, Town.speople 
said the trucks entered Church 
Street in the area of the Common 
without stopping. Winchester 
police patrol cars were instructed 
to watch and correct the 
situation.

Albano helps 
with housing bill 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Governor Dukakis will soon sign a 
Housing Bill of Rights to outlaw 
housing discrimination against dis¬ 
abled persons and put teeth into the 
state’s ability to enforce housing 
rights for all minority groups, The 
legislative process worked well to 
produce a law with important new 
protections for some of our most 
disadvantaged citizens, yet is 
acceptable to the real estate 
industry. 

State Representative Kevin Fitz¬ 
gerald (D-Boston) and State Senator 
Frederick Berry (D-Peabody) 
deserve our thanks for their leader¬ 
ship role as sponsors of the bill. 
Senator Sal Albano (D-Somerville) 
also made significant contibulions 
through his participation in the legi¬ 
slative process. As a co-sponsor, 
Senator Albano worked closely with 
members of the disability communi¬ 
ty and the Senate leadership to help 
ensure timely consideration by the 
legislature. As usual, Senator Alba¬ 
no proved himself to be a most 
dependable advocate for the rights 
of disabled persons. 

The new law is a great accom¬ 
plishment, establishing: 

• a central registry to match 
accessible apartment housing with 
persons who need it; 

• design standards to ensure 
that new construction of multifamily 
housing can be used by disabled 
persons; 

• broad housing discrimination 
protections for disabled persons, 
including the responsibility of a 
landlord to make a reasonable 
accommodation unless it would 
impose an undue hardship; 

• enhanced enforcement of hous¬ 
ing rights for all minorities through 


access to the courts, and damages 
and attorney fees if discrimination is 
proven. 

At a lime of fiscal crisis and legi¬ 
slative stalemate, it is encouraging 
to see the process work for the public 
good at little cost to the 
Commonwealth.

We should 
all be grateful for the efforts these 
petitions represent regardless of 
whether we support or oppose the 
ends to which the petitions were 
directed. 

The Board of Selectmen also 
should value the support of their 
efforts to evolve a best solution to 
the town’s financial crisis. They 
have asked for input. Last Monday 
night they received exactly that.

By ignoring 
this fact those who seek a "onc- 
liinc" override of Proposition 2':. to 
maintain current spending are 
either deluding themselves or the 
public. 

Unless the Commonwealth 
intervenes with an Increase in local 
aide which would appear unlikely, a 
"onc-limc” override would very 
likely be followed by demands for 
additional overrides in succeeding 
years current level of spending. The 
not effect of pursuing such policies 
would lx? to return to the bad old- 
days of pre-proposition 2‘a when 
property taxes increased year after 
year. 

Rather than looking for quick fix¬ 
es, it would be more realistic to 
either cut spending to a level which 
is sustainable by the current lax 
base or to encourage growth in com¬ 
mercial properly. The public must 
recognize that single family homes 
just do not generate enough revenue 
to maintain a high level of municipal 
ex|)endilure. So instead of constant¬ 
ly fighting commercial expansion 
the town must learn that only com¬ 
mercial or industrial properly can 
generate a revenue surplus. 

By the same token the public must 
learn to see through the myths of the 
educational establishment. For 
example, the benefits of very low 
pupil/teacher ratios have been seri¬ 
ously overaled. The Winchester 
school system produces good results 
as much because of the fact that it 
starts out vs iih good material as that 
it pursues any particular education¬ 
al methods. 

The only way Winchester can 
solve its fiscal problems is if wc open 
ourselves to new ideas and forget 
about doing business as usual.

“If wishes were horses, all beg¬ 
gars would ride," and if learning 
could bo given, all Winchester’s 
children could watch television day 
and night and go skiing every 
weekend, do no homework or study¬ 
ing and still be smart enough to 
teach at Harvard. Princeton or Yale 
when they grew up. 

Unfortunately, reality dictates 
that this is not the case. So, if our 
scores are low, and Japan and Ger¬ 
many, etc., beat us in Ih# marketp¬ 
lace and in the scientific and finan¬ 
cial worlds, perhaps wc should take 
a long look at our respective educa¬ 
tional systems. Maybe their system 
is better than ours. And please 
remember that wc had everything 
and they had nothing when they first 
started to beat us at our own game! 
Certainly we out-spent them, but 
still they managed to outrank us. 

I say it is not money that is lack¬ 
ing.

encouraged revenues from sources 
other than property taxes. Our prop¬ 
erly taxes are already one of the 
highest in the state, and we should 
not allow the school and municipal 
departments of the town to continue 
spending at the shameful levels that 
they have become accustomed to in 
recent years. 

The Winchester Taxpayers Asso¬ 
ciation has consistently recom¬ 
mended expenditure constraints, 
e g., to keep annual salary raises 
within projected revenues and con¬ 
tractual agreements flexible so that 
we have options available in future 
years. Our town government must 
not ignore the overburdened taxpay¬ 
ers as they struggle to pay these 
high taxes, water bills and fees in 
order to keep and live in their 
Winchester homes. 

On the municipal side of the 
budget, the selectmen have voted to 
freeze the managerial salaries start¬ 
ing next July. This was a suggestion 
originally made by the Winchester 
Taxpayers Association as a result of 
recent unreasonably high salary 
raises, as high as 13 percent. In my 
judgment, such raises are not con¬ 
sistent with living under Proposition 
2 V 4 , and they are unfair to the tax¬ 
payers of Winchester. 

If 1 hadn't watched the School 
Committee’s performance on Tues¬ 
day evening, Jan. 9, I would have 
found it untelievabie. It was dis¬ 
couraging to watch as the commit¬ 
tee ratified by a 3 to 2 vote, taken in 
executive session, to give a five-year 
contract to a superintendent of 
schools who in the judgment of many 
people spends more activity promot¬ 
ing an override than performing his 
contractual duties. At a recent 
School Committee hearing this same 
superintendent stated very rudely, 
with profanity, that the taxpayers of 
the town could forego buying one 
bottle of soda per day to pay for an 
override. His annual salary alone is 
$76,290. The taxpayers of the town 
must realize that his current salary 
will be increased again in July. We 
also have a curriculum superinten¬ 
dent at a salary of $59,846, a finan¬ 
cial superintendent with a salary of 
$63,297, and other school administra¬ 
tors with hefty salaries too numer¬ 
ous to mention. 

A five-year contract should never 
be given to any town employee since 
it reduces options while tying the 
hands of future elected officials. 
Many concerned taxpayers tried to 
point out the folly of a five-year 
contract, but it fell on deaf ears. 
How can we, the taxpayers of the 
town, support such actions by this 
school committee? We can not and 
we should notl In my opinion, the 
school committee should be 
recalled. Winchester has had a 
declining school enrollment for 
many years, yet 58 percent of the 
town’s budget goes to the schools. 
Uncontrolled, unnecessary and 
wasteful growth of the school budget 
Is unfair to all taxpayers in the town. 

All the taxpayers, including the 18 
percent of homeowners who have 
children In the school system, should 
be aware of some of the decisions 
made by our misguided boards. 
They are misguided when their only 
concern is to spend all the tax dol¬ 
lars on the schools. The taxpayers 
may be assured that any override 
will cost, and cost plenty, much 
more than one bottle of soda per day, 
if it succeeds. There is a certain 
irresponsible group in town that 
even after two overwhelming 
defeats of previous override 
attempts simply doesn't get the mes¬ 
sage that the taxpayers are already 
overburdened and that the dollars 
aren’t there for more foolish 
overspending. 

The Winchester Taxpayers Asso¬ 
ciation is against any override of 
Proposition 2'-^. The homeowner 
must be able to afford to live in town, 
and we must pul a stop to runaway 
overspending. Therefore, the

Harbor cleanup 
is updated 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The year 1989 was marked by 
many significant milestones in the 


court-ordered cleanup of Boston 
Harbor: 

• Discharge of scum into the har¬ 
bor was stopped. This most visible 
form of harbor pollution consisting 
of plastics and grease which float on 
the water is now processed, stabil¬ 
ized and landfilled rather than being 
simply dumped into the water. 

• A “no strike” labor agreement 
was negotiated with the 25 construc¬ 
tion trade unions that will work on 
the project. The agreement ensures 
that no delays will occur due to work 
strikes or labor management 
disputes. 

• Conceptual design of all sanitary 
treatment facilities related to the 
Boston Harbor Project w’as 
completed. 

• A computer aided drafting and 
design (CADD) system was 
installed to ensure uniformity of 
design among the numerous firms 
working on the harbor project. 

• Operated a pilot plant on Deer 
Island to yield valuable data on 
design and performance of the per¬ 
manent secondary treatment plant, 

• Began demolishing World War II 
era bunkers on Deer Island to make 
way for construction of a new prim¬ 
ary and secondary treatment plant 
on the site. 

• Began construction of piers at 
Deer Island, Nut Island, and the 
Fore River Staging Area (old Quin¬ 
cy Shipyard) to allow the movement 
of heavy equipment and bulk con¬ 
struction materials by water. 

• Awarded contracts to companies 
to operate a water transport ferry 
and bus service to move construc¬ 
tion personnel and vehicles to Deer 
Island and Nut Island. 

« Began to lay a submarine cable 
from South Boston to Deer Island. 
The cable will provide 20 megawatts 
of power to meet construction needs 
on Deer Island. 

• Completed 90 percent hard 
design plans for two imderwatcr 
tunnels: a five-mile inter-island tun¬ 
nel from Nut Island in Quincy to 
Deer Island and a nine and one-half 
mile effluent outfall tunnel from 
Deer Island to the bay. 

Plans for 1990 include completion 
of the marine water transportation 
facilities at Nut Island, Squantum 
Point, Mystic River, and Deer 
Island; early site preparation on 
Deer Island which includes a large 
earthmoving contract to create a 
noise barrier to shield Winthrop; 
and advertising and award of the 
two major tunneling contracts. 

Here’s an example of a public 
works program that all generations 
will continue to benefit from. You 
can help the harbor cleanup by con¬ 
tacting your state legislator. Unless 
the MWRA is allowed to retain its 
independent ability to raise 
revenues, it’s bond rating suffers. 
Each one-fourth percent of higher 
bond interest rale will cost MWRA 
ratepayers more than $lt >0 million in 
unneessary costs. 

Let’s not let politics interfere with 
tough cleanup realities. We missed 
out on federal funding in the 
mid-1970's due to political hand 
wringing and lame ducking of 
responsibilities. Sure the MWRA has 
had its problems such as spending 
ratepayers money on political con¬ 
tributions, siting sludge facilities, 
and the headquarters imbroglio. Bui 
that’s no reason to impede progress 
by letting the stale bureaucrats 
wrest control of the program with 
their triple bad bond rating. Let's 
maintain our scrutiny of this land¬ 
mark engineering and construction 
program that is well under way.

Johnson disputes 
Sobkowicz letter

I think that Is is important that the 
public know that Mrs. Sobkowicz’s 
editorial (Jan. 4) , commenting on 
Mrs. Scarfo’s letter, had a serious 
inaccuracy in her account of Dr. 
Mitsakos’ comments about the

To be fair, I cannot quote Dr. 
Mitsakos word for word, but I can 
tell you the lone and focus of his 
response.

You see, I 
was the parent who initiated the 
question, “Dr. Mitsakos, I've heard 
that you may be closing an elemen¬ 
tary school.

proceeded to press the nue.stion. “If 
a school was to close, which one 
would il be?” 

Again Dr, Mitsakos answered the 
question by saying that this was not 
an issue because it was not foreseo- 
ahlo. But. I pressed again, because I 
wanted an answer to my question, 
“Again Dr. Mitsakos, if you had to 
close an elementary school today, 
which one would il be?" Dr. Milsa- 
kos’ comment and I do quote, 
“Vinson-Owen.” 

As you can see. Mrs. Sobkowicz 
was inaccurate when she staled. “At 
that meeting Dr. Mitsakos slated 
that there were no plans to close an 
elementary school at that time.” As 
you can see, “at that lime” is a vital 
phrase in changing the meaning of 
his message and was never a part of 
the dialogue. 

And when Mrs. Sobkowicz says. 
“He ... acknowledged that such an 
action was very real ,,, and even 
identified Vinson-Owen as the most 
likely candidate ... ” simply docs 
not relate the real conversation 
which took place or the proper con¬ 
text in which the information about 
the Vinsoji-Owen school as a choice, 
emerged. As described earlier in 
this letter, the school's name was 
extracted after three persistent 
questions.

Mrs. Sobkowicz, why 
are you writing editorial comment 
on a meeting at which you were not 
present? The question also arises as 
to where you got your information. 
Now there’s a real question.

Albano comments 
on insurance 
for health care 

TO THE EDITOR; 

The United States and South Afri¬ 
ca are the only developed nations 
without a national health insurance 
program. The fundamental flaws in 
our current health care system 
require some system-wide overhaul. 

Our current health care system in 
extremely expensive. We spend 
about $600 billion annually, a figure 
that has been growing at twice (or 
more) the rate of inflation. Runaway 
health care expenses are an espe¬ 
cially acute problem for Massa¬ 
chusetts, where hospital costs per 
capita run 35 percent above the 
national average. To the detriment 
of other budgetary priorilites like 
education and environmental prog¬ 
rams, our health care commitments 
threaten to eat away a progressively 
larger portion of the budget. 

Our tremendous level of spending 
on health care (more per person 
than any other country) has bought 
us a system that is neither equitable 
nor efficient. Our infant mortality 
rale ranks a dismal 22nd. Millions of 
people are uninsured; millions more 
arc inadequately covered. Superflu¬ 
ous medical services and vast admi¬ 
nistrative waste are rewarded by 
our system’s reimbursement prac¬ 
tices. (Indeed, the recent growth 
rale of health care administrators 
has outpaced growth in physicians 
by about three to one.) At the same 
lime, preventive and community- 
based services, which prove cost 
effective, are starved in our system. 
In sum, our current health care 
system is failing us. 

In response to these problems, I 
have proposed the establishment of 
the Massachusetts Health Security 
Program, an improved health care 
system for all stale residents. This 
program (already endorsed by 45 
community organizations) would 
provide universal access to all 
necessary medical services, reo¬ 
rient priorities to emphasize preven¬ 
tive and community health prog¬ 
rams, and minimize administrative 
expenses. Funding would be pro¬ 
vided by four sources: a pooling of 
federal and stale health care dollars 
already allocated to various prog¬ 
rams, a five-percent lax on payrolls 
and self-employment (to be offset by 
health insurance expenditures), a 
temporary lax on the sale of harmful 


materials, and savings reaped from 
the new system's more efficient 
administrative procedures. It is my 
hope that the establishment of such 
a program will spur much needed 
federal action in the area of health 
care reform. 

Legislators are increasingly rea¬ 
lizing that nothing short of major 
change can enable us to provide 
equitable health care coverage to all 
residents, to efficiently spend our 
health care dollars, and to effective¬ 
ly contain future growth in health 
care costs,

Beacon Hill Roll Call 
Volume 17 — Report No. 1 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
January 12, 1990 

The House and Senate — The House 
and Senate did not hold any roll calls 
last week as the legislature met only 
briefly while House leaders con¬ 
tinued to try to round up enough 
votes to pass a new tax package to 
cover a deficit projected at up to $800 
million. 

On January 4, Governor Dukakis 
vetoed several million dollars in pro¬ 
jected savings in a $350 million defi¬ 
cit reduction plan and then signed 
the package. During seven days of 
House consideration of the package, 
there were over lOO roll calls. This 
week, “Beacon Hill Roll Call’’- 
records local representatives' votes 
on 10 of those previously unrecorded 
roll calls on the controversial pack¬ 
age (H 6464). 

Legislative Services — House 83-70, 
rejected an amendment further 
reducing proposed funding for legi¬ 
slative committee services from 
$4.69 million to $4.5 million. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said this will save 
almost $400,000 and still allow 
adequate staffing. Opponents said 
this will hurt committees which need 
adequate professional staff. 

A Yea vote is for the $400,000 cut. A 
Nay vote is against the cut. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Rules — House 99-58, rejected an 
amendment reducing funding for the 
House Committee on Rules from 
$1,179 million to $1,032 million. 
Amendment supporters said this 
leadership haven which rarely 
meets should be cut to save $147,000. 
Opponents said this account has 
already been reduced and argued it 
is staffed with professionals who 
work hard. 

A Yea vote is for the $147,000 cut. A 
Nay vote is against the cut. 

Casey voted yes. 

10 Percent Cuts — House 93-63, 
approved a further amendment to a 
proposed amendment replacing the 
detailed budget cuts with a require¬ 
ment for the Governor, Constitution¬ 
al Officers and legislature to make 
10 percent cuts in their respective 
branches' payrolls. The further 
amendment would give the Ways 
and Means Committees the power to 
review and change any reductions 
which disproportionately affect any 
one level of workers. Supporters of 
the further amendment said il will 
insure that lower level workers who 
do the real work are not cut. Oppo¬ 
nents said the amendment is too

MBTA — House 85-69, rejected an 
amendment to a section of the pack¬ 
age capping any fiscal 1991 MBTA 
operating budget increase at 5 per¬ 
cent over fiscal 1990. The amend¬ 
ment would reduce the cap to 2.5 
percent. Amendment supporters 
said this would save millions and 
force the T to be fiscally responsible. 
Opponents said this would result in a 
drastic decrease in services. 

A Yea vote is for the 2.5 percent 
cap. A Nay vote is against il. 

Casey voted no. 

Police — House 145-2, rejected an 
amendment providing for a phase¬ 
out of the Criminal Justice Training 
Council and requiring local com¬ 
munities to takeover the expense 
and job of training new local police 
officers by July 1,1990, Amendment 
supporters said this drastic action 
will eliminate this controversial 
council and force the legislature to 
act on a plan to replace it. Opponents 
said the amendment will cost local 
communities’ millions to train 
police.

A Nay vote is 
against il.

Community Music School showcases talent this Sunday 


and I am particularly happy that 
Winchester will have the opportuni¬ 
ty to hear them.” 

The Community Music School, co¬ 
founded by Nichols and Sandy 
Thompson, began life as a pilot prog¬ 
ram nine years ago, in February 
1981. Until 1985 it operated under the 
umbrella of the Belmont Music 
School and under the name the 
Winchester Music Program 
(changed to its current name in 
1986). 

It was organized with the follow’- 
ing goals: to offer a profe.ssional 
level of instruction to students of all 
ages, for |)ersonal enrichment and 
for the development of special 
talent; to offer ensemble experi¬ 
ences and performance opportuni¬ 
ties; to support the public school 
music prograjn; and to support mus¬ 
ic in the community, 

'J’he Music School can now boast 
an enrollment of 250 students and 33 


faculty (eight of whom will be per¬ 
forming at the concert) and is a 
member of the National Guild of 
Community Schools of the Arts, It 
provides instruction in vocal and 
instrumental music and music 
theory, as well as ensemble couch¬ 
ing, and eurhytlimic classes. 

Available instrumental instruc¬ 
tion includes: banjo, baritone horn, 
electric bass, cello, clarinet, classi¬ 
cal guitar, flute, French horn, gui¬ 
tar, jazz improvisation, electric key¬ 
board, mandolin, oboe, percussion, 
recorder, saxophone, trombone, 
trumpet, tuba, viola and violin. 

In addition to providing instruc¬ 
tion, the school also provides occa¬ 
sional performance opportunities. 
Though student or faculty recitals 
arc rare, small student ensembles 
have performed at various occa¬ 
sions and places in town, including a 
high school art show, u garden club 
meeting, and Music ('lul> meetings. 


A flute trio has performed during 
the holidays at the Winchester Sav¬ 
ings Bank and at the Friends of the 
Hospital Champagne Brunch. A 
recorder duo contributed to the 
entertainment during last year’s 
Scholarship Foundation Telethon, 
The Seniors’ Recorder Ensemble 
and other sudent ensembles have 
performed at the Mt, Vernon House 
and the Aberjona Nursing Home. 

One feature that has marked the 
history and development of the 
school is the help and support from 
the community. “How beneficial it 
is,” comments Nichols, “to have a 
sharing of talents and 
enthusiasms.” 

In return, the school supports and 
helps other musical efforts in town. 
It co-sponsored the campaign for 
Winchestet’s Grand and the 
Winchester Celebrates Music con¬ 
cert and now is lending a helping 
hand to the new' Winchester Concert 


Scries. It has been involved, with the 
high school music department and 
senior center, with the annual 
intcrgeneratlonal concerts at the 
Jenks Center. 

Their newsletter announces cur¬ 
rent musical events and recent 
accomplishments of students, facul¬ 
ty and community groups. The 
school also provides a helpful ser¬ 
vice with its instrument exchange 
(started by Friends of the High 
School Music Department), a clear¬ 
ing house to pul buyers and sellers of 
instruments in touch with one 
another. 

Space does not permit detailing 
the credits of the Music School’s 
faculty, though un advance look at 
Sunday’s program reveals an 
impressive range of local, national 
and international performance 
experience. Several from the school 
have already performed in Winches¬ 
ter, at Music Society meetings, in 


churches, and at Mill Fond Con¬ 
certs. Others may be heard later this 
year at the Xylophunia Concert on 
April 8. sponsored by the Friends of 
the Library for the Music in the 
Library series. 

Commenting on this coming con¬ 
cert, Nichols says, “Musical interest 
has blossomed in recent years, and 
we are happy to see the Concert 
Series add to the reputation of the 
town. We see it as an opportunity for 
students as well as adults to hear 
fine live music at a convenient time 
and place."

He was a familiar figure 
coaching soccer, baseball and 
basketball. 


Cooperative 
nursery to open 
additional class 

The Winchester Cooperative 
Nursery School will hold it's annual 
Open House on Tuesday, Feb. 6, at 8 
p.m. (doors open at 7:30) in the 
Symmes Room at the Unitarian 
Church, 478 Main St. Registration 
for the 1990-91 school year will begin 
at the Open House. 

Since 1968, this non-sectarian 
school has offered a wide range of 
preschool programs in which 
parents and children share learning 
experiences. Parents assist the 
teacher on a rotating basis and are 
responsible for administering and 
maintaining the school by serving on 
the Board of Directors or on the 
various committees. This, combined 
with the availability of scholarship 
funding, helps keep the tuition costs 
at a reasonable level. 

Due to an increasing need for 
preschool spaces for children of 
families within the Winchester com¬ 
munity, the Winchester Cooperative 
Nursery School is offering an addi¬ 
tional four-afternoun class begin¬ 
ning in Sept. 1990. This pre-K class 
(full or minima] parent help options) 
for four and five year olds will meet 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday afternoons. Also offered for 
the 1990-91 school year are two- 
morning (Tuesday and Thursday) 
and three-morning (Monday, Wed¬ 
nesday, Friday) classes for three 
and four year olds (both full parent 
help). For four and five year olds 
there is another four-afternoon, pre- 
K (Monday through Thursday, full 
parent help), and a five-morning 
pre-K class (full or minimal parent 
help options). 

Students may also participate in 
an afternoon “Extended Day” prog¬ 
ram on Wednesday and Friday’s 
from 11:45 a.m. until 2:45 p.m. In 
addition, a very successful “June 
Bug" activity program (five full 
days) is offered in June to round out 
the public school year calendar. 

The Open House provides an 
opportunity for interested parents/ 
guardians to see the facilities, meet 
and talk with teachers and parents 
of children currently enrolled, and 
obtain registration application 
forms.

Even 
though this was an unpopular 
decision he had to be admired for 
supporting it. Time passed and 
before long the stranger's face 
became commonplace in the cor¬ 
ridors of Winchester High School. 
The stranger’s face was seen at 
the high school's sporting events 
both during the school week and 
on weekends. 

Day after day the stranger 
became more of an integral part

Bartlett holds 
fall registration 

Registration for Bartlett School, 
40 Samoset Road, Winchester are 
now being accepted for September 
classes. Bartlett School was founded 
in 1933 by the mother of the present 
Director, Norine T. Casey. Mrs. 
Casey had been a Boston school 
teacher and when her husband was 
hospitalized, she opened a small 
class in her own home on Bartlett 
Avenue, Arlington. 

This house was a duplex and gra¬ 
dually most rooms became class¬ 
rooms. After Norine T. Casey 
received her M.S. in Education at 
Radcliffe she joined her mother at 
Bartlett School where she taught 
first grade and gradually assumed 
the administrative role. In 1977 Miss 
Casey moved Bartlett School to 
Winchester, first to 83 Church Street 
and in 1981 to its present location on 
Samoset Road. 

Bartlett School accepts children in 
kindergarten class (four years of 
age), sub primary class (five years 
of age), and grades one through 
eight. Classes are kept small tp 
promote personal attention. All 
Bartlett faculty have AB degree and 
most have MA degrees. Children are 
accepted after a personal interview 
with the Diector, and in the case of 
children transferring in the grades, 
after passing an admissions test. 
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Bartlett School accepts children of 
any race, color or creed, and gradu¬ 
ates of Bartlett School have been 
accepted to and succeeded in all the 
fine independent schools in our reg¬ 
ion as well as in the local public 
schools. An optional extended day 
program is offered to kindergarten 
and sub primary parents. 

The curriculum at Bartlett is a 
traditional one with a students start¬ 
ing the study of French in grade 
four. Reading is taught with special 
stress on phonics in primary grades, 
required book reports and reading of 
Junior Great Books in upper grades. 
A student newspaper is published 
frequently containing the best crea¬ 
tive writing. 

Daily homework reinforces class 
work. All students in addition to 
classroom teachers have specialists 
in computer studies, science, physi¬ 
cal education, music, and art. Fre¬ 
quent field trips are made to local 
museums, youth concerts at Sym¬ 
phony Hall etc. and once monthly 
enrichment groups including 
authors, dancers, and drama groups 
come to Bartlett. 

This year the Bartlett School has 
had particularly active after-school 
programs, including clubs for com¬ 
puter, sports, drama, cooking, and 
art. 

Parents are encouraged to take an 
active part in the life of Bartlett 
School, and many social and fun¬ 
draising functions are planned. Tui¬ 
tion has been kept at a moderate 


of the school. He began to enter¬ 
tain the students with his daily 
trivia questions or riddles. New 
contests were created and school- 
wide activities concocted to make 
the high school a more welcom¬ 
ing and pleasant place. Mr. 
Ritchie realized that to be a suc¬ 
cess he must be personal.

School has been in session 
almost four months and already 
Mr. Ritchie has brought a breath 
of fresh air to the high school.

However, in this 
particular situation 1 must admit 
it appears to be working out. 
McCall is still thriving and even 
getting better under Mr. 
French’s continued tutelage and 
who else but Mr. French can 
handle the proposal to combine 
the sixth grade with the junior 
high? 

The high school is now enjoying 
Mr. Ritchie’s innovative leader¬ 
ship. The School Committee has 
provided the youth of Winchester 
with strong leadership at both the 
junior high and high school to 
guide them through some of the 
most difficult years of their lives.

Montessori 
school breaks 
ground on project 

Children, parents and staff of the 
Lexington Montessori School recen¬ 
tly broke ground on a $1.3 million 
expansion project at the School’s 
three acre property on Pleasant 
Street in Lexington. The project, 
scheduled for completion this sum¬ 
mer, includes construction of a new, 
11,6(X) square foot classroom build¬ 
ing and gymnasium, remodelling of 
the existing building (the 1775 Wel¬ 
lington Homestead), and the clear¬ 
ing of 1.2 acres for athletic fields. 

The Lexington Montessori School 
is a private, non-denominational 
school serving children aged 3-12 
from a wide variety of western and 
northern suburbs. Its educational 
program features multi-age classes 
where children learn by doing, a 
curriculum based on manipulative 
materials, and a learning environ¬ 
ment which promotes independence 
and self-discipline. The School cur¬ 
rently has an international student 
body of 163 boys and girls and will 
expand enrollment to 190 over the 
next few year^. 

“Our greatest dream is turning 
into a physical reality,’’ said Head¬ 
mistress Jane Mack, who helped 
found the school in 1964. “For years 
we have wanted to provide our stu¬ 
dents with a physical plant as unique 
as the education they are receiving. 
We had the will, but until now we 
never had the way.” 

The way was provided through an 
innovative financial arrangment 
between the School, Wainwright 
Bank and Trust Company of Boston, 
and the Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency (MIFA). Wainw¬ 
right will provide 100 percent con¬ 
struction and permanent financing 
for the project through its private 
purchase of an industrial revenue 
bond, issued by MIFA but supported 
solely by the credit of the School. i

• theater in Arlington and Winchester, 
Epiphany Church Choir in Winches¬ 
ter and a member of the vestry at 
that church. 

Early in his career, prior to the 
World War I. he was advertising 
manager of the Kellog Sanatorium 
in Buttle Creek, Mich. It was there 
that Dr. Kellog developed the for- 
umula for corn flakes lo supplement 
Ihe vegetarian did featured at the 
sanatorium. Mr. Mauger served in 
World War I as a first lieutenant in 
the Quartermaster Corps stationed 
in Italy. He was the last American 
officer to leave Italy in I9I9 having 
stayed behind after the armistice to 
liquidate U.S. supplies and 
materials. 

In 1918 he married Blanche Vail, 
also of Arlington High School Class 
of 191U who predeceased him In 1984 
al age 92.

Jeff Foster (130) 
took on a man who had beaten Rouch 
of Natick who had decisioned Jeff by 
a single point in the finals at the 
Belmont Tournament last week. 

Foster fought a smart match and 
with the score tied was awarded a 
penalty point for his opponent’s 
stalling and won, 5-4. Hugh Turcotte 
(135) looked tired but had a weak 
opponent whom he pinned in the 
second. Chris Ebanks (140) 
extended the lead by hitting an open¬ 
ing headlock for a quick fall. Ebanks 
is now back to mid-season form. 
Adam Finn (145) was involved in a 
match with so many moves that the 
match notes have footnotes. He won 
21-12 and put the team ahead 31-12. 
Rob Saez at 152 pushed this good 
thing along with his 14th straight win 
by fall. 

Mike Britt again moved up to 160 
and became a relentless machine 
using the painful back double arm 
bar for a nearfall and pin putting the 
match on ice, 43-12. JV Campbell 
Foster (171) mucked about for a bit 
but left his head on the mat and was 
pinned. Jamie Mabardy (189) lost by 
decision and Coach Tremblay 
declined to send Branley out at 
Heavyweight so the final score was 
43-27. 

In the tournament finals, some 
very strange things happened. At 103 
Chuck Held took an early five-point 
lead and never trailed but was even¬ 
tually tied, 19-19. Held hustled but 


tried pinning combinations from 
decidedly non-perpendicular posi¬ 
tions and was frequently rolled on 
his own back. Munroe (112) and 
Byrne (119) were pinned.

This sophomore's record is a 
very respectable 19-4 despite this off 
moment, Adam Finn (140) got right 
down to business, scoring two near- 
falls in the first and then sank the 
deepest half nelson of Winchester’s 
season for the fall in the second. 

Westford then sent out their pretty 
good 145‘pounder and Rob Saez 
came out to meet him. On seeing 
Saez, the Westford coach withdrew 
his man and forfeited. Consultation 
of the MIAA rule book resulted in the 
referee condoning this foolishness. 

Mike Britt (152) consequently had 
to take on Westford's best man. 
Mike took the guy down but then 
lapsed in wrestling judgement by 
turning onto his own back to lose by 
fall. The score was then lied, 26-26. 

Paul Rowe (160) isn’t anywhere 
near the size of most 160-pounders, 
and his opponent was sadistically 
tearing at Paul’s shoulder joint 
when Coach Tremblay halted the 
match to avoid foreseeable injury. 
Alex Martinelli (171) took his man 
down and pinned him. 

It was refreshing moment for the 
fans — Martinelli is for real, With a 
year of training, he could be in 
contention for state honors, Jamie 
Mabardy (189) did the same thing, 
Mabardy has done yeoman’s work 
way above his natural weight all 
year and deserves credit for sus¬ 
tained effort. 

However, the score was now 37-32 
and if the hulk waiting for Billy 
Branley could fulfill his all-to- 
evident basic desires, Branley would 
be dogfood soon and Westford would 
win by a single point. This was a 
case where the biter got bit. 

Branley slipped behind for the 
takedown and hit a totally ill- 
advised half nelson before breaking 
his man down properly. Fortunate¬ 
ly, his opponent chose the same 
moment to flip on his own back for 
his own personal reasons.

Ombudsmen 
help seniors 

Imagine you are an elderly person 
living in a nursing home and you 
have a problem that you can't solve 
by yourself. 

Perhaps the rail running alongside 
your bed is loo high and you can't get 
out of bed in the morning to go to the 
bathroom. Maybe your mattress is 
too hard and your back is suffering. 
Or you’ve noticed that lately your 
possessions hove been missing; it 
seems that someone has taken your 


favorite sweater or your eyeglasses. 
You might be afraid or embarrased 
to speak up; you might not know 
whom to tell. 

The Minuleman Ombudsman 
Program, with offices located at 
Community Human Services in Lex¬ 
ington. provides nursing home resi¬ 
dents with volunteers who help solve 
the problems elderly people 
encounter in their daily lives. The 
program was mandated through the 
Federal Older Americans Act when 
it became known that serious condi¬ 
tions of poor care and neglect 
existed in some nursing homes 


throughout the country. 

In an ongoing effort to improve the 
quality of life of the elderly, ombuds¬ 
man (a Swedish word meaning 
“advocate”) volunteers travel to 
nursing homes to give residents an 
opportunity to voice their com¬ 
plaints or grievances. The ombuds¬ 
men then investigate the problems 
and attempt to solve them. 

“I feel that the Ombudsman Prog¬ 
ram is extremely important.” says 
Program Co-Director Nancy Girard, 
“because there are people in nursing 
homes who have concerns that need 
to be addressed. Many of those resi¬ 


dents have no family or friends with 
whom to discuss their i)roblems and 
arc afraid to speak out to staff in the 
facility.” 

Ombudsman volunteers fill this 
gap in the lives of residents. I)y 
becoming their confidants, advo¬ 
cates. and friends. Issues that 
ombudsmen must deal with can 
sometimes be complicated - may 
involve the law. for example — so 
volunteers are prepared for their 
experience by attending a twenty- 
five hour training program. 

In five-hour sessions, five days a 
week, volunteers are trained in 


areas such as Slate Ombudsman 
Policies and Procedures, aspects of 
aging, patient observation skills, 
and negotiating techniques At the 
end of the training, participants are 
given an examination, after which 
they go through and orientation 
program in various nursing homes 
under the supervision of the prog¬ 
ram director. When this is com¬ 
pleted. volunteers are assigned a 
liome which they visit four times a 
month, making contact with each 
resident at least twice. 

It only takes about two hours a 


week to visit a home, and in that 
small amount of time volunteers like 
.Sarah Dial create a world of differ 
ence for the people they visit. 

Life can seem overwhelmingly 
busy, hut the volunteer ombudsmen 
find time to visit nursing home resi¬ 
dents in these communities, making 
efforts to ininprove each i>erson s 
([uality of life. A new training ses¬ 
sion begins soon. Anyone interested

A trove of tiny treasures

It’s bigger than a bread box, 
but a far cry from the size we 
might expect a museum gallery 
to be. The new American Por¬ 
trait Miniature Gallery at Wor¬ 
cester Art Museum is tiny and it 
is dark. But when we walk 
through the door the six-foot- 
square room lights up magically 
and the 23 portraits it contains 
(as many as hang on the wells 
of the big adjoining American 
galleries) glow with intimate 
presence and remarkable 
hnesse. 

Some of the artists' names are 
familiar; John Singleton Copley, 
Edward Cjreene Malbone, 
Edward Savage. Our attention is 
drawn to a sparkling three- 
quarter vignette of Henry Knox, 
attributed to Gilbert Stuart and 
certainly as characteristically 
fluent as the four large Stuart 
portraits in the neighboring 
Louisa Dresser Campbell gal¬ 
lery. Like General Knox, known 
for his military leadership dur¬ 
ing the American Revolution, 
other subjects of the portrait 
miniatures are Americans — 
specifically New Englanders — 
whose accomplishments and 
whose class distinguished them 
as fitting subjects to continue a 
genre begun in royal circles 
more than 200 yeara earlier. 

Hans Holbein, the official 
court painter during the reign of 
Henry VIII in 16th century Eng¬ 
land is considered among the 
first and finest portrait minia¬ 
ture painters. Because the royal 
likenesses were cherished by 
intimates rather than mounted 
for public display, their form 
became that of jewelry — por¬ 
traits set Into brooches, 
bracelets and lockets to be worn 
and carried by loved ones. The 
aristocracy in England, then 
professional classes in America, 
followed royalty in the perpetua¬ 
tion of the genre through its 
400’year history. 

In mid-19th century, with the 
invention of the daguerreot:!^, 
the practice of portrait minia¬ 
ture waned significantly and 
understandably, but was later 
revived in a somewhat changed 
form. The most important 
changes are apparent in the 
museum exhibition: the later 
portraits, while still elegant, are 
less intimate: they are larger in 
size, more inclusive in view and 
quite obviously meant to be seen 
by more than a single beholder. 

Dating from the late iTOOs 
through the 1940s, the Worcester 
Museum collection is one of the 
hnest of Its kind in New England 
and gives us a sense of not only 
the social and aesthetic context 
of the portraits, but the progres¬ 
sion of the tradition as well. 

Copley’s pOTtrait of Deborah 
Scollay Melville, c. 1762, is the 
earliest of the works presented. 
Delicate and exquisite, the gold-

locket-encased portrait’s 
r^erved grace is articulated in 
the high curves of the siter’s 
head, shoulders and hat, restat¬ 
ing the oval of its enclosure. 
Curator Susan E. Strickler 
points out that early colonial 
artists, as Copley, took their 
cues from Great Britain, and the 
comparative reserve in their 
work reflected the unidealized 
honesty and practicality of 
upper class families at the time. 

After the American Revolu¬ 
tion, the Federal era portraits 
listen up in tone and color — 
they are softer, less somber and 
less opaque. One of the truly 
fascinating examples of this era 
in the exhibit is shown with its 
reverse side to the viewer! 'Typi¬ 
cal of many lockets of the time, 
the 1803 portrait of Mrs. Thomas 
Chase by Robert Field has a 
decorative hair ornament on its 
reverse side, and that is what 
we see. Strands of the sitter's 
hair are braided and inter- 
rwlned with seed pearls and 
gold filament. The design made 
^th the hair is not only beauti¬ 
ful in its decorative embel- 
iishemnt of the locket, but is 


symbolic of the personal close¬ 
ness — the intimacy — the work 
represents. 

In the late Federal period the 
format changed from oval to 
rectangular. The portraits are 
larger, clearly not intended to 
be worn or carried as jewelry. 
With the 1830s and the oncoming 
Victorian era, artists like Natha¬ 
niel Rogers and Pamelia Hill 
presented their subjects with a 
rather ornate and heavy formal¬ 
ity that reflected the times. The 
dense blue of the garment and 
brown of the background in 
Hill's 1843 portrait of Stephen 
Salisbury III firmly anchor the 
young sitter with a grave propri¬ 
ety while also serving to offset 
his pale and sensitive face. 

The whitened, translucent 
glow of the youthful Stephen's 
Hesh is a characteristic common 
to all the portrait miniatures 
(the subjects are all Caucasian), 
and can be accounted for by the 
material of the surface on which 
they were painted; thin slices of 
ivory. The change from painting 
on vellum or card by early pain¬ 
ters Holbein and Nicholas Hill¬ 
iard (1547-1619) lo discs of ivory 


was a major one in the history 
of miniature painting. By 1720, 
almost all the portrait minia¬ 
tures in England were painted 
on ivory, following a practice 
that began in Italy. 

The paint used on the ivory 
continued to be watercolor 
throughout the history of the 
genre. It is because of Ivory’s 
fragile nature — susceptible to 
splitting or cracking with atmo¬ 
spheric changes — and the light- 
sensitive properties of waterco¬ 
lor, that the Worcester Museum 
Gallery is climate-controlled, 
and li^ts up only as viewers 
enter. 

Though they are larger and 
less personal, the later paintings 
in the gallery, executed after the 
turn of the century and the peak 
of portrait miniature practice, 
are no less awesome in their 
technical brilliance. The minis¬ 
cule, caringly rendered details 
were painted with very fine 
brushes called “pencils.” We 
might think, judging from the 
size and detail of the paintings, 
that the “pencils” have only one 
hair. However, one hair would 
not hold the pigment, Strickler 
informs us, and the brushes are 
indeed traditionally multiple- 
haired, if very small. 

One of the many pleasures of 
this splendid little room of trea¬ 
sures at tiie Worcester Museum 
is finding we can make connec¬ 
tions of the miniature works we 
see with New England families 
(Stephen Salisbury III founded 
the museum), and with the lar¬ 
ger paintings in the galleries 
just outside. In addition to 
Stuart, George Loring Brown is 
represented in both. 

Another prominent artist, 
James Willson Peale, is also in 
both galleries, but his portrait 
miniature will not be on view 
until the exhibition’s rotation. 

The museum’s holdings number 
more than 90 portrait minia¬ 
tures, and Strickler plans to 
rotate 20 to 30 of the paintings 
every six months to protect the 
fragile works. 

Besides planning, organizing 
and installing the exhibition, 
Strickler, Director of Curatorial 
Affairs and Curator of American 
Art at the museum, has written 
a catalogue, “American Portrait 
Miniatures; The Worcester Art 
Museum Collection,” illustrating 
the entire collection. The 
reasonably-priced catalogue is 
available in the museum shop.

Russia expert to 
speak at library 

Friends of the Winchester Public 
Library will sponsor a lecture by 
Robert Lcgvold, an internationally 
recognized expert in Russian affairs 
on Feb. 4. Lcgvold has joined Peter 
Jennings to do commentary for each 
of the last four Summits and has 
frequently appreaed on network 
news programs. He will speak on 
Gorbachev and the Soviet future. 

Legvold is the director of the W. 
Averell Harriman Institute for 
Advanced Study of the Soviet Union 
at Columbia University, where he is 
also Professor of Political Science. 
Prior to coming to the Harriman 
Institute in 1984, he served for six 
years as Senior fellow and Director 
of the Soviet studies Project at the 
Council on Foreign Relations in New 
York. For most of the preceding 
decade, he was a tenured Associate 
Professor of Political Science at 
Tufts University. He received his 
Pli.D. from the Fletcher School of 
Law and Diplomacy in 1967. 

Lcgvold is a member of the editor¬ 
ial boards of Cambridge Soviet 
Paperbacks (Cambridge University 
Press), Comparative Politics, and 
Business in the Contemporary 
World, and of the advisory board of 
Columbia University’s “Journal of 
International Affairs” and the 
Fletcher School’s “Forum.” He is 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
International Relations of the Bina¬ 
tional committee on the Humanities 
(American Council of Learned 
Societies [ACLS]/Soviet Academy 
of Sciences) and a member of 
numerous advisory boards and com¬ 
mittees, including those of the Cen¬ 
ter for National Policy, Institute for 
East-West Security Studies, Insti¬ 
tute for Sovict-American Relations. 
Samantha Smith Foundation and 
Global Outlook. 

Legvold’s areas of particular 
interest are U.S.-Soviet relations, 
Soviet policy in Europe and Asia, 
Soviet security policy, and the Soviet 
role in the world economy. He is 
currently writing a book-length 
study of Soviet policy toward the 
United Sates, 1969-1969. He is also 
the author of Soviet Policy in West 
Africa (Harvard University Press, 
1970), and of many chapters and 
articles in edited volumes and pro¬ 
fessional journals.

All 24 Winchester plows were out 
Saturday night and on Sunday, addi¬ 
tional troops were called in with 
seven hired plows operating from 10 
a m. to 4 p.m. The clean-up opera¬ 
tion was wrapped up at 9:30 p.m. on 
Sunday, only to begin again Monday 
morning, added O’Brien. 

O'Brien said school parking lots, 
sidewalks and town parking lots 
were cleared for traffic and the 
roads were continually plowed and 
salted and sanded on Monday.

United front 
override key

Although a difference of opinion 
was evident, audience members al 
the Board of Selectnicn s public 
hearing on the budget armed Ihein 
selves with facts, and engaged in a 
civilized battle over the probability 
of — and need for — an override of 
Proposition 2'v 

A standing-room-only crowd of 
approximately 75 residents gathered 
Monday night for the public session. 
And the overwhelming sense of the 
crowd was that the board must take 
a unified stance on an override ques¬ 
tion if it is to have any hope of 
passing. 

Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt opened the hearing by stal¬ 
ing that Winchester's local aid could 
be cut even more by the stale, and 
explaining the budget problems fac¬ 
ing the town. 

Schmitt said while revenue has 
been limited to a 2“^ percent growth 
under the restrictions of Proposition 
2>/^, expenses have risen al a greater 
rale. And the town has already lost a 
groat deal in local aid. 

Schmitt presented a comparison 
of the revenue and expenses for 
fiscal years 1989, 1990 and 1991. He 
said the town has three options for 
addressing the problem: expense 
and service reductions, use of avail¬ 
able funds or an override of Proposi¬ 
tion Vk. The latter would raise addi¬ 
tional revenue for the town through 
taxation. 

If an override does not pass, 
Schmitt said the town will have to 
make up the projected deficit 
through budget reductions, includ¬ 
ing $900,000 from the school budget, 
$600,000 from the municipal budget 
and $960,000 from capital expenses. 
While the total is greater than the 
projected $2.2 million shortfall, 
Schmitt said it is likely the town will

experionce greater cuts in local aid. 

l''or the iiexl fiscal year, town 
officials liave figured a $575,(XK) 
reduction into Ihc budget. However, 
Schmitt said, “1 svould not be at all 
surprised to find local aid cuts that 
arc in excess (of that figure)," 
Taxpayers' .Association 
Members of Die Winchester Tax¬ 
payers' Association (WTA) claim an 
override is nol the right route tow¬ 
ard addressing the town’s fiscal 
woes. Pinding ways to come up with 
new revenue is a better method, 
members said. In addition, some 
said they fell an override would not 
meet with success, since residents 
arc opposed to new taxes. 

WTA Chairman Michael Saraco 
urged selectmen to .set up a task 
force to find new’ ways to raise 
revenue for the town. 

“The lax base should be changed 
and increased.” said Saraco. "I’m 
thinking of people like myself that 
are on fixed incomes. There is just 
so much in that pocket, in that social 
security check.” 

Saraco also suggested the town 
could develop housing in Lincoln 
School. “It would be a change in 
your base. It would be a good source 
of revenue," he said. 

WTA members pointed out that 
the selectmen’s $1.37 million debt 
exclusion question on the ballot last 
year was voted down by 6'2 percent 
of those who voted.

McCall would be good 
home for sixth graders

McCall Junior High School Princi¬ 
pal Evander French and Assistant 
Principal William Maher have no 
doubt McCall is an adequate site as a 
new home for sixth graders. 

The third floor of McCall would 
house the approximately 208 stu¬ 
dents who will enter the sixth grade 
next September. Because of short¬ 
falls in the school budget, the move 
of sixth graders has been viewed in 
conjuclion with the closing of the 
Vinson Owen Elementary School 
and redistricting of the students 
townwide. 

The plan has triggered concerns 
among parents who feel the site may 
not be adequate with regard to heat¬ 
ing, space and a lack of sinks for 
science projects. 


However, French said that with 
some alterations, McCall will pro¬ 
vide a positive atmosphere for the 
students. 

“I have a lot of confidence we can 
do this well, and so does Bill (Mah¬ 
er),” he said. “(McCall is) large 
enough to fit the kids, there’s adequ¬ 
ate lighting, and it’s comfortable 
winter and summer.” 

The third floor presently contains 
four regular size classrooms. An 
area used in previous years as a 
study skills lab has been divided into 
three classrooms. In addition, there 
is a large open area which can be 
divided into two classrooms. Maher 
noted that two of the sixth grade 
teachers who will occupy the space 
have requested the open area, since 
they prefer a team-teaching method 
they have worked out. 


Four of the seven classrooms, as 
well as the open area, are currently 
used on a fairly regular basis. 

Altogether, there will be nine clas¬ 
ses of sixth grade students when 
they enter in the fall, with an aver¬ 
age of 23 students in each class. 

Projected numbers of students in 
the seventh and eighth grades next 
year are 212 and 188 respectively. 
Maher noted that in 1980, the last 
year the school was used to house 
students in grades seven through 
nine, there were more than 700 stu¬ 
dents in the school. 

French said one of the issues of 
concern to parents has been the 
status of windows on the Manchester 
Field side of the building. French 
noted the sashes are old, and not 
particularly energy efficient, and

School board would 
welcome extra revenue

If the Board of Selectmen is ready 
to place an override of Proposition 
on the March 27 ballot — and the 
voters are ready to vote for it — the 
School Committee will assuredly be 
ready to point to the areas of its 
budget that could use the extra 
bucks. 


At its Jan. 23 session, the School 
Committee responded to a request 
from the Board of Selectmen, issued 
at an ad hoc budget meeting Jan. 18. 
to prioritize where members would 
replace funding earlier lopped from 
the school coffers. 

“I can’t speak for (the Board of 
Selectmen) but they seem to be 
groping toward an override question 


that as far as the School Department 
goes, would result in a change of the 
earlier request to reduce the 
(school) budget by $9(X),0()0 ... to (a 
reduction of) $4(X),0(K),” said School 
Committee Chairman Edward 
O’Connell. 

If approved by voters, (ills action 
would restore the school budget to 
approximately $14,250,000, and pro¬ 
vide the School Committee with an 
estimated $500,000 to put back into 
the budget. 

The consensus of the School Com¬ 
mittee was to transmit to the Board 
of Selectmen the following package 
of three items: maintaining all five 
elementary schools ($350,0(X)), eli¬ 
minating the imposition of fees in 
the school budget ($110,000) and 
restoring one McCall teacher and 
one counselor at the high school 
level ($70,000). 

Resident Lori Lerman suggested 
that the School Committee ease the 
minds of Vinson Owen parents, 
while garnering support for the 
override, by vocalizing that the 
school would be saved, if an override 
were to pass. 

Although members were not will¬ 
ing to make an ironclad guarantee in 
fiscally unsure times, they were 
optimistic. 

“I can’t imagine an override (that 
wouldn't include) keeping a school 
open,” said member Dr. Michael 
Ronayne. 

“(The possibility of VO closing) is 
whal galvanized this community,” 
noted O’Connell.

When Winchester artist Ruth 
Lleberherr takes brush and palet¬ 
te in hand, she fills the canvas 
with images and visions that trig¬ 
ger the imagination of her 
audience. 

Yet with her latest genre of 
works, it’s anyone’s guess — even 
Lieberherr’s — what the finished 
painting will look like. Lleberherr 
says she allows images to emerge 
from the colors, without forcing 
the work into a preconceived 
idea. 

Lleberherr, a Winchester resi¬ 
dent since 1983, has proven her¬ 
self an accomplished artist in the 
U.S., display!]^ her works at jur¬ 
ied exhibits since 1980, including 
her most recent at Bentley Col¬ 
lege Art Gallery and the Winches¬ 
ter Art Association Gallery. 

Her mediums are acrylic, oil 
and watercolor and her most 
recent works are self-described 
"fantasy” paintings. 

Growing up in Switzerland, 
Lleberherr took some art classes 
at the art academy at the Univer¬ 
sity of Zurich. 

*T always loved to paint and 
draw,” said Lleberherr in a 
recent interview al her Red 
Coach Lane home/studio. “Dur¬ 
ing semester breaks I would 
travel with friends and always 
have a sketch pad with me.” 

In 1977, Lleberherr earned a 
Ph.D. in German language and 
literature from the University of 
Zurich. Thai same year, she and 
her husband Karl left Switzer¬ 
land and headed to the U.S. to 
follow career paths. 

Once in the United States, 
Lleberherr found that with time 
on her hands, “it was a chance to 
do whal I always wanted to,” and 
thi^ began her career as an 
artist/painter. 

The mother of two, Andrea, 11 
and Eva, 9, Lieberherr was 
strictly a full-time mom when the 
girls were younger, stealing time 
after their bedtime to work on her 
paintings. At this stage in her 
career, Lieberherr concentrated 
on her works in oil, illustrating 
single flower blossoms, enlarged 
to show the delicate features and 
vibrant colors. 

Lieberherr also worked in 
watercolor landscapes, ink draw¬ 
ings and for a year devoted her¬ 
self solely to producing portraits. 
When she felt she was moving too 
far into photo realism in her 
work, Lieberherr decided to 


make a complete break in Janu¬ 
ary, 1988. 

Influenced by the ideas of Aus¬ 
trian social philosopher Rudolf 
Steiner, Lieberherr began to 
work exclusively on very fluid 
watercolor paintings of fairy 
tales, working primarily on her 
use of color. 

Lieberherr had three solo 
shows last year and a exhibit with 
two other artists at University 
Place Gallery in Cambridge 
entitled, “Three Women, Three 
Visions.” 

In deciding which paintings she 
will exhibit al each show. Lieber- 


herr organizes the paintings that 
complement each other, while 
keeping in mind the space in 
which she will exhibit. 

A few years ago, Lieberherr 
had a children's picture book 
publi.shed. which she wrote and 
illustrated. Although she doesn’t 
have any plans for future books, 
Lieberherr is considering dab¬ 
bling into sculpturing as her next 
venture. 

But for now’. Lieberherr finds 
she still has much mure to paint 
and hopes to someday find a 
commercial gallery to display 
her works.

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Chief Perritano clear: 
no drinking at Winton

His stand may “ruffle some feath¬ 
ers," says Police Chief Joseph Per- 
rilano. bul llic Winchester Police 
Deparlmenl intends to enforce the 
public drinking law at the Winton 
Club show to begin next week at 
Town Hall, 

Admittedly in previous years, 
alcohol was not rcslriclcd from the 
premises of these annual cabaret- 
style performances, which are regu¬ 
larly held in public buildings, say 
local town officials. 

Bul a recent letter to the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager and Win- 
ton Club Show Co-Chairman Mary 
Gillespie penned by former Select¬ 
man Frank Sopper has brought to 
light the violation of local and stale 
laws at past events when drinking 
has been allowed, 

Sopper also questioned the mes¬ 
sage being sent to Winchester youth, 
“It must appear hypocrital ,,. that 
some adults of our community are 
not able to enjoy an evening’s enter¬ 
tainment without breaking a law 
pertaining to drinking in a public 
place,” said Sopper. 

“I always thought it was wrong," 
said Sopper in a recent interview, 
“It was one of my pet peeves when 1 
was on the board ... No one should

be above the law,” 

When contacted on Tuesday, Gil¬ 
lespie said the group was currently

Override options 
are explained

The concept of an override of 
Proposition 2' ^ is not a new one to 
Winchester residents. 

And once again, the town faces 
three options for raising revenue 
through properly taxes: debt 
exclusion, capital outlay expendi¬ 
ture or general override. 

All three would raise revenue 
for the town, but each differs in 
method and impact. 

Debt exclusion 

A debt exclusion would allow 
the (own to exclude all principal 
and Interest payments over the 
life of a particular bond issue. 
This could include, for example, 
the public safely building. Town 
Hall, transfer station trailer or 
Town Hall computer system — 
all of which are bond issues. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the principal 
and interest payments for fiscal 
year 1991 total $1,391,000. Thus, if 
selectmen chose to place a debt 
exclusion ballot on the question 
for all outstanding bond issues, 
the town could raise a little less 
than $1.4 million. 

A debt exclusion is effective in 
gaining additional revenue for 
the town, but does not add to the 
tax base. A debt exclusion lasts 
only the life of the bond. Accord¬ 
ing to Maurer, the total principal 
and interest payments for fiscal 
year 1992 would be approximate¬ 
ly $50,000 less, 

“One of the advantages of a 
debt question is the amount of the 
override goes down as the debt is 
paid off.’’ said Maurer. 

Cupilai outlay 

A capital outlay expenditure 
would allow the town to exclude 
the cost of one or more capital 


projects for the year in which the 
project is undertaken. Capital 
projects on the list in need of 
funds for the coming year include 
asbestos removal, structural pro¬ 
jects on schools, street resurfac¬ 
ing and school computers, among 
others. 

“A capital override is very, 
very specific to a particular pro¬ 
ject or projects. If you vote it this 
year, you do the projects you are 
voting for,’’ said Maurer. This is 
a one-year fix, and voters would 
be asked in subsequent years to 
support funding for other pro¬ 
jects in the town's capital plant. 

The total capital budget 
request for fiscal year 1991 is 
$9GU,000. Selectmen could opt to 
put all or some of that figure in 
the form of a ballot question. The 
result would be to increase luxes 
for one year. 

General override 

A general override is a perma¬ 
nent increase to the tax levy. 
Once it is voted, and is then 
computed along with the 2 V 2 per¬ 
cent (with new growth) to deter¬ 
mine the levy limit for the next 
year. 

For example, if selectmen 
opted to place a $2,2 million gen¬ 
eral override on the ballot — and 
it passed — homeowners of a 
hypothetical $300,000 home would 
pay an additional $280 in properly 
taxes in the coming year. The 
next year, the override has the 
value of $2.2 million plus the 
allowed 2>4 percent increase. 
Thus, in fiscal year 1992, the 
town’s budget would be increased 
by the original $2,2 million plus 
approximately $34,000. 

Selectmen are slated to decide 
which, if any, override question 
will appear on the March 27 ballot 
at their Jan. 29 meeting.

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events, “They run the show, bul (hoy 
are not a policing organization,” 
added Muggia. 

Muggia noted I hat the Board of 
Selectmen issues a permit to the 
Winton Club each year for the use of 
town buildings (in previous years 
the show has been held at McCall) 
bul that the permil precludes the 
consumption of alcohol on the pre¬ 
mises. Winton Club coordinalors 
annually hire Winchester police 
officers to monitor the event. 

Muggia added too, that drinking is 
evident “a great deal less than it 
used to be" at the Winton shows. She 
said she feels now that the public 
will be aware that the law is being 
broken when drinking lakes place at 
the event, alcohol consumption will 
no longer be an issue. 

Perritano noted that in the past, 
the tradition of the event and the 
tremendous community support that 
it has received has overshadowed 
the legality question. Bul now that 
the law has been specifically inter¬ 
preted by Town Counsel Wade 
Welch, Perritano intends to enforce 
it. 

“It will ruffle some feathers, but 
we have to do what wo have to do,” 
said Perritano. “We will enforce the 
law ... We’ll look at (drinking at the 
Winton Club show) as a violation of 
the public drinking law.”

Other comments 

“I think we're looking to the wrong 
people if we're looking to the state 
government to balance our budget,” 
commented Robert Suslavich of Sus¬ 
sex Road, 

He said he believes residents have 
to decide on their values. If they 
value town services and schools, 
Suslavich said an override will pass. 
He said it is the responsibility of both 
selectmen and residents to convince 
others an override or other revenue- 
producing procedure is necessary. 

In response to a question on how 
much money each homeowner 
would have to pay to make up for 
recent budget cuts, Schmitt said a 
rough estimate for a home valued at 
$300,000 would be $280 in addition to 
the annual increase allowed by 
Prop. 2'/?. The total general override 
needed in this scenario would be 
approximately $2.2 million, he said. 

Resident Anthony Conte said the 
town needs to find a way to increase 
the tax base rather than simply 
raising taxes each year. He noted 
that even if an override passes, it 
will solve the problem for only one 


year. 

“That is correct, because the base 
only increases 2 '2 percent per year. 
(An override) is indeed a one-year 
solution," said Schmitt. However, ho 
noted that the amount of the town’s 
shortfall would be reduced. 

Selectman William O’Leary 
pointed out that the choice of what 
kind of question is placed on the 
ballot is an important political deci¬ 
sion. However, even more important 
is "making a choice Winchester vot¬ 
ers will go along with," he said. 

O'Leary pointed out that once an 
override pass^, it becomes a per¬ 
manent part of the tax base. 

Alliance for Winchester’s Future 
(AWF) Chairman Lawrence Smith 
pointed out the contrast between 
Conte’s and O’Leary's comments. 
He noted that an override' 'creates a 
new layer on our base." 

Override 

The majority of audience mem¬ 
bers supported the concept of an 
override, and much of the discussion 
centered on the form and amount of 
the override question. Many asked 
selectmen to provide voters with a 
general override question on the 


ballot, and asked the board to be 
unified in its support. 

Resident Eric Kennekson said he 
docs not believe last year's override 
question lost because of the amount. 
“Last year, there was a lot of mis¬ 
conception about what the override 
did.” He urged selectmen to educate 
the public. 

Residenl Loretta Verrecchia said 
a general override has no chance of 
passing, and pointed out that the 
School Committee agreed on that 
point. “And we all know if they say 
it, it must be true," said Verrecchia 
sarcastically. 

Verrecchia said she found it "diffi¬ 
cult to accept” that the more-lhan 
2,200 signatures on a |>etition calling 
for a general override question on 
the ballot were collected on a door- 
to-door basis. Verrecchia said she 
personally witnessed signatures 
being solicited “In some very 
warm” buildings. 

Verrecchia also criticized the 
group who gathered the petitions, 
saying it had promised selectmen 
5.000 signatures. “That speaks a lot 
for what the people will support, and 
it is not a general override," she 


said. 

Verrecchia said an override will 
not pass because “all the terrible 
things" that were supposed to hap¬ 
pen without an override did not hap¬ 
pen. “Look around. The streets don’t 
have big potholes, the fields are 
mowed Can we gel through 
anolheryear without an override? I 
believe yes," she said. 

Leap of faith 

Residenl Lori Lerman urged 
selectmen to take a “leap of faith.” 
She suggested that instead of putting 
the question most likely to pass on 
the ballot, selectmen should decide 
on "what is the best for 
Winchester.’’ 

“We have tried, individually and 
as a board, to seek out ideas. I’m not 
accepting ideas from only one seg¬ 
ment of the populace." said Schmitt. 
“Above all, we arc working very 
hard to find a solution that has the 
best chance of succeeding. ’’ 

Selectmen are scheduled to decide 
on whether to pul an override ques¬ 
tion on the March 27 ballot, and what 
form that will take at their Jan. 29 
meeting.

FROM THE EDITOR’S DESK 


United we must stand 

For any override question to succeed at the polls, town officials 
must take a unified stance in support of it. Without such backing, 
any efforts at an override will lose credibility and ultimately 
meet with failure. 

There is no question Winchester is in need of additional revenue 
to maintain the services residents have come to expect. It is the 
voters who should decide in the form of a ballot question if those 
revenues should be raised througli an override of Proposition 1'k , 
or services be further reduced. 

There has been considerable discussion as to what form that 
override should take. Selectmen will provide their final answer to 
that question next Monday night. 

Selectman Chairman Thomas Schmitt made a good point at the 
board's Monday night public hearing on the budget when he said 
that it isn’t as important what type of question appears on the 
ballot as it is that it pass. The town needs revenue. 

Each option would provide a different amount of money and 
would have a different impact on taxpayers. However, the key 
point is that any successful override question would gain 
additional — and much-needed — revenue for the town. 

A general override is a permanent increase to the tax levy. 
Once it is voted, it is then computed along with the percent 
(with new growth) to determine the levy limit for subsequent 
years, 

A debt exclusion is a more temporary fix. It would allow the 
town to exclude all principal and interest payments over the life 
of a particular bond issue. This could include, for example, the 
public safety building. Town Hall, transfer station trailer or 
Town Hall computer system — all of which are bonded. This 
override would only last the life of the bonds. 

A capital outlay expenditure would allow the town to exclude, 
the cost of one or more capital projects for the year in which the 
project is undertaken. Capital projects on the list in need of funds 
for the coming year include asbestos removal, structural pro¬ 
jects on schools, street resurfacing and school computers, among 
others. Another temporary fix, a capital outlay expenditure 
would be computated for only one year, and money could only be 
spent on the project earmarked in the override. 

Whatever form selectmen chose, residents who have pledged 
their services to selectmen must follow through in helping with 
the educational process. Along with a unified group of town 
officials, these people must work together in educating the 
electorate about the town’s financial situation. 

There are those who are dead against an override because it is 
an increase in taxes. Their minds will not change. There are also 
those voters who support an override. But it is those “marginal” 
voters, as they were called Monday night, who must be given the 
most attention, who must be educated on the town’s fiscal 
dilemmas and the potential solution. 

Unless town boards and residents stand together on an override 
question and in the education process, there is little chance it will 
pass. United we stand; divided, we are doomed to fail.

Learning to use tools of language

Lawrence, Massachusetts was 
conceived and built as a model city 
by a group of 19th century industrial¬ 
ists. Today it's a place where wave 
after wave of immigration has 
come. Currently in its schools, 
report cards are issued in nine diffe¬ 
rent languages. 

On this January morning, sunlight 
as thin and blue as skimmed milk 
splashes intermittently on the shoul¬ 
ders of the old three deckers. At the 
Hennessey School, the day is just 
beginning. 1 have come here lo see 
Gail Chase—Negroni, a learning 
specialist under Chapter 1, the Fed¬ 
eral Grant for l^anguagc Arts and 
Math. 

“Let’s get upstairs before the 
Lobotomy Bell rings,” she suggests. 
Seconds later it docs rings, with a 
shrill deafening sound that sure 
enough seems to drill holes in your 
skull. 

We start out in Mrs. Orrolh’s 
Third Grade Science Class, which 
this morning is studying the con¬ 
cepts of orbit, rotation and revolu¬ 
tion. As the children watch a films¬ 
trip on the subject, we sit at the back 
of the class. Up front, the class rules 
are posted: Kaise Hands, reads one. 
No Teasing, Name Calling. Fooling 
Around or Silly noises, says another. 

At the end of the filmstrip, Gail 
chooses five children to work with on 
language development She leads 
them out of (he class and into her 
“office,” a utility clo-set seven feel 
wide and seven feet deep, with a tiny 
table little more than a yard in 
diameter at which we all sit down. 

“What I do,” Gail has explained 
earlier, ”is simply talk to the kids, 
and give lliein the opportunity to use 
the language. In so many families 
today, there is not enough conversa¬ 
tion. Maybe TV takes the place of it. 
Parents will say, ’’get this,” “bring 
that,” instead of describing the task 
in words The rcsQlt is, kids don't ^ 
learn to manipulate the language. In 


some cases, they don’t even know 
the names of everyday objects.” 

Learning to name things, she goes 
on to say, is at the heart of language 
development, and language, as ling¬ 
uist S.l. Hayakawa has said, is "the 
indispensable mechanism of human 
life,” through which all the cultural 
accomplishments of the ages come 
to us: “All the coordination of effort 
necessary for the functioning of soci¬ 
ety is of necessity achieved by lan¬ 
guage, or it is not achieved at all.” 

Gail plays a game with the stu¬ 
dents now, posing questions to which 
they must answer, "Yes, that's 
true,” or No, Thai’s absurd.” “Do 
magazines hatch?” incites giggles. 
“Does your dog lap?” calls up more 
intense study, for there is another 
meaning to (he word lap. 

The kids enjoy the game and arc 
happy framing their responses. Soon 
the Lobotomy Bell rings and recess 
erupts. Down in the teacher’s room, 
Uie faculty share updates about the 
kids: who's had a bad weekend, 
whose family is moving, who 
appears to have come lo school hun¬ 
gry again. 

Later, back in the liny office, five 
more kids troop in. We start with the 
same game. The word calf comes up 
in the context of getting a charley- 
horse. Most know that the calf is a 
part of the body ("your leg, like”), 
but only two of the five know that it’s 
also a baby cow. 

Then she reads them a story called 
Monkey Business about a chimp lhal 
gets loase In somebody's Itouse. At 
this they laugh, talking all at once. 
“We need to raise our hands.” 
observes one boy primly. Then Gail 
asks them to draw a picture of the 
story and write in two sentences 
what they would do in such u 
situation. 

Quietly, out in the corridor, a 
great restlessness grows as lunch 
lime nears. In a quick review, Gail 
asks, “Wliat is the word for the back 
of your leg?” “A baby cow!,” one 


child answers solemnly, trying hard. 
When they leave, she collects their 
papers on Monkey Business. “[ will 
make the mokey to the grvich can,” 
one has written. "I wud levea chrak 
uve bnanas and at the end of it there 
is a chap,” another has printed 
neatly. 

So that Gail's progress with these 
third-graders today appears to have 
been rather minute. But all teaching 
goes forward in steps lhal are 
minute, even imperceptible at 
times, and the learning of language, 
being most fundamental, perhaps 
goes slowest of all. It takes time to 
set a child firmly on the path toward 
mastery of the common tongue, but 
the path itself is a golden one, even if 
it begins in a closet. In reading, we 
see into the minds and hearts of 
others. In writing, as Abraham Lin¬ 
coln said once, we are enabled “to 
converse with the dead, the absent, 
and the unborn.” And those are two 
pretty neat tricks, when you think 
about them.

30 years ago: 1960

Fire Chief Jim Callahan 
announced a revision of mutual 
aid calls with Woburn, Stoneham, 
Medford and Arlington that 
week. The new system of notifica¬ 
tion simplified the process and 
provided firefighters with addi¬ 
tional information on location of 
the fire. 

20 years ago: 1970 

While Construction Company 
was found lo be the lowest bidder 
on the proposed new high school 
at Shore Road with a bid of 
$10,489,000. That sum was for the 
school withoul the swimming 
pool, a line item that was submit¬ 
ted as a deductive alternate in the 
bidding. 

The Board of Selectmen held its 
second public hearing on the 
issue of a proposed street-lighting 
project that would be the subject 
of an article for the Annual Town 
Meeting in March. Streets to be 
relighted in the project were 
Main, Cambridge, Mt. Vernon, 
Washington, Bacon, Grove, Cross 
and Church. The new lights would 
be mercury vapor.

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Dewald 
speaks out 

TO THEEDITOU: 

Winchester’s properly taxes are 
already one of the highest of any 
town or city in the commonwealth, 
hence any talk of an override is 
simply absurd, The combination of 
runaway property taxes and water 
bills will certainly result in a disastr¬ 
ous financial burden to a large 
majority of the town’s homeowners. 
Moreover, it is time for the electo¬ 
rate to demand that government at 
all levels hold the line on spending 
and live within its means. 

The only way out of Winchester’s 
current fiscal dilemma is to simply 
slop the overspending and to intro¬ 
duce efficiency and credibility on 
our local government. Our past fool¬ 
ish and extravagant spending has 
now come home to roost. For exam¬ 
ple in FY 91, principal payments for 
Town Hall renovations and furnish¬ 
ings will be $675,000 and the interest 
payment will be $254,111; thus the 
total payment for Town Hall will be 
$929,111. 

The efficiency of the town’s DPW 
operation is truly in need of 
improvement. Last year I wrote 
about two men making interdepart¬ 
mental mail deliveries between 
Town Hall and the School Admi¬ 
nistration at Lynch using the town’s 
garbage truck. I am happy to report 
that this practice seems to have 
been stopped except for rare occa¬ 
sions. However, it was shocking to 
learn from the School Task Force 
that we now pay $25,000 for a van 
and driver to deliver interdepart¬ 
mental mail and lunches to the 
School Administration. In addition, 
trash from the school should be 
picked up by the town’s garbage 
truck; instead, it is being collected 
by a private contractor at a cost of 
$23,000 to the taxpayers. In total, 
$58,000 plus the salaries of two DPW 
employees, in addition to maintain¬ 
ing two vehicles, are expanded for 
these trivial services, The salaries 
of two employees are effectively 
wasted because we now have two 
men who just drive around town In 
the garbage truck doing absolutely 
nothing. In fact, many of our town 
trucks can be observed, each with 
two men, just driving around town 
killing lime. Sometimes they do 
drive, however, to the Woburn Plaza 
for a pizza pick-up. I personally have 
seen this at two o'clock on a Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Fortunately, the cemetery 
grounds were cleaned up and the 
bushes trimmed this past summer 
and fall by a volunteer who took it 
upon himself to restore some dignity 
to our neglected and violated burial 
grounds. In fact, the cemetery was 
neglected to the point where this 
volunteer fell "called by the Lord" 
to freely give his time to cleaning it 
up as he personally told me. Vio¬ 
lated, because a cemetery should 


never be used as a dump for demoli¬ 
tion fill and hazardous wastes! What 
kind of society arc we when we bury 
our dead in trash? 

It is still unbelievable how Mr. 
Maurer could give away 25,000 cubic 
yards of loam (valued at $500,000) 
that hud been accumulated in the 
Wildwood cemetery over several 
years. Worse yet. he had the gall to 
write falsehoods to cover it up. (1988. 
Reports of the Town Officers, page 
127), This loam should have been 
used to replenish starved areas in 
the cemetery. One concerned town 
meeting member, curious to find out 
where the loam was being hauled, 
followed one of llie numerous trucks 
all the way to Maynard were lo and 
behold the National Guard was con¬ 
structing soccer fields. It is probably 
a safe bet lo assume that the loam 
was initially accumulated for the 
once proposed Winchester soccer 
complex at Lynch, also to be built by 
the National Guard, The nice Mr. 
Maurer simply kept it in the soccer 
family (BA’YS ■ Boston Area Youth 
Soccer). It is difficult to see. howev¬ 
er, how town property valued at half 
a million dollars can just be given 
away free without a little side 
action. How is this possible? 

During a 10-day period in January, 
I observed people trespassing on the 
town’s south reservoir on four diffe¬ 
rent occasions. Some were skating 
while others were just walking on 
the ice. some with dogs. The first 
time I observed this activity I imme¬ 
diately went lo the Winchester 
Police Station, 1 was told by the 
officer on duly that the MDC would 
be notified but that the town no 
longer sends its police cars to patrol 
the reservoirs because the cars get 
scratched up by the brush that has 
grown up along the reservoir roads. 

Mr. Maurer, why isn’t the town 
taking care of our reservoirs? Why 
are you allowing the town’s drinking 
water supply to deteriorate? This 
cannot be allowed to continue. Also, 
the answer is not the override of 
Proposition Vh since the water 
department is under enterprise 
funding. Our water bills are high 
enough so that we should not be 
drinking water from yellow snow. 
Even when money is unlimited as is 
the case with the water account, Mr, 
Maurer fails to manage the water 
department properly and 
effectively. 

Finally, why did we waste such a 
large sum of money on Town Hall 
when it was known in advance that it 
would precipitate a fiscal crisis? 
Without the $929,111 debt service, 
our present fiscal situation would be 
much easier lo deal with. How could 
Che finance committee fail in its 
responsibility and make such an 
irresponsible recommendation? 
Unfortunately, appointments to the 
finance committee have been large¬ 
ly made on the basis of petty politics 
in recent years and not on qualifica¬ 
tions or concerns about having a 
well run town. Moreover, when the

downtown red brick craziness 
occurred a great insanity overtook 
the League of Women Voters (the 
only local political party) and their 
sponsored town officials. In fact, the 
only constraint on the wild and fool¬ 
ish spending by our fiscally irres¬ 
ponsible town meeting is Proposition 
2' 2 . We must never even consider an 
override especially with the present 
group in town meeting. 

In summary, I conclude that Mr. 
Maurer must be replaced immedi¬ 
ately before the town is damaged 
irreversibly. The town is in dire need 
of someone who has the qualification 
and competency necessary lo man¬ 
age the town in a financially respon¬ 
sible way. Remember that without 
the $929,111.00 Town Hall debt ser¬ 
vice, we would have excess revenues 
and even enough for some usual 
wasteful spending.

Override is 
‘essential’ 

TO THE EDITOR; 

Like many of the citizens of 
Winchester, when Proposition 2'? 
was first put into effect, I was 
relcaved with the tax relief but con¬ 
cerned with the implementation of 
the law. I just did not think it would 
work. After living under 2>‘j for 
several years it is becoming appa¬ 
rent that it can work, but only as we 
all truly understand how it was origi¬ 
nally intended to work. 

Most people, including the original 
framers of the proposition, recog¬ 
nized that there was a time bomb 
built into the law. It was always 
intended that towns’ revenues would 
run behind inflation and that year by 
year each town would have lo make 
difficult decisons; they would be 
forced to examine their budgets in 
detail, make cuts as required, and 
then implement these budgets. Cuts 
would be unavoidable each year as 
relative revenues would decrease 
each year. The decisions would 
become more and more difficult 
until outright draconian measures 
were required. 

Eventually these cuts would 
impact basic services and the towns¬ 
people were expected to react. They 
would have to react to save their 
towns as they knew them. At that 
time additional revenues would be 
made available when and if the 
selectmen and the townspeople 
decided to approve an override. It 
was always anticipated that over¬ 
ride would be required to allow 
revenues to catch up with expenses. 
The problem is not one of waste; it Is 
one of decreasing revenues in an 
environment of increasing costs. It 
cannot be avoided. 

The problem has been com¬ 
pounded by the current tendencies in 
federal and state government. The 
federal government shifted our tax 
burdens to the state, the state has 


shifted the burden lo the municipali¬ 
ties. and the municipalities have run 
out of money with an override their 
only recourse lo raise funds. The 
benefit has been that wo have all had 
enourmous lax relief over the last 
eight years. The first half of proposi¬ 
tion 2>g is working; the second half 
is not so easy. 

The selectmen and the finance 
committee are making plans in the 
event that a general override is not 
on the March ballot or docs not pass. 
These include a school closing 
(which it is expected will have lo bo 
reopened in five years at a greater 
cost — no one is yet telling us this); 
the displacement of hundreds of 
children; the planned deterioration 
of our town’s capital assets (build¬ 
ings. fire equipment, police equip¬ 
ment, etc.); sacrifices in the quality 
of our schools; cutting of police 
services; cutting of rescue services; 
cutting of fire fighting services; 
further fee increases on other ser¬ 
vices on almost an annual basis; and 
other severe measures. All of these, 
we are told by realtors, will also 
affect our properly values. 

The central issue which we rarely 
seen discussed is the cost lo the 
citizens of an override to avoid these 
cuts. Figures seem to vary, but one 
which has appeared and is said to be 
necessary lo maintain our current 
level of services and maintain our 
capital assets is about $2,500,000. 
This corresponds to approximately 
$75.00 per person. It is almost impos¬ 
sible to believe that when presented 
with this fact, the citizens of 
Winchester would not want to 
approve a general override, 

Let’s put the figure in perspective, 
Most of us paid $50 this year just be 
able to use the transfer station; our 
drivers' licenses cost $45; and what 
did each of us spend on presents we 
were not terribly excited about giv¬ 
ing this past Christmas? Are we 
willing to invest $75 per year to 
maintain property values? 

The next question is: Are we at the 
point where a general override is 
required? In light of the pending 
cuts and the relative cost to main¬ 
tain them, the answer appears to be 
an unequivocable yes. In addition, 
we must act now. If we react loo 
late, Winchester will lose ground 
that it will never make up; the size 
of the eventual override required 
will just be too big to swallow 
because the shortfall compounds 
each year. The towns that wait too 
long will find their towns crumbling 
around them and will not be able to 
afford the bill to repair them. 

L^t US not put Winchester in that 
category. Let us be more clever than 
the other towns. Let people be Jeal¬ 
ous of how we did it. Above all, let 
them respect us or our sound fiscal 
judgement. Our elected and 
appointed officials have done a com¬ 
mendable job in working within

relief. 

The selectmen must have Ihc forti¬ 
tude lo admit we need an override 
and the citizens the attitude to 
accept it. There is only one reason 
for our selectmen and other town 
officials not (0 approve a general 
override. That i.s for purely polilical 
gain. They know that a general over¬ 
ride is required. They know the 
approximate magnitude required.

Sopper calls for 
dry performance 

The following letter to the chair¬ 
men of the Winton Club show was 
received for publication in the Star. 

As you know. It has been common 
practice in the past to allow the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages 
during the performances of the Win- 
ton Club’s productions. This drink¬ 
ing of alcohol was tolerated in spite 
of the fact that it is in voilation of the 
laws of both State and the Town. 
Consumption of alcoholic beverages 
.is not allowed in a public building. 
The permit that was taken out to use 
the Town Hall Auditorium clearly 
states this law. The liming is perfect 
for the Winton Club to make a public 
statement that drinking during the 
performances will not be allowed 
this year for several reasons. 

As you are probably aware, at the 
beginning of the school year Police 
Department detectives met with the 
high school students and informed 
them that they, the Police Depart¬ 
ment, were going to be diligent in 
their enforcement of the possession 
of alcohol and drugs in and around 
the school building and grounds. Any 
student caught with alcohol or drugs 
within 1,000 yards of the school will 
have criminal charges brought 
against them. In the past the alcohol 
or drugs were confiscated with no 
legal action. It must appear hypo¬ 
critical to our youth that some adults 
of our community are not able to 
enjoy an evening’s entertainment 
without breaking a law pertaining to 
drinking in a public place. 

There is fast-growing number of 
people in our society who are becom¬ 
ing aware that the world would be a 
better place without alcohol and 
drugs. After listeining to the news 
this morning (1/18/90) about the 
individual who killed three people on 
the Cape, 1 am sure more people 
have joined this movement. Why 
would you want to jeopardize your¬ 
self, your family and the whole town 
with the risk of a lawsuit? If some¬ 
one should leave your show under 
the influence of alcohol and cause a 
serious accident, we would all be 
liable for allowing the law to be 
broken. It should be noted that there 
is no public drinking allowed at 
Esplanade Concerts and at First 
Night in Boston. 

We, as an affluent and educated 
community should be able to handle 
all of life’s events without consum¬ 
ing a mind-altering drug. My 
request to you is that the Winton 
Club make a public statement that 
alcohol will not be allowed to be 
consumed during the performance 
of their show "Galaxy." This could 
be the most important decision the 
Winton Club has ever made. What a 
wonderful message it would send to 
the youth of our Town.

That mean.s, with 
level funding from Ibis year's 
budget, the athletic budget would be 
$()0,(X)0 sluirl. At that point, the 
sports programs would have to be 
cutback, and/or an increased trans¬ 
portation fee would result. 

The athletic activities arc a vital 
part of a high school student's exper¬ 
ience and development. However, to 
preserve the academic integrity of 
Winchester High School, the athletic 
budget may suffer drastic cutbacks 
in fiscal year 1991. The Winchester 
Sports Foundation's appeal through 
this Founders Fund is to maintain 
the present sports programs and to 
address these goals and purposes: 

• To preserve and promote the 
level of WHS sports programs. 

• To help meet the costs of the 
athletic programs and expenses 
individuals may incur.

We have a great debate in our 
Town, concerning cuts in education 
spending, how that will depress the 
real estate values (who does really 
believe this?), how vilal'is to give an 
adequate education to our kids 
(nobody can deny that) and how the 
Town global safety will suffer unless 
the 2>i proposition is overridden. 

However, in the heat of the discus¬ 
sion some people lose track of the 
reality, of the origin and of the 
potential solutions to the Town’s 
problems. It seems evident that the 
reading of Clarence’s Borgaard 
opinions (published in your previous 
issue) should be recommended to 
that portion of the population of 
Winchester, which appears to be 
doing most of the clamoring for a tax 
increase. Amongst other, Clarence 
points correctly to the source of 
most of the clamoring: about 2,000 
people in Town trying to defend their 
interests and positions, camouflag¬ 
ing it under mob rousing banners. 
They are using the well worn expe¬ 
dient of telling us that if we do not 
provide more money "scores of 
classroom teachers will be dis¬ 
charged, schools will bo closed, 
programs will be cut, etc., etc." 

Obviously these people believe in 
the effectiveness of using brinkman¬ 
ship and taxation by intimidation to 
protect their privileges and to pry on 
a public who holds education us the 
most cherished and valued service 
l)ul is loo hurried to realize that 
there are belter and less expensive 
ways to provide it. The strategy of 
holding classrooms and leucliers 
hostage for incrca.sed taxes has 
l>eeoine a standard operating proce¬ 


dure by administrators and politi¬ 
cians. The most abominable exam¬ 
ple of it being our Governor, who, 
with continued blackmailing of local 
governments, is trying to subdue 
communities into paying more taxes 
to save his ‘‘reputation" of balancer 
of budgets (with other people’s 
money!). 

By the way, have these people 
noticed that the public is so strongly 
opposed to new taxes, to prevent any 
serious proposing of them for the 
last two months? What do they think 
will make the public change their 
minds: the "Massachusetts mira¬ 
cle"? They better invoke San Gen- 
naro’s miracle if they want lo draw 
more blood from the anemic eco¬ 
nomy which will be Massachusetts’ 
reality at elections’ time! 

What we need now in Winchester 
(and elsewhere), is true leadership, 
expressing itself in the courage of 
doing things differently by suggest¬ 
ing and implementing "fundamental 
changes" in the manner services 
(all of them: police, fire, schools, 
public works, etc,) are provided. In 
the past, one of our Selectmen (Mr. 
Schmitt) expressed a similar opin¬ 
ion by, for instance, suggesting lo 
look into the possibility of regionaliz¬ 
ing or sharing with other towns some 
of the services that at present consti¬ 
tute costly duplications in each 
town. 

For instance, what’s wrong with 
unifying the police, the fire and the 
public works departments (and 
others) of a few contiguous towns? 
One chief only, one administration 
only. Hundred of thousand of tax¬ 
payers’ dollars could be reclaimed. 
Of course somebody will have to 
relinquish privileges. Which is too 
bad and unfortunate but unavoid¬ 
able in times of tight budgets. 

Will Mr. Schmitt (and fellow 
selectmen) remember of and consid¬ 
er implementing his most illumi¬ 
nated and innovative ideas now that 
he is running for re-election? Will 
he not cave under the self interests 
of a very vocal, but not equally 
inspired mob, aspiring only at doing 
things the way they have been done 
in the past? 

True leadership accepts the chal¬ 
lenge and must continue to provide 
effective administration especially 
when there are revenue shortfalls: 
public officials must not retreat in 
front of special interests supported 
by a vocal minority. They were 
elected because among other rea¬ 
sons, they promised leadership. 
Leadership required more than rais¬ 
ing taxes or asking voters to over¬ 
ride proposition 2^/?. 

Lei me suggest another possible 
exercise of leadership (and of saving 
taxpayers’ dollars): the selectmen 
should encourage the Town Meeting 
lo examine the opportunity to decide 
if the presently unfunded mandates 
of the State Legislature should be 
continued or made operational. 
Let's not forget that one aspect of 
proposition 2^/2 was that the State 
could no longer mandate programs 
for municipalities without providing 
the necessary funds. 

Is, for instance, the "Chapter 766" 
program reflecting a balanced 
cost—benefit ratio? When funds are 
in short supply because the State 
does not honor its obligations, why 
should our community continue its 
"heroic stand" alone? Would it not 
be more realistic to accept that the 
number of students in the classroom 
be increased proportionately with 
more discipline imposed? 

Everybody should come up with 
ideas and suggestions on how to do 
things differently. When the present 
ways are no longer possible for lack 
of funds, let's make our democratic 
system work differently and belter! 
We can do it even if we have to 
scrounge a little here and there! We 
can do it for our families (if we don’t 
do it, we put our welfare at risk): 
why can’t we do it for our 
communities?

Resident touts 
town’s services 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In this period of fiscal constraint 
and citizen concern about town gov¬ 
ernment and expenditures, I would 
like to thank some people for their 
response to the town’s needs, 

The first person deserving recog¬ 
nition is Tony Celli, from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. Many town 
residents may not realize how often 
public works employees have spent 
the hours between midnight and 
dawn clearing the snow from public 
thoroughfares. This doesn’t just go 
on during and immediately after 
snowstorms, but several days after 
the snowfall as well. If snow remains 
piled up at curbsides for several 
days after a storm, town workers 
make it a practice to clear away that 
build-up in the business areas of 
town, and along Washington Street 
up to St. Mary’s Church, so that 
people can safely get to sidewalks. 
This service used to be performed at 
2 or 3 a.m., to minimize traffic and 
parking problems. However, due to 
budget constraints, Mr. Celli 
informed me that the public works 
department has shifted the lime at 
which this service is provided to 
after 7 a.m., when traffic disruption 
is more of an issue, but when town 
workers are compensated on a 
"straight-time" basis. (Residents 
may have witnessed this change on 
Friday, December 22 when 
Washington Street looked more like 
Mount Washington.) Mr. Celli clear¬ 
ly explained the reason for this 
change, and was receptive lo sug¬ 
gestions for other changes. 

The other people deserving of rec¬ 
ognition are the many individuals 
who have become involved in the 
budget oversight and school com¬ 
mittee task force meetings. These 
meetings are consuming about four 
evenings per week, with additional 
time spent researching suggestions 
to see whether the new ideas are 
workable, and changes could actual¬ 
ly save money. The people who have 
stepped forward lo perform in this 
capacity are volunteering their per¬ 
sonal time and professional ser¬ 
vices, to assure that Winchester 
does extract the full value from 
every dollar in the town's budget. 

It would be a great disservice to 
the town’s employees and residents 
for anyone to dismiss the town’s 
fiscal crisis as proof of chronic mis¬ 
management. Services cost money. 
And in Winchester, the cost is borne 
primarily by individual taxpayers, 
who make up the largest component 
of the tax base, and who arc the 
primary beneficiaries of these ser¬ 


vices, Those who persist iti ignoring 
the call for a general override to 
Proposition 2‘ seem to be ignoring 
the best efforts of many responsible 
people. Their involvement gives us 
our best assurance that Winches¬ 
ter's spending has gotten as lean as 
pussible. while retaining the stan- 
d«irds of this community. I hope 
Winchester selectmen, town meet¬ 
ing members, and voters will lake 
notice.

This letter concerns the property 
located at 1 Arlington Street. 
Winchester, which formerly 
belonged to the Medical Missiona¬ 
ries of Mary. The current owners 
are planning lo sell the properly to a 
Greek college, to be used as a cam¬ 
pus for study of American culture 
and technology. Before approving 
this new use, the Town of Winchester 
should very seriously consider the 
impact that a college campus will 
have on the neighborhood, and 
potentially on the entire Town. 

The initial proposal for students 
and other personnel is as follows: 

• 50 students living on campus 

• 100 students commuting daily, 
year round 

• Faculty 

• Administration 

• Support personnel 

The number of people will surely 
expand as the campus grows. With 
nearly 5 acres of grounds, what 
would prevent an enthusiastic and 
ambitious administration from 
building additional dormitories, 
etc.? 

The neighborhood already has lo 
cope with bumper-to-bumper park¬ 
ing along Arlington Street, including 
across driveways, when the Country 
Club has golf tournaments or hosts 
wedding receptions or similar 
events. During those occasions, the 
street is so restricted that cars driv¬ 
ing down lo Rt, 3 are forced into the 
oncoming lane which, needless lo 
say. Is extremely hazardous. The 
parking situation will certainly be 
aggravated by the existence of a 
college campus. Available parking 
within the compound is presently 
quite limited. 

There is the additional concern of 
increased foot traffic on Arlington 
Street and other streets without 
sidewalks. The streets on and 
around Myopia Hill are narrow, hilly 
and curvy, Pedestrians on these 
streets have always been in danger. 
If the campus is allowed, will the 
Town construct sidewalks? 

Finally, I would like lo mention 
that development of a campus at 1 
Arlington Street may have a nega¬ 
tive impact on the real estate values 
in the neighborhood. Not only would 
the Town risk getting little or no real 
estate lax revenue from this valu¬ 
able property, but there could be 
lowered tax income from the sur¬ 
rounding properties as well. 

I can only urge the Town of 
Winchester to make an informed 
decision, after reviewing all of the 
aspects of the proposed use for I 
Arlington Street.

should therefore be replaced. "They 
should be done. It’s not so much a 
sixth-grade issue as a maintenance 
issue,” said French. 

The third floor contains 47 lockers. 
The remainder of students would 
have lockers on the second floor, 
while lockers for seventh and eighth 
grade students would be located on 
the first and second floors. 

As for the lack of sinks on the third 
floor, Maher said he does not believe 
sixth grade science projects use 
sinksonaregularbasis. However, in 
cases where such facilities were 
needed, Maher said the classes 
could easily schedule time in one ol 
the school's four lab areas. 

Maher said he believes some of the 
concerns raised about moving sixth 
grade students into McCall have 
surfaced due lo the proposal lo close 
Vinson Owen School. 

French agreed. "The real resis¬ 
tance is not so much to the concept of 
a middle school as to the breaking 
down of the concept of neighborhood 
schools," he said. "Winchester has a 
long history of neighbornood 
schools." 

Maher noted that the Middle Level 
Task Force, formed last year to 
initially plan for the sixth-grade 
move, didn't hear a lot of Ihe con¬ 
cerns now surfacing. "They were 
more concerned about, ‘Let's do it 
right,’ " he said. However, added 
French, "At that time, we were not 
talking about a school closing." 

The Middle Level Task Force 
report staled that the Parental 
Issues Subcommittee met with intej’- 
esled fourth and fifth grade parents. 
"At the completion of these meet¬ 
ings, we found no strong opposition 
lo having sixth graders enter 
McCall. In fact we feel that there 
was strong support for having a 
Middle School. Parents felt that the 
positive aspects of the current sixth 
grade can and should be integrated 
into McCall." 

Having worked in u middle-school 
environment before, Maher said he 
believes it is a positive atmosphere 
for sixth grade students us well as 
llieir teachers. 

Students will be able to take pari 


in a greater number of activities, 
such as clubs, intramurals and 
band, The teachers will be a positive 
addition, since they will be "bring¬ 
ing their collegiality and nurturing 
concern for kids." 

"The lone of the building changes 
with younger kids. I think in some 
ways, the younger kids will have 
more of an impact on the older ones. 
(The younger students) still have 
their enthusiasm," said Maher. 

"Sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
— it’s probably the most impacted 
age. So many things are happening 
to them. They go through more 
changes in life, except for between 
the ages of one and three,” said 
Maher. "They grow an average of 
two inches and 10 pounds a year. 
They develop their sexual identity. 
Peer groups develop a great deal of 
importance." 

Maher said that as students move 
up the educational ladder, teaching 
lends lo be more skill-oriented. At 
the sixth-grade level, the concern 
centers on the emotional, social and 
psychological well-being of students. 
"You have lo try to get a balance," 
he said. With the two groups of 
teachers coming together, Maher 
believes that will happen, "The ones 
who will benefit the most are the 
kids," he added. 


"Six through eight schools are (he 
most common form found in New 
England." agreed French, "There is 
a lot of literature written that kids in 
(hut age block do have a lot in 
common," 

However, both agreed that 
parents have perfectly legitimate 
questions. And lo address those 
questions, they have invited inter¬ 
ested parents to lour the school. Two 
sessions have been scheduled: 
Thursday, Jan 25 and Wednesday, 
Jan. 31 at 3::i0 p.in in front of the 
school. 

"We want to know the specific 
concerns of parenls," said Maher. 

In addition, French said plans are 
in the works to set up a parent 
cominitlee in each elementary 
school to identify concerns, make 
suggestions, and address those 
concerns.

School task force 
looks at programs

With the alarm now set to go off 
Feb. 27, the Task Force on School 
Closing is fighting the clock to reach 
a conclusion in its extensive review 
of the school budget — and ultimate¬ 
ly organize a plan that would allow 
the School Department to operate 
under the existing budget con¬ 
straints for fiscal year 1991 without 
the closing of the Vinson Owen 
Elementary School. 

At the School Committee's Jan. 23 
session, Dr. Claudia Richter, chair¬ 
man of the task force, read aloud an 
eight-page synopsis of the efforts of 
the group since its inception in mid- 
December, 1989. 

In response to public outcry over 
the proposed cuts, the School Com¬ 
mittee appointed the 12'member 
task force to investigate possible 
alternatives to reduce the school 
budget by $900,000 — the projected 
shortfall for fiscal year 1991. 

In Its preliminary report, the task 
force outlined the information 
gathering of 12 subcommittees. 'Phe 
elementary subcommittee is cur¬ 


rently looking at the art and music 
programs, instrumental music, 
physical education, health and 
FLEX. In addition, positions at the 
elementary love] arc being exa¬ 
mined Including those of computer 
specialist, librarian, instructional 
specialist, nurse, reading specialist 
and school adjustment counselor. 
Also to be studied will be funds for 
professional development, equip¬ 
ment, extra-curricular, materials 
and supplies and subscriptions as 
well as the testing program and K-1 
transition class. 

The McCall Junior High subcom¬ 
mittee zeroed in on the cost effec¬ 
tiveness of moving sixth-grade stu¬ 
dents to McCall in relation to 
transportation costs, negotiated 
adjustments with bargaining units, 
moving costs, remodeling, furniture 
and equipment costs. 

The high school subcommittee 
plans to review the positions of sup¬ 
port staff and administrators but 
noted that they “found no indication 
of programs that are not of value,” 
at the high school level, The subcom¬ 
mittee also plans to scrutinize 
revenue enhancements such as tui¬ 


tion students and event admission 
fees, 

Tlie Administrative Center budget 
subcommittee will examine the job 
descriptions of all employees in the 
school administration and speak 
with Die Town Manager regarding 
possible overlap in responsibility. 
Also, administration subscriptions, 
dues and memberships were exa¬ 
mined and the purposes of more 
expensive items were delineated. 

One subcommittee was charged 
with evaluating the savings of clos¬ 
ing the Vinson Owen School, the goal 
being to determine the actual sav¬ 
ings by comparing the total operat¬ 
ing costs of Vinson Owen with the 
funds needed to redistrict and move 
students to McCall. 

Also, the subcommittee on eva¬ 
luating the feasibility of closing a 
school other than Vinson Owen, will 
look largely at the actual space 
available and equity in class sizes. 

Another subcommittee is examin¬ 
ing the assessment of the real estate 
value of the school buildings and 
another Is currently examining the 
rcdislricting of the elementary 
schools.

School spending plans 
await task force report

Members of the .School Committee 
arc unwilling to l>c pinned down on 
how additional funds, if available, 
would be applied in the school 
budget until they have a final report 
from the Task Force on School 
Closing. 

Members of the School Committee 
and Board of Scioclmen, along with 
other town officials, met during the 
Ad Hoc Budget Committee (AMHC) 
meeting Jan. l«. With the specter of 
the Fob. 15 budget meeting with the 
Finance Committee looming, select 
men want a consensus on clear dol¬ 
lar amounts and priorities. 

Selectmen sought a belter under 
standing of the School Committee's 
logic of trade-offs — of keeping the 
Vinson Owen School open versus 
initiating school aclivily fees or cut¬ 
ting personnel. 

Though the School Committee had 
apparently come to play ball, mem¬ 
bers were not ready to present a 
consensus — not until the Task 
Force on School Closing has had a 
chance to deliver its report. 

The AHBC was established in Sep¬ 
tember to reach a consenus on the 
town's budge! and fiscal problems. 
According to Selectman Chairman 
Thomas Schmitt, the committee has 
three goals: to gain agreement on 
the impact of the problems, to build 
a consensus amongst selectmen in 
recommending their FY91 budget, 
and to present the information to the 
voters who would want to know how 
much the override would cost and 
have confidence in the numbers. 

“Unfortunately, we’re still at the 
number one — we still have differ¬ 
ences as to the impact of the cut in 
slate aid,” said Schmitt. 

The question and answer session 
began with an opening statement by 
School Committee Chairman 
Edward O’Connell. 

“The largest and most complex of 
the (town's) departments is educa¬ 
tion ... There is a greater need for 
flexibility. The stir of a prospective 
closing of a school has spread like 
wild fire. Parents came forward 


Four other committees arc cur¬ 
rently packaging their preliminary 
results: transportation, athletics 
budget, community programs and 
early retirement incentives. 

School Committee members also 
received a minority report, from 
task force members Debbie Dimes, 
Linda Pickering and Diane Deering. 
which voiced their disagreement 
with the inclusion of a list of assump 
tions made in the preliminary 
report, 


unoxp(*ctcdly and drainaticully to 
slave off the clo.sing Plea.se iiole 
that, the ta.sk force formed to exa¬ 
mine alternatives was supporlod by 
you. the selectmen. There can Ik* no 
inoc'kery, no sham, of that task 
force. We may be in disagreement, 
but until the task force makes an 
assessment, we will keep an open 
mind. 

"The situation is soriifficult has 
.such an impact on the children, on 
the families, on their sense of con 
tentnienl — we could call an audible 
signal and change our position after 
the budget has been released to the 
Finance Committee." said 
O’Connell. 

"There has been much speculation 
about ... cooperation between the 
selectmen and the School (’ommit- 
tee. WeTe here to work together — 
forget the quotes and misquotes. We 
have kept the budget below the level 
requested by you ... We’ll be friend¬ 
ly," added O’Connell. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos began his 
response to questions prepared by 
selectmen by staling that the fiscal 
year 1991 school budget has been 
reduced by $900,000 from its original 
allocation of $14.(> million. 

As a consequence. 25 positions (5.4 
teachers, 10.4 support staff. 1.3 
administrative staff and 7.7 nun- 
instructional staff) are targeted for 
elimination. As a result, the pupil- 
teacher ratio will increase to 17-to-l, 
he said. 

However, Mitsakos noted that this 
statistic is skewed by the inclusion of 
special education classes in the com¬ 
putation. The average class size for 
regular education classes will l)e 
between 20 and 24 students, he said. 
Accordihg to the slalistica I overview 
presented to the committee, enroll 
ment for next year is expected to 
Increase slightly, for the first lime In 
10 years, from 2.796 to 2,808. 

Mitsakos said the major impact of 
the $900,000 cut is to personal ser¬ 
vices, which makes up more than so 
percent of the budget. He added that 
the fiscal year 1990 budget was used

I don’t 
want to foreclose them, If we had 
$3.52,000, it would not necessarily go 
to keep (Vinson Owen School) 
open" 

When asked which of the three 
options - closing Vinson Owen, ini¬ 
tiating fec.s or culling personnel 
the Seliool I’ommiltcc would chose if 
an override docs not pass, School 
Committee members insisted they 
will wait for the report of the Task 
Force on Schiwl (.'losing. 

Deering pointed out that the final 
report of the task force is due March

Recapping the first four months

The first half of the 1989-90 
school year has gone by so quick¬ 
ly that the June break seems Just 
around the corner. The 1989 por¬ 
tion of the academic season was 
packed full of hot topics and 
school happenings that made 
headlines of ‘Perspective’. Let’s 
recap the events of the past four 
months. 

The school year opened with 
the emergence of the school's 
new principal John Ritchie, suc¬ 
cessor to Vincent Larocco, who 
had announced his retirement a 
year prior. Ritchie was wel¬ 
comed to the school with mixed 
emotions, but was quickly 
received by the students. Ritch¬ 
ie's attempt to form a social and 
friendly bond with the students of 
Winchester proved successful 
and his success continues as we 
enter 1990. 

Two weeks later we ventured 
through the school, period by per¬ 
iod, to examine each essential 
chapter of what makes a day at 
Winchester High School. In the 
fallowing weeks, the major news 
at WHS concerned teen alcohol 
abuse and the new “zero toler¬ 
ance” policy run by the Winches¬ 
ter Police. 

The new policy was simply a 
law being revamped to crack 
down on teen alcohol use. Princi¬ 
pal Ritchie and Police Detective 
Daniel McGee called an assemb¬ 
ly for all WHS students to explain 
the regulations that the new poli¬ 
cy would enforce. Students were 
very defensive in what became 
more of a debate than an assemb¬ 
ly. During the days following, 
students were able to ask ques¬ 
tions of both Ritchie and McGee 


during their study periods. Since 
the installment of the policy, a 
number of arrests have opened 
the eyes of students and have led 
them to tliink twice when con¬ 
templating drinking. 

The “zero tolerance” article 
brought comments from many 
readers. Some police officers 
opposed being called Incapable 
by a quoted individual. However, 
many readers were angry con¬ 
cerning a comment pertaining to 
Mr. Ritchie and Mr. Larocco. The 
piece read: “Mr. Ritchie has 
established a bond with the stu¬ 
dents of WHS that is precious to 
both parties.” The piece went on 
to say that had Mr. Larocco been 
commanding the assembly that 
day, the students would have 
been more reserved and their 
real feelings would not have been 
heard and debated. 

Mr. Larocco was the principal 
of WHS for many years. A princi¬ 
pal cannot be that for very long if 
he does not have the right tools, 
one of which is a good rapport 
with the students. It goes without 
saying that Mr. Larocco had 
formed such a relationship with 
the pupils. That is why he led our 
school for so many prosperous 
years, Mr. Ritchie has also 
formed the same relationship 
with students. However, Mr. 
Ritchie often shows that there's a 
lot of “kid” in him, and he likes to 
show with all the “kids” in the 
school. Pupils were quick to 
relate to Mr. Ritchie's attitude, 
and it was worth all the credit 
that it received. 

Students that turned their 
radios to 91.9 FM this year did not 
hear “Eclipse” or “Steve’s Rap 
Party”. The school radio station 
has been off the air since early 
1989 and ‘Perspective' realized 
the plight of station members to 


let it return. In recent weeks, 
progress has been made, and 
rumors have it that the station 
may be returning within the next 
few weeks or months. 

A small piece of the WHS hock¬ 
ey team's very, very extended 
losing streak was greeted with 
the team's first victory in their 
last 70 plus league attempts. 
Shortly aher, the JV hockey team 
raised their arms in victory as 
well. 

Lastly, the newspapers of 
WHS, “Red and Black” and the 
new “Editor’s Choice” are 
engaging in what seems to be a 
popularity contest. The new 
“Editor's Choice” has become a 
conversation piece over the last 
few weeks. Whether or not it can 
continue, no one knows. It will 
likely burn out, but anything’s 
possible. Meanwhile, the “Red 
and Black” staff will be eager to 
meet the challenge of their new 
opposition.

Women like men’s clothes

“Original thought is a lot liko 
original sin: It happened a long time 
ago to people you couldn't ix^ssibly 
have known. "^Fran Lebowitz. 

Some trace it back to equestrian 
attire. A quite vocal faction points to 
Katharine Hepburn. Many more 
hark back to the bobby-soxers. Still 
others hold up the L.L. Bean catalog 
and say, “This is what started it 
all.” Really, where it began is 
academic. Certainly it is not a 
“new" story. The fact remains, how¬ 
ever. that many women like to wear 
men’s clothes. And more and more 
menswear items — from resources 
such as Ralph Lauran, J. Crew, 
Land's Knd and Tommy Hilfiger. to 
name a few ~ are turning up more 
and more on female physiques. 

Lots of women actually make a 
beeline right for the men’s depart¬ 
ment and buy clothes for them¬ 
selves. The reasons are varied as the 
women who wear men’s clothing: 

The oversize look is often more 
pronounced in menswear. 

Certain items — such as blazers 
and bomber jackets — tend to look 
more “authentic."

Both men and 
women combine old favorites — 
classics — with something new to 
create a new look for themselves 
that speaks of their identity. 

“That can mean wearing an old 
favorite sweater or a menswear 
shirt to complement their own look, 
to creating a personal style that’s 
unique in itself," Hilfiger muses. 

Hilfiger, a New York menswear 
designer who has his own boutique in 
Beverly Hills, Is no stranger to the 
clothing needs of women. Until two 
years ago, he had a women's line to 
complement the men’s. 

And while Hilfiger may have 
dropped his women's line, women 
haven’t dropped him. His brightly 
colored sweaters and shirts — parti¬ 
cularly his striped shirts — are big 
sellers with women, Coming In a 
strong second with women are the 
outerwear jackets. 

These men’s toppers arc loved 
because they are oversized; The 
clothes are fuller, the shoulders drop 
lower. The shirts look good tucked in 
or left out. 

"It’s exciting to see women wear¬ 
ing my clothes, women who are bold 
enough to borrow great menswear 
items — from their husbands, sons 
or boyfriends — and wear them with 


just as much style," Hilfiger says. 

Jennifer Ricgcl, public relations 
director for J. Crew, notes thul 
women who buy menswear for them¬ 
selves tend to be self-confident and 
have busy lifestyles. 

"They’re more concerned with 
comforl that changing a look from 
season to season," she says. "That’s 
just not a high priority with them." 

Kicgel noles, however, thul this 
woman usually also has a superior 
understanding of clothing and 
fashion. 

Claire Decker of Los Angeles, who 
has been wearing men’s clothing 
since she borrowed one of her 
father’s shirts, agrees with Hilfiger 
that only certain menswear items 
work for women, 

"Almost all my polo shirts and 


T-shirts are men's. Occasionally, 
when I get a jacket. I will buy a 
man’s rather than a women’s," 
Decker explains, adding that she 
also prefers men's sweat suits. 


It is not unusual for Decker, who is 
5 feet lU inches tall, to choose a skirl 
and then process to the men's 
department to find a jacket to 
match. 

“With the Ralph Lauren (line), the 
men's and women's clothing are 
frequently made of the same mater¬ 
ials, so I go (u (ho men’s department 
to get a khaki jacket to match the 
Khaki skirl. The jacket is bigger, 
and it may even be less expensive," 
she notes. 

Decker also buys menswear for 
her daughter, Karin, 20; Cyrillc, 16 ; 
and Trina, 10. 


Ricgcl, who was ju.sl recently In 
San Francisco for the opening of the 
.1. (’rew there, notes that young 
customers tike Ihcir clothing large, 
the young women ofter choosing 
items in large an extra-large. tJ, 
Crew's sizing is actually unisex, 
ranging from extra-small to extra- 
largo. ) 

“More mature cust<jmcrs tend to 
buy true to their sizes," she added. 

In addition to its sprawling catalog 
business. J. Crew also has stores in 
California, Now o r k and 
Massachusetts. 

Barbara Zwelling, a personal 
shopper at a Los Angeles depart¬ 
ment store, notes that lines such as 
Big Dog (a surfwear-inspired com¬ 
pany) and Ralph Lauren traditional¬ 
ly have l)ccn menswear lines that 
women like for themselves. 

Faconiiablc, a Euro|>ean mens- 
wear line recently introduced to he 
United Stales, also has attracted 
many women to the men’s clothing 
department, Zwelling adds. 

She notes that once a woman buys 
menswear for herself, going to the 
men's clothing department 
“becomes part of her overall slip¬ 
ping experience." 

Generally speaking, however, 
women don’t wear the pants. 

No, when it comes to women who 
buy mcnsw'ear for themselves, they 
seem to stick with sweaters, shirts, 
T-shirts, sporty outerwear and 
vests. 

Men’s pants ten to require many 
alterations if they are to be worn by 
a woman. Often, to get a good fit 
through the hips, the waist of men's 
pants will be much too large, The 
crotch is often too low as well. 
There’s an exception to this women- 
don’l-wear-men’s-panls rule, 
though: It is quite common for teen¬ 
age girls to prefer men’s jeans. 
(This probably owns much to the 
fact that a slim young woman 
doesnt’ have fully developed hips.) 

Other menswear items that have 
become quite popular with women 
include ties, worn either traditional¬ 
ly as neckwear or, as Donna Karan 
used them in her DKNY lino, as belts 
or for jeans or slacks. 

Colorful boxer shorts also have 
been popular with teen-age girls, 
especially with field hockey players 
who like to wear them under their 
uniform kilts. 

Simple alterations to adapt men’s 
clothes for women include adjusting 
clastic waistbands (the kind often 
found in sweats), rehemming and 
sleeve length (it’s often possible just 
to move a button to make the cuff 
tighter at the wrist, then blousing 
the length of the sleeve). 

Be wary of garments that are 
made of leather or sweater knit, 
have seams that are top-sliched 
(such as jeans) or have a loo-low 
crotch.

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Sachems miss comebacks

It was the week of the come¬ 
back for the Winchester High 
boys basketball team.

Marshall era 
will now close

The end of an era for Winclicstei- 
football occured recently when 
legendary Winchester High head 
coach Manny Marshall decided to 
announce his retirement from 
coaching after 23 years of excel¬ 
lence. Shock waves w’cro fell 
throughout the high school, the com¬ 
munity and the Middlesex League as 
word of his decision spread through¬ 
out the area last week. 

Marshall is seeking a disability 
pension as a result of an 1986 injur\’ 
which happened while performing 
his job as a physical education 
teacher at the high school. 

During Marshall’s 23-year tenure 
at the helm of the Sachem football 
program, Winchester won a Class B 
slate championship (1971), a Div. 1 
Super Bowl (1986) and amassed an 
outstanding 150 wins against 63 los¬ 
ses and nine ties, good enough for a 
.704 winning percentage. The Sac¬ 
hems captured the Middlesex 
League championship six times and 
had winning records in 16 seasons, 
including three unbeaten seasons in 
1969, 1971 and 1986. 

This past season, Marshall’s 
squad seemed destined for a second 
Super Bowl berth for much of the 
campaign. The defense was one of 
the stingiest in the league and his

Grapplers pin

The agile Bleiler shot a single 
leg take down and took Karl down 
for the two points. He then switched 
to a near side cradle and — before 
Munroe realized the match had 
started — pinned him. 

This fall got the ball rolling for the 


Raiders, as U9-pounder David 
Byrne also got pinned by Melrose’s 
Dave Mackey. Fall time was 1:27. 

The pin at 119 was the last the 
Raiders would see for a while. At 
125, Willy Thilly would soon pin 
senior Phil Ogren in the second per¬ 
iod. In the first period, Thilly was 
not wrestling to his ability. He play¬ 
ed with Ogren, using a series of tills 
and leg rides. Willy’s second period 
hcadlock was too much for the Red 
Raider, and Thilly pinned his foe in 
2:56. 

Next came the 130-pound class. 
The match was slow, pitting two 
captains against each other in a 
battle of technique and conditioning. 
Jeff Foster, like Thilly, wrestled 
poorly, Melrose’s Tony Babcock did 
not have enough to beat the Sachem, 
however, and the match ended in a 
score of 7-4. 

The next match was a bit of a 
disappointment for the Sachems, as 
freshman Jeremy Huegel would 
take a dive to Raider Dan Schuma¬ 
cher. Huegel looked slow and out of 
shape. His shots were not deep, his 
headlocks were not tight, and his 
overall performance was shaky.

his coaching duties was contemp¬ 
lated for over a year. The long-time 
Winchester educator broke his heel 
while spotting a student during the 
“Project Adventure" program back 
in 1986. While Marshall returned to 
both his teaching and coaching 
activities, the pain resulting from 
the injury persisted and a decision to 
retire b^ame inevitable. 

Two weeks ago, the 53-year-old 
Marshall began the paperwork pro¬ 
cess towards getting the disability 
pension. He was required to immedi¬ 
ately go on sick leave from leaching, 
and will not be back the rest of this 
school year. At the end of that week, 
he held an emotional meeting with 
his players where he announced his 
plans. 

The Massachusetts Teachers 
Retirement Board will now decide 
on whether to grant Marshall the 
pension. If he is denied, he will 
return to his teaching duties this fall. 
Either way, he has indicated that the 
coaching decision is final. 

Marshall has said that first and 
foremost, he will miss working with 
the kids of Winchester. He feels the 
competition in the Middlesex 
League has increased greatly since 
he arrived in 1967, and he will miss 
that as well. Marshall leaves behind 
no regrets because he thinks high 
school football at the high school 
level is the purest form of 
competition. 

Coaches around the league have 
Indicated they have mixed emotions 
about Marshall's departure. From a 
personal standpoint, they'll miss the 
Sachem mentor because he is a 
great human being and an intense 
competitor. From a coaching stand¬ 
point, they won’t miss trying to pre¬ 
pare for his wishbone offense nor 
facing his well-motivated teams on 
gameday. 

The current Sachem players will 
remember Marshall, among other 
things, as a “regular" guy of whom 
they could relate to and respect. 
They will also miss the respect he 
gave them. Otherwise, they feel the 
same way any other footba 11 fan who 
has grown up in this town in the last 


30-odd years — Who can imagine the 
Winchester High football team with¬ 
out Manny Marshall? 

The coach did have his critics. 
Some players over the years have 
accused him of favoritism, and some 
fans in the stands have openly ques¬ 
tioned his (what they feel) predict¬ 
able and simplistic play selection, 
particularly in the lean years follow¬ 
ing the 1966 Super Bow] champion¬ 
ship. While Manny may have had his 
doubters, no one can deny that the 
Marshall mystique is indeed 
unmistakable. 

Marshall was able to excel just 
like his two immediate predeces¬ 
sors, Henry KnowUon (170 wins) and 
Wendell Mansfield. However, Mar¬ 
shall was able to maintain the foot¬ 
ball program's high standards 
despite the tremendous growth and 
popularity of youth soccer, which 
virtually wiped out the town’s Pop 
Warner football program during the 
late 1970s. 

Perhaps Marshall's and the town’s 
finest hour came in 1986 when the 
Sachems defeated Peabody in the 
Super Bowl the same year the boys 
(and girls) varsity soccer team won 
the Div. 2 State championship. This 
feat may never be matched. 

One of the great trends which has 
become fashionable over the last 
few years is the feeling that an 
athlete should give back to the com¬ 
munity which has made it possible 
for him or her to excel in life. 

An amendment could be made for 
Marshall where the town gives back 
to the coach. In this writer's opinion, 
a fitting gesture might be to name 
the high school field house after the 
Sachem mentor. The football sta¬ 
dium is already named after a 
worthy candidate and the field on 
Skillings Road seems destined to be 
named after boys soccer and lacros¬ 
se coach Gene Bouley or girls soccer 
coach Chris Scanlon (maybe both). 
It may be jumping the gun a bit, but 
surely this thought has already 
crossed some people's minds. 

Imagine the headlines after a 
Winchester High home basketball 
victory, “Sachems impose Marshall 
law on (Tanners)."

WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT 


Five districts on National Register 


By ELLEN KNIGHT 

Special to the Star 

The Winchester Historical Com¬ 
mission is lo be commended for 
accomplishing a major task and an 
honor for the town — the inclusion of 
five districts and 59 individual prop¬ 
erties in the National Register of 
Historic Places, These sites join five 
other individual Winchester build¬ 
ings and the downtown district 
already on the National Register. 

The new National Register proper¬ 
ties include a variety of struclures 
from Winchester's rich historic lega¬ 
cy, important for architectural, cul¬ 
tural, and historic reasons. For 
example, two of these buildings, 
located on the southern end of Cam¬ 
bridge Street, are not only examples 
of eighteenth and early 19lh-century 
farmhouse architecture, they arc 
also remnants of our agrarian past 
as well as the last relics of our 
Charlestown history. 

When the area that is now 
Winchester was first settled, it was 
all part of Charlestown. In 1642 
much of it was annexed to Woburn 
and in 1753 another section, the Sym- 
mes farm, was annexed to Medford, 
but the area now bounded to the 
north by Church Street, to the west 
by the Arlington line, and to the cast 
(roughly) by Bacon Street remained 
part of Charlestown until the

mid-l9th-ccnlury, never becoming 
part of Woburn. 

When Watcrficld was parceled 
out, the original owner of much of 
this land was Increase Nowell. In 
1661 his property, which consisted of 
the northern-most 300 acres of the 
Charlestown Neck, was purchased 
by Richard Gardner whose family 
lived and worked on the land for five 
generations, through two centuries. 
'l‘he two Cliarlestown houses that 
still stand belonged to this family 
and were built on a road that for a 
long time was known as Gardner’s 
Hoad. 

After purchasing the Nowell farm, 
Gardner built a new home near the 
corner of what arc now Cambridge 
and Church Streets, on a site where 
one of the Gardner houses still 
stands. Throughout the lives of 
Richard and his only son Henry (d. 


1714) the soo-acre iarm remained 
intact, In the next generation 70 
acres to the west were sold to the 
Hutchinsons, but the house and the 
bulk of the land came into the pos¬ 
session of Richard's grandson Henry 
and remained the largest farm in the 
area. 

In the fourth generation (after 
1764), the farm was divided among 
four brothers, Edward, Samuel, 
Henry, and John. Since they all lived 
and worked on their land, most of 
Richard Gardner’s farm was kept 
together, but with the next genera¬ 
tion the farm gradually broke up and 
passed outside the family. 

First, Edward's son Edward sold 
his house and land to John Swan in 
1813. Then, when Henry’s son Dea¬ 
con Henry died childless in 1838, that 
properly was sold outside the fami¬ 
ly. Samuel Gardner's place was sold 


by his son Samuel to Edward 
Everett in 1858, The last Gardner 
property to stay in the family was 40 
acres of John’s farm, where his 
daughters, Sarah and Patience, 
lived until their deaths in 1857 and 
1864. 

Through the rest of the 19lh cen¬ 
tury and into the present one, the 
former Gardner properties were 
further subdivided until now no ves¬ 
tiges of the farm remain but two of 
the houses. The Gardners built more 
than two houses, but Samuel’s, built 
on the west side of Cambridge St., 
burned over a century ago and Hen¬ 
ry’s, on High Street, has been gone 
for about 50 years. 

Edward's house, built about 
1740-50, still stands at 97 Cambridge 
St., and Patience and Sarah’s house, 
built upon the foundation of the old 
family homestead, has stood at 103 
for over a century and a half. 

Through the nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries, both houses 
have undergone frequent renovation 
and the properties have dwindled in 
size. In 1901 the Patience Gardner 
house lot reached its present size 
and a new barn was built next to the 
house. 

Not only has the Gardner/Swan 
land been divided, but building reno¬ 
vations have also included the con¬ 
versions of a shoe-shop wing and 
west ell and of the barn into two 


separate homes on Gardner Place. 

The topography, boundaries and 
buildings of the Gardner farm, like 
that of every other farm in lown, 
have changed considerably over the 
centuries. The two Gardner luiines 
use lo stand alone on their side of the 
road and far removed from any

bo part woods, swamp, farm, pas- 
lure. meadow, and part of it was 
cro.ssed by the Middlesex Canal. 
That it was nnee farmland is now 
evidented only by the Iwo old farm¬ 
houses standing amidst their many 
younger neighbors

Throughout the state he conducts 
training sessions to update informa¬ 
tion on Medicare, Medex, and Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield coverages. 

He explained the recent repeal of 
the Medicare Catastrophic Illness 
coverage, When Congress met to 
determine passage of the bill, they 
finally agreed at the end of the 
session that they were unable to 
arrive at a community of thinking on 
the subject so that the law was 
repealed. It is now lost because 
Congress was of the opinion that 
petitions from senior groups 
requested repealing the law which 
could have been revised. Monies 
were shifted from seniors to other 
funds lo the amount of $100,000,000. 

With Ihe abolishment of the 
Castrophic Law coverage, people 
will be paying more for Medex than 
they would have done with the Cata¬ 
strophic coverage because of the 
cost shifl. Dr. Lewis Sullivan from 
the Dept, of Human Services staled 
that now the focus has been shifted 
from seniors to other needs such as 
pregnant women. Catastrophic 
coverage would have boon directed 
lo improvements in Long Term Care 
benefits. 

At the present lime Medex 3 is one 
of the best policies in the country, 
Predictions are that there will prob¬ 
ably bea new Medex 4policy. Medex 
covers a person traveling around the 
world However, payment has to be 
made by the individual to whatever 
medical facility is used in another 
country. Then receipted hills have to 
be submitted lo Mass. Medicare, 

Blue Cross has asked for a 78 
percent increase which will bo aboul 
$10 per week for insurance cover¬ 
age. O’Byck slated that the best 
coverage now is Medex 3. He cau¬ 
tioned seniors to beware of over¬ 
insurance by several companies. 

A question and answer period was 
experlly handled by O’Byck who 
gave concise answers to the many 
queries that were presented.

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A new baby is a big occasion for a family. The long* 
awaited newcomer is showered with presents, gifts and 
hours of parental attention. Yet, amid alt this fuss over the 
new arrival, many parents forget to attend to the child 
that is already there. 

It can be a difficult, sticky situation, one that sometimes 
leads to nasty and bitter sibling rivalry. To make matters 
worse, most children do not understand why parents have 
to lavish so much time on the new family member. As the 
child watches the hours of parental time and attention 
dwindle away, he or she starts to view the newborn not as 
a brother or sister but as a strange and troublesome rival 
for the parents' affection. 

Because a new baby takes up so much of a parent’s 
lime, experts say some amount of sibling rivalry is just 
about unavoidable. Yet, according to Joanne Szamreta, 
assistant professor of education at Lesley College, the 
degree of the rivalry can be limited and kept under 
control. 

First, Szamreta advises that parents keep a cool head. 
Sibling rivalry, she says, should be looked at as something 
healthy, and not as a sign of immaturity of selfishness. 
Basically, It is an expression of the child’s need for 
parental love. 

“They're wondering what will happen to (heir position 
in the family,” Szamreta says. “Will they be as loved? 
Will there be enough love to go around?” 

How children cope with this web of emotions depends on 
how old they are. Older children (those 3 and up) are able 
to communicate directly how they feel about the baby. 
Often, their comments take on a spiteful, even violent 
tone. It is not uncommon for a 3 year old to say things like, 
“I wish I could flush the baby donw the toilet,” or, “I want 
to lock the baby in a drawer and never open it.” 

Experts caution parents not to make too much of these 
remarks, but to use them as a starting point for discus¬ 
sion. If the adult counters with a comment like, “I know 
you’re upset,” or, “I understand how you feel,” this can 
go a long way toward diffusing a child’s anger and 
resentment. 

When discussing things with the child, Szamreta says, 
parents need to explain why the infant demands so much 
extra time and care. They should stress that just because 


they’re spending more time with the new child, that 
doesn’t mean they love it more. 

Szamreta says that if parents take the time to sit down 
and talk things out, the child will usually feel a lot belter. 
It's when parents just ignore the problem that things start 
to get out of hand. 

‘‘Children don't have a sense of the psychology behind 
their feelings,” Szamreta says. “They have to be made to 
understand why the new arrangement is necessary. By 
not talking about it, parents make it a lot worse.” 

Unfortunately, talking things out rarely works with 
children 2 years old or younger who do not have the 
reasoning ability that older children do. For them, Szam- 
reta suggests parents concentrate more on “physical 
reassurance,” things like cuddling and holding the child. 

Since 1 and 2 year olds have so little ability to 
communicate, parents may not even be aware they have 
these feelings. The ways they manifest themselves are 
often difficult to detect — the child may start acting wbiny 
or irritable, or have difficulty sleeping. 

On occasion, they might even ti 7 to take it out on Ihe 
baby physically. This is often done so subtly that the 
parents may not even be aware that it is happening, the 
child may play a little too vigorously with the baby or give 
it little pinches or a hug that is too tight. 

In extrteme cases, parents may have to supervise the 
children constantly to make sure the baby isn’t hurt. But 
Szamreta warns agains overreacting to this type of 
situation because the child’s intentions are really not 
malicious. 

“Two year olds don’t really understand the consequ¬ 
ences of their actions,” she says. “The intent is not to hurt 
the baby, but the release of feelings.” 

Szamreta says this situation is best dealt with by giving 
the child a doll or a piece of clay to play with and telling 
him or her to pretend it is a baby. Through play, the child 
can release its bruised feelings on the object rather than 
on the baby itself. 

Szamreta says there are signs of sibling jealousy that 
show up in all age groups. For instance, it is very common 
for the older child to start to regress a little in behavior. A 
child previously thought to be toilet trained may begin to 
have accidents. The child might ask for a pacifier or a 


baby bottle. The child might even ask to be breast fed 
again. 

Szamreta says that such regressions arc perfectly safe 
and usually only temporary. "Once they do those things,” 
she explains, "they find that they don't like them any¬ 
more. They kind of like being the big kid.” 

Szamreta adds that if often is helpful for the parents to 
instil) pride in the child for being the “big kid.” If he or she 
is told that older children can do things that a baby cannot 
do, the older child might start to feci less jealous of the 
younger sibling. 

A good way to do this, Szamreta adds, is by getting the 
older child to help in rearing the baby. She notes that 
children of all age levels can get involved in some way. 
“Even a 2 or 3 year old can pass a diaper up or pull some 
rubber pants down an infant’s leg, or do some snapping of 
snaps on an infant’s clothes, or push a baby carriage,” she 
says. 

Children older than 3 can help in more important ways, 
like washing the baby and helping to feed it. Szamreta 
says this is important because it makes the child feci less 
apart from the whole experience. 

“If mom and dad involve the child in the care of the new 
baby, then it becomes a family thing, something they’re 
involved in rather that something that's put upon them,” 
notes Szamreta. 

Szamreta says that children usually “love” to help out. 

“There’s a great sense of wonder at this new life,” she 
explains. “They want to participate with the parents in 
finding out who this new person is. They want to help them 
to observe the baby taking its first steps, speaking its first 
words, finding out what its likes and dislikes are.” 

Even with all these steps, experts caution that there is 
no way to really guarantee children will gel along. A lot 
depends on factors outside the parents' control such as the 
children’s temperaments, the ways those temperaments 
play off each other, and their relationships with their 
peers. But Szamreta adds that parents should not fear 
sibling rivalry, for on the whole, it is a normal and even 
healthy thing. 

"It helps the kids work out some of their porblcms and 
gain some independence from their parents,” she says. 
“It really lets kids be kids.” 
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Take care buying toys 


Everyone loves buying gifts for 
kids, from the parent who proud¬ 
ly brings home a new toy to the 
grandparent who sneaks the child 
a little extra something when the 
parents aren’t looking. 

There's a certain satisfaction 
in buying something for an infant 
that you know they will treasure 
and constantly play with. But, 
while buying toys can be fun, it 
should also be looked at as seri¬ 
ous business. Experts warn that 
sometimes even seemingly inno¬ 
cuous toys can be fraught with 
hidden dangers. 

“Killer toys" may seem like 
something out of an episode of 
“The Twilight Zone,’’ but toy- 
related fatalities have been on 
the rise as of late, leading to a 
growing awareness of the issues 
surrounding “toy safety.” Dr. 
Lewis First, director of Pediatric 
Group Assistants at Children’s 
Hospital in Boston, says that 
while toy fatalities have become 
a “big poroblem” in recent 
years, it is something that can be 
avoided if parents will only take 
the time to educate themselves. 

To start with, he says, parents 
should always read the age restr¬ 
ictions and product warnings on 
toys. While this may seem obvi¬ 
ous, First says parents some¬ 
times have to seek these warn¬ 
ings out. 

“The problem with warnings 
and restrictions,“ he says, “is 
that they're usually printed on 
the box. As soon as you take them 
out of the box, parents don't get a 
chance to see them.” 

Age restrictions are particular¬ 
ly important, he says, because 
what is appropriate for one child 
may not always be appropriate 
for another. Infants, being the 
youngest and most vulnerable of 
all children, require the most 
attention, They cannot play, for 
example, with anything that has 
small pieces or that can fit into 
their mouths. This means no 
marbles, small blocks or dolls 
with removable parts. 

First also advises against toys 
with sharp edges, or toys that are 
made out of rope or string. Furth¬ 
ermore, parents should be care¬ 
ful not to leave wrapping paper or 
deflated balloons around a new¬ 
born because a child could suffo¬ 
cate in them. 

Even old reliables can have 





unforeseen hazards. First says to 
stay away from toy chests that 
have free-falling lids because of 
the danger of the child’s hands or 
fingers getting caught. He adds 
that, if a toy chest does have a lid, 
parents should also make sure it 
has air holes, so that if a child 
crawls inside it, there is no risk of 
the child running out of oxygen. 

In addition, First says that any¬ 
thing that is strung across a crib 
should be removed once a child 
hits five months of age. If a child 
can stand up, he says, there is a 
danger of strangulation. 

First also says parents should 
be wary of toys that come from 
foreign lands or that are hand¬ 
crafted. It may seem cruel, but 
First says parents should think 
twice about letting children play 
with that new doll that grandma 
and grandpa brought back from 
their trip to Mexico. The reason is 
that most of these toys are not 



made in accordance with U.S. 
government standards. That 
means they could be coated with 
lead paint, which is extremely 
hazardous if swallowed. 

First adds that, unfortunately, 
most parents are unaware of the 
basic tenets of the “toy safety 
gospel.” 

“There’s a big campaign 
around Christmas time,” he 
says, “but you usually don’t hear 
a lot about it until something 
terrible happens.” 

First says parents interested in 
finding out more about toy safety 
should consult with their pediatri¬ 
cian or contact the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, 
which publishes a number of very 
helpful pamphlets on the subject. 

Another thing parents should 
consider when buying a toy is 
how it will affect the child’s deve¬ 
lopment. Experts arc less sure of 
their advice in this area, since 



most ol the research about what a 
child learns during play is still 
being done. But Mary Mindess, 
professor of child development at 
Lesley College, says there are 
specific guidelines to follow when 
dealing with very young children. 

“Basically, the rule is you want 
something the child can act 
upon,” she says, “something they 
can have an effect on, so when 
they play, the results won't 
always be the same.” 

Why is this so important? Min¬ 
dess says that, during play, 
infants learn that they have the 
power to change their environ¬ 
ment. They learn, for example, 
that if they hold a rattle one way, 
it will make one sound, and if 
they hold it another way, it will 
make another sound. According 
to Mindess, that is the rationale 
behind one of the most frustrat¬ 
ing, age-old baby games —drop¬ 


ping the rattle out of the crib so 
that the parents have to pick il 
up. 

Mindess says there is growing 
evidence that infants do think and 
make preliminary hypotheses 
when they play. Often, when they 
make a particular sound from a 
toy, they will try to make thal 
sound again. 

“Through play, infants learn a 
lot," she explains. “They might 
imitate a little, but mostly they 
interpret their own experiences 
It's just the way thal people can 
tell you something, but unless you 
really do it, there’s no way lo 
really learn it.” 

To best facilitate the child's 
development, Mindess recom¬ 
mends things like rattles, blocks 
and especially plastic telephones 
She also recommends mobiles, 
but adds thal most parents make 
the mistake of placing them high 
above the crib so thal the infants 
can watch them twirl around. It 
is much better, she says, lo place 
it down near the infant so that the 
infant can kick it and make it spin 

As for poor learning toys. Min¬ 
dess says to stay away from 
things that never vary. A toy thal 
does the same thing over and 
over again doesn’t teally leach 
the child anything. She also says 
that young children are often 
very afraid of masks because 
“they take away identity.” 

Mindess adds that most Infants 
“don’t need a lot of toys .” Some¬ 
thing as simple as a rattle can 
keep them amused for hours. 
Often, the best toys are inexpen¬ 
sive and can be found around the 
house. 

For example, babies love lo 
play with things like plastic Tup- 
perware pots. They slack them, 
line them up, knock them over 
and wear them on their head. 
Mindess says that if the child gels 
the chance to lake them out of a 
ground-level cabinet, they like 
them even better. But she warns 
that, while most children are big 
on taking thinp out, they are 
usually not to interested in pul¬ 
ling them back. 

According to Mindess, the best 
toys, especially for 1 or 2 year 
olds, are books. “There’s nothing 
like sitting on a parent’s lap. 
reading a book with them,” she 
advises.
